Nixon follows public opinion-—he 9ll pay his back taxes

Reactions varied Wednesday to a con- 


gressional committee's staff report that 
Richard Nixon owes the government 
nearly n half million dollars In unpaid 
taxes, but there was unanimity on one 
point: The President should pay his 
taxes like you and me. 
• 


The Joint Congressional Committee on 


Internal Revenue Taxation Wednesday 
made public a report that concluded that 
the President and his wife owe a min- 
imum of $476.431 In back taxes and Inter- 
est for the years 1969 through 1972. Nixon 


said yesterday he will pay the taxes. 


Reactions gathered by Herald report- 


ers ranged from the opinion of a Wheel- 
ing man that the tax matter is "the clin- 
cher on impeachment," to a Schaumburg 
woman who declared, "I think he's a 
very maligned man who has been tried 
and convicted by the press." 


NORTHWEST suburban congressmen, 


Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, and Rep. 
Samuel H. Young, R-lOth, agreed how- 
ever that the committee report would 
have little initial impact on members of 
the House as far as the possible im- 


peachment or resignation of the PresT- 
dent is concerned. 


C r a n e said Rep. 
Wilbur Mills, 


D-Arkansas, vice chairman of the joint 
committee emphasized on the floor of the 
House that the committee had made no 
judgment on whether there was any 
fraud or negligence involved in the tax 
retunns. 


Crane 'said he believed the great ma- 


jority of congressmen would reserve 
judgment until such a determination is 
made. 


Young, who has considerable experi- 


ence as a tax attorney, said, "There are 
reasonable legal arguments supporting 
the President's position, just as there are 
reasonable arguments opposing it." 


ANOTHER ATTORNEY, Richard Cow- 


en, recently retired Wheeling Township 
Republican committeeman, agreed with 
Young's assessment, but pointed out a 
possible adverse reaction on the part of 
the public, 


"From a legal perspective," said Cow- 


en, "it is a question of whether the mat- 
ters involved are the subject of an honest 
legal dispute. If they are, there should 


not.be any adverse reaction to the Presi- 
dent." 


But Cowen said the sum named by the 


congressional committee is "a pretty 
staggering amount of money," and said 
he anticipated that the public reaction 
"is going to be very strong" against Nix-' 
on.. 


CARL HANSEN, Elk Grove Township 


GOP committeeman, said the impact of 
the report would depend somewhat on 
the vote it received by the full com- 
mittee. "If it was unanimous, there 
would probably be a strong reaction. But 


if it were a split vote that looked parti- 
san, it will be questioned." 


The joint committee is composed of six 


Democrats and four Republicans, in- 
cluding Rep. Harold Collier, R-Riverside. 
Neither the committee staff nor Collier's 
office was able to report Wednesday 
whether the committee had voted on ap- 
proval of the staff report. According to 
United Press International, the vote to 
make the report public was 9-1.

Shakedown $ may have 
reached campaign coffers

Illinois F-cy. of State Michael Howlett 


and former State's Atty. Edward Hanra- 
han each received a $2.300 campaign 
contribution extorted from a developer in 
1972 by J*mes Stavros, the U.S. Attor- 
ney's Office charged Wednesday. 


The charge was contained in a bill of 


particulars filed in U.S. District Court 
and made public for the first time 
Wednesday. 


Stavros, former Wheeling Township 


Democratic committeeman, was indicted 
Jan. 31 on 10 counts of extortion and con- 
spiracy in connection with shakedowns of 
builders and developers in the Village of 
Wheeling. 


Among the revelations jn the bill of 


particulars, which added $149,000 to the 
total Stavros allegedly extorted, are: 


• A $2.500 check, dated Aug. 9,1972, to 


the Michael Howlett Campaign for Secre- 
tary of State. The check was delivered to 
Stavros' house. 3705 Whirlaway Dr., 
Northbrook. by George Lambert, a build- 
ing superintendent for Northern Illinois 
Construction Co 


• A $2.500 check, dated Sept. 7. 1972, to 


the Edward Hanrahan Campaign for 
Cook County State's Attorney. The check 
was mailed to Stavros' home by Harold 
Feierberg. an attorney for Northern Illi- 
nois Construction. 


THE COMPANY, headed by Richard 


and Ralph Harwood, developed Shadow 
Bend townhouses on Milwaukee Avenue 
in Wheeling. An additional $25.000 ex- 
torted from Northern Illinois Construc- 
tion was picked'Up by an unknown bag- 


man Dec. 29,1972 at Feierberg's Ciioago 
office, the bill of particulars also dis- 
closed. 


Hanrahan and a spokesman for Howl- 


ett said they could not immediately con- 
firm receipt of the contributions. State 
and county candidates are not legally re- 
quired to report contributors. 


Hewlett's finance chairman in 1972, 


Harold Dash, said that Stavros held a 
campaign party at his Northbrook home 
for the secretary of state before the fall 
election. "We had a party out there — In 
Wheeling. It's not unusual to receive 
checks for $30, $100 or other amounts. • 
It's very possible. 


"We wouldn't know if any coercion was 


used." Dash said. "Hundreds of people 
were there (at the Stavros party). Hun- 
dreds, thousands contributed to the cam- 
paign." 


HANRAHAN SAID, "I don't know the 


details of particular contributions. I don't 
know if that (the $2,500 contribution)^ 
accurate or not. I'm not sure about cam- 
paign records. I'll check." 


Hanrahan lost the 1972 election to Re- 


publican State's Atty. Bernard Carey. 
Hanrahan now is a Democratic candi- 
date for Congress in the 6th Congression- 
al District. 


Stavros is accused of extorting a total 


of $ 3 7 , 0 0 0 from Northern Illinois 
Construction in 1968 and 1972. The U.S. 
Attorney's office has now accused 
Stavros of shaking down builders for a 
total of $290,000, plus land, and numerous 
other goods and services in the past 16 
years. .

Committeeman, extorted 


$290,000 from developers in Wheeling, ac- 
cording to a new list of federal evidence 
against him disclosed Wednesday in U.S. 
District Court 


A bill of particulars of the govern- 


ment's case disclosed $149,000 of alleged- 
ly extorted money, in addition to the pre- 
v i o u s l y listed $141,000 extorted by 
Stavros, according to indictments re- 


• turned against him. 


Stavros, 3705 Whirlaway Dr., North- 


brook, was indicted Jan. 31 by a special 
federal grand jury on 10 counts of ex- 
tortion and conspiracy. He has been a 
behind-the-scenes influence in village 
government for more than a decade. 


THE U.S. ATTORNEY'S office also 


disclosed it has evidence that: 


• Stavros forced Northern Illinois Con- 


struction Co. to contribute $2,500 to Sec. 
of State Michael Howlett's campaign in 
August 1972 and another $2,500 payable 
to former State's Atty. Edward Hanra- 
han's campaign in September 1972. 


• Four developers were each required 


to purchase 10 cases of liquor from Mark 
Drugs, 303 E. Dundee Rd., Wheeling, 
with 
the 
liquor 
being delivered 
to 


Stavros' home. The purchases totaled 
$2,507.23- 


• The Clayton House Restaurant, 1090 


S. Milwaukee Ave., was the site where 
Stavros collected $48,000 from three de- 
velopers between February, 1970 and 
April, 1971. The payoffs were made both 
in the parking lot and inside the restau- 
rant. 


• The Tekton Corporation paid Stavros 


$40,000 in 1970, the second largest alleged 
payoff cited in the case against Stavros. 
Tekton officials previously denied paying 
off Stavros for zoning and building fa- 
vors, although they admitted being pres- 
sured by Stavros. 


• An unidentified bagman picked up 


$25,000 from the office of Harold Freier- 
berg, attorney for Northern Illinois Con- 
struction Co., in December 1972. Nicholas 
Phillips, a Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals employe and Stavros' cousin, 
has been identified by a government wit- 
ness as the bagman that collected $50,000 
extorted from Wickes, Inc. in 1971, He 
was also indicted along with Stavros and 
four others Jan. 31. 


• Zale Construction Co., developer of 


Lakeside Villas, was required to hire a 
painter named Sal Parent! to paint 
Stavros' $100,000 house in 1971. 


THE BILL OF particulars was filed in 


answer to a motion by Stavros' attorney. 
It outlines the date and place of all pay- 
ments alleged in the indictment, and dis- 
closes several payments not included in 
the indictment. 


The government plans to use evidence 


of the nine additional alleged payoffs to 
bolster its case against StaVros. 


The additional payoffs date back to 


1958, when Stavros allegedly extorted 
$25,000 from Hollywood Builders. The 
company was then working on plans for 
the 350-acre Hollywood Ridge subdi- 
sion, approved by the village in 1959. 


At the time, Hollywood Builders was 


represented by attorney Harold Feier- 
berg, who was named Wednesday by the 
U.S. Attorney's Office as participating in 
two payoffs made by the Northern Illi- 
nois Construction Co. in 1972. 


Two developers not named in the Jan. 


31 indictments appear in the U.S. Attor- 
ney's list of additional shakedowns. The 
government charged developer George 
Manda was required to pay Stavros 
$12,000 in 1969, when Manda was seeking 
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CLAYTON HOUSE MOTEL south of Wheeling where 
James Stavros, former Wheeling Township Democratic 
committeemen, allegedly collecfed $48,000 in shake- 
down payments in 1970 and 1971.

Burglaries jump by 176% 
in first 3 months of '74

The number of burglaries in Wheeling 


has increased by about 176 per cent over 
the first three months of this year as 
compared with the same three m rnths 
last year. However, almost half of the 
burglaries have 'been solved, mainly by 
arrests, 


Police Sgt. William Ralston, of the de- 


tective division, said Tuesday that 20 
burglaries have been cleared so far this 
year. He reported 30 burglaries in 
January and February and an estimated 
17 in March. (Official police figures for 
March will not be available for two 
weeks.) 


In ithe same three-month period last 


year, only 17 burglaries were reported. 
Both Ralston and Police Lt. Thomas 
Conte.saidjtbe rise in the number of bur- 
glaries is of concern to the police depart- 
ment. 


Ralston said the increase in burglaries 


can be attributed in large part to new 
apartment construction in the village. 
"The community has grown the jpast 
couple of years," he said. And many of 
this year's burglaries have occurred in 
the new apartment buildings, even be- 
fore they are completely built- some- 
times. 


CONTE SAID HE feels it take the com- 


munity a while to stabilize after a build- 
ing boom brings a large influx of new 
residents. "The crime rate seems to be 
higher alt first," be' said. He added that 


the greater construction 
and higher 


crime appear to follow a five-year pat- 
tern. 


This year's burglaries have 
been 


spread around the* village fairly evenly, 
Ralston said. "We've been hit pretty 
hard all over." But two particularly vul- 
nerable areas were, the apartments in the 
vicinity of Buffalo Grove and Hintz roads . 
and the Meadowbrook East subdivision 
(east of Wolf Road), Ralston said. 


The Meadowbrook East problems were 


only temporary, however, and cleared up 
after three persons were arrested for the 
various burglaries in that neighborhood, 
Ralston added. 


THE MEADOWBROOK East situation 


exemplifies one of the means used by po- 
lice to combat the rash of burglaries. Pa- 
trol was concentrated in the area until 
the burglaries stopped. 


Conte said the department will also 


send unmarked patrol cars into an area 
that is being heavily hit by burglaries. 
"The men will wear painters' clothes or 
whatever," he said. 


Few of the burglaries committed in 


Wheeling are what Ralston would .consid- 
er "professional." Ralston said a profes- 
sional burglar is one who makes his liv- 
ing by breaking in and stealing. He said 
some of the burglaries are committed af- 
ter.the burglar has "cased" (watched for 
some time) the victimized property, but 
their "take" usually is not enough that 
they could live off it. For example, he 


said, a $250 stereo will be stolen and then 
sold for only $25. 


Most burlgaries in Wheeling, Ralston 


said, are committed by those between 
ages 15 and 21. "As a rule, they don't 
plan a job, but when they leave they 
have the idea to rip off some place," he 
said. "Generally, the jobs are done with 
two or thres persons involved." 


APPROXIMATELY half the time a 


young burglar will commit the crime in 
his own neighborhood, but the older he is 
the more likely he is to have a car. Then 
he can commit burglaries anywhere in a 
large area. During the burglary, Ralston 
said, the young burglars take ''the 
easiest things they can get rid of." 
included would be stereos, television 
sets, guns, money, cameras and tape 
recorders. 


Most of the stolen goods are sold with- 


in the village or the immediate area, but 
a large amount does go into Chicago, 
Ralston said. 


Of the burglaries solved by the. police 


this year, eight were solved by the arrest 
of one individual, Ralston said. Another 
10 were found to have been committed 
by four teen-agers who worked in differ- 
ent combinations at various times. 


Public "apathy" has hindered police 


efforts to cut down the number of bur- 
glaries, Conte said. He offered this ad- 
vice to all village residents, "If you see 
something or hear something suspicious, 
call us. We do need the public's eyes and 
ears."

Tornado watches 
cloud suburbs 


Tornado watches and a warning flashed through Uie North- 


west suburbs yesterday on the heels of ominous clouds and a 
short-lived spring downpour. Tornadoes were reported sighted 
in various parts of Northeastern Illinois but by late afternoon 
the all-clear hnd been sounded. Some schools were alerted to 
the warning, although most classes proceeded without inter- 
ruption. In Decatur, 111., the Macon County sheriff's office 
said a tornado swept through an area west of Decatur and 
there was considerable damage, with some homes destroyed 
or damaged heavily. The county has asked federal and state 
authorities for aid. 


Track oives more taxes 


The company that operates Arlington Park race track was 


ordered Tuesday to pay Illinois $150,000 In taxes impounded 
during a legal dispute over the constitutionality of the state's 
tax on horse racing. 


Circuit Court Judge Emmett J. Morrissey dismissed the 


suit filed by Chicago Thoroughbred Enterprises, which 
claimed race tracks in the Chicago area pay a heavier racing 
privilege tax than tracks elsewhere In the state. 


The suit followed an earlier unsuccessful court challenge 


that resulted in a 1972 Illinois Supreme Court order requiring 
the payment of $5,6 million in back privilege taxes dating 
from 1966.

Roger Eiermann, a park district employe, were arraigned 
yesterday on charges of bribery, official misconduct and ille- 
gal interest in contracts. 


The charges stem from an investigation conducted by the 


Cook County's State's Attorney's office which disclosed that 
the men may have accepted kickbacks in the form of mer- 
chandise, gift certificates, or U.S. Savings Bonds in return for 
Influencing governmental bodies to make chemical purchases 
from United Chemicals, Addison.

ALSO NAMED WAS the Tekton Corp., 


which the U.S. Attorney's office said paid 
Stavros $40,000 in 1970. The developers 
were at that time seeking approval of the 
Cedar Run development on McHenry 
Road. The U.S. Attorney's Office also 
•said Tekton purchased $560 worth of li- 
quor for Stavros from Mark Drugs in De- 
cember 1972. 


According to the new government in- 


formation, three liquor purchases total- 
ing $1,878 were made by developers at 
Mark Drugs in a one-week period in De- 
cember 1972. The liquor was delivered to 
Stavros' home, the government said. 


Mark Amove, president 
of Mark 


Drugs, Inc., was not available for com- 
ment on the purchases. Manager Rich- 
ard Missing, said he could not comment 
on the matter. Missing said, however, it 
is not uncommon for people to purchase 
several cases of liquor when they are 
planning a party. 


The three liquor purchases were made 


by Tekton; Zale Construction for $669; 
and Hollywood Builders, for $648, accord- 
ing to the bill of particulars, A fourth 
purchase of $628 by Chesterfield Devel- 
opment Corp. was listed without a date. 


ACCORDING TO the indictments and 


the new government information, Zale 
has paid Stavros the largest amount in 
extorted payoffs. Between 1967 and 1971, 
the bill of particulars said, Zale paid 
Stavros $63,000, not including the liquor 
purchase, 


In addition to the $30,000 payment 


charged in the indictment, the U.S. At- 
torney's Office said it also has evidence 
of a $30,000 payment in 1967 and a $3,000 
payment in 1971. 


The disclosure brings the total money 


allegedly extorted from Hollywood Build- 
ers by Stavros to $40,250. In addition to 
two acres of land and a $3,250 payment 
listed in the indictment, the government 
said it has evidence of a $12,000 payment 
in 1968 and the $25,000 payment in 1958.

TERRE HAUTE, Ind. (UPI) - Fred 


D. Hubbard, whose meteoric rise in Chi- 
cago politics ended with an embezzle- 
ment conviction, left federal 
prison 


Wednesday after serving all but 10 weeks 
of a two-year sentence. 


His wife said in Chicago that Hubbard 


would write a book and work with Gam- 
blers Anonymous, an organization to aid 
compulsive gamblers. He blamed com- 
pulsive gambling for his own troubles. 


Hubbard, 44, was a Chicago alderman 


when he was accused of taking more 
than $100,000 from the Chicago Plan, a 
now defunct federal program intended to 
place minority workers in the building 
trades. 


Warden Mason Holley of the federal 


penitentiary in Terre Haute said Hub- 
bard was released early for good behav- 
ior. 


Hubbard was elected to the Chicago 


City Council in 1969 as an independent 
from the near south side ghetto He 
gained national recognition in the mid- 
1960s as director of a city delinquency 
prevention program. 


He dropped out of sight in May, 1971, 


while still serving as alderman and as a 
$25,000-a-year administrator of the job 
program. He was a fugitive for 15 
months until FBI agents arrested him at 
a poker table in Gardena, Calif.

Hollywood Builders was working on the 


development of the Hollywood Park 
Apartments in 1968. It was later involved 
in the development of the Lynn Plaza 
Shopping Center and Chelsea Cove. 


THE TOTAL allegedly extorted from 


Chesterfield 
Development 
Corp. 
by 


Stavros jumped to $38,000 with the gov- 
ernment's charge that payoffs of $10,000 
were made in both 1966 and 1968. 
Chesterfield was at that time developing 
Tahoe Village. 


Northern Illinois Construction Com- 


pany's extortion total increased to $37,000 
with the government claim that the firm 
paid Stavros $7,000 in 1968. 


In elaborating on the 
indictment 


charges, the U.S. Attorney's^ Office said 
four payments were made to Stavros at 
the Clayton House Restaurant. Three of 
the payoffs were allegedly made in 1970 
and 1971 by Arthur Zaltzman, president 
of Chesterfield. The fourth payment of 
$30,000 was allegedly made by Albert 
Zale of the Zale Construction Co. in the 
parking lot in March or April '1971. 


The government said a $30,000 pay- 


ment from Bernard Kron of Harmony 
Builders listed in the Jan. 31 indictments 
was given to Stavros at his Northbrook 
home. Two payoffs extorted from Jack 
Netchin of Hollywood Builders — $3,250 
and two acres of land in the Chelsea 
Cove development — were turned over to 
Stavros at unknown locations, the gov- 
ernment said.

Clarence Adamy, 
President of the National Association of Food Chains, told a 
House Agriculture subcommittee that retail beef prices have 
closely followed changes in wholesale prices charged by meat 
packers. 


Nixon could step aside 'temporarily' 


Sen Jacob Javits, R-N.Y. said yesterday that if President 


Nixon finds he can no longer serve effectively as chief ex- 
ecutive, he could step aside temporarily and hand over the 
White House to Vive President Gerald Ford. He told a news 
conference the Constitution provides the means for the move, 
but stressed he was not urging Nixon to take such action.

Report Nixon owes $476,431 to IRS 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President. 


Nixon and his wife, Pat, owe at least 
$476,431 in back federal taxes and inter- 
est for 1969 through 1972 — the period of 
Nixon's first term in the White House — 
the staff of the Joint Committee on Inter- 
nal Revenue Taxation concluded Wednes- 
day. 


Rep. Wilbur D, Mills, D-Ark., vice 


chairman of the group, emphasized that 
the report did not necessarily reflect the 
views of the committee itself. But he ex- 
pressed hope that if the committee does 
take a position, the President will abide 
by it. 


Nixon follows 


The committee voted 9-1 to release the 


784-page report, which stressed that the 
staff drew no conclusions as to "whether 
there was or whether there was not 
fraud or negligence involved in any as- 
pect" of the returns, either- on the part of 
the President or his personal representa- 
tives. 


Lone dissenter to making the report 


public was said to have been Sen. Oarl T. 
Curtis, R-Neb. 


The Nixons have paid taxes totaling 


$78,651 for the four-year period on report- 
ed income of $1,122,266. That rate is 7 per 
cent, about what is paid by a family of 
four with a yearly income of $8,000. 


• 
The taxation committee staff, after sift- 


ing scores of documents, concluded that 
the Nixons bad failed to report $259,964 
in taxable income during the period and 
claimed $567,565 in illegal deductions on 
their returns. 


The IRS is known to be investigating 


possible fraud involving the Nixon re- 
turns, though there was no indication the 
IRS will prosecute. 


The staff report recommended that the 


Nixons be assessed $444,022 in back taxes 
for 1969 through 1972 plus interest of 
$32,409 for 1970 through 1972. It recom- 
mended no interest for 1969 since the 
statute of limitations has expired on that 


year. The report added, however, that 
the interest for that year would be 
$40,732 if Nixon chose to pay voluntarily. 


"The staff . . . believes it should be 


emphasized that this is a report only It 
is not a demand for payment of taxes. 
Any tax payment is a matter for consid- 
eration by the taxpayer and the Internal 
Revenue Service," the report said. 


Despite Nixon's December pledge to 


abide by any committee decision, presi- 
dential spokesmen Tuesday declined to 
repeat the pledge, indicating the Presi- 
dent and his tax lawyers may fight the 
case in court.

voted Wednesday to oblige all candidates 
in federal elections to make public tax 
statements, and to impose simultaneous 
closing times on polls across the country.

E Stevenson, III, D-I11., to the bill for 
public financing of election campaigns 
provides that any candidate for federal 
office must file with the comptroller gen- 
eral the amount of each federal, state 
and local income and property tax paid 
by him during the preceding calendar 
year.

March car sales 
of/ 29 per cent 


DETROIT (UPI) - U. S. automakers 


Wednesday reported March sales were 
off a whopping 29.6 per cent from a year 
ago and new car purchases in the first 
three months of 1974 were the worst of 
any first quarter since 1967. 


But the March figures were above 


those of January and February. Only 
small American Motors showed a sales 
increase from a year ago, nearly 12 per 
cent in the quarter. 


The industry delivered 653,246 cars in 


March, compared with 963,195 the pre- 
vious March which was the best ever for 
the automakers. 


For the first quarter, sales totaled 


1,771,386 cars, off 27.4 per cent from the 
first three months of 1973 and the lowest 
since 1,743,646 were sold in the first quar- 
ter of 1967. 


The March sales were up 6.3 per cent 


over the low figures of February and in- 
creased 18.6 per cent over January.

day. The majority of the applications, he 
said, come from students who will gradu- 
ate this spring and are seeking their first 
job. About 10 per cent of the applications 
are from persons who obtained their de- 
gree a year or two years ago and have 
been unable to secure a teaching job. 


Although the majority of job applicants 


are seeking positions in the primary 
grades, Stavrakas said applications have 
been received for jobs on all levels. The 
fewest number have come in for junior 
high school positions, he said.

Wheeling has received preliminary 


plans for the long-talked-aboul replace- 
ment of the Jeffery Avenue bridge. 


The project is designed to relieve flood- 


ing along the Wheeling Drainage Ditch 
caused by a back up of water ,at the 
bridge. The bridge's center support col- 
lects debris and acts as a dam when wa- 
ter is high. 


The plans for the new precast'concrete 


bridge are on display at the village hall, 
and will be returned shortly to the engi- 
neers for final corrections. 


Work on the project was first delayed 


in the summer of 1972 when Meadow- 
brook West residents' protested the re- 
moval of many large trees for the bridge 
replacement project and creek widenirg. 


The village tried again in the summer 


of 1973 to have plans for ohe bridge re- 
placement approved. Contractors, how- 
ever, failed to return bids on the project, 
and the village had to redraw its plans 
for the bridge replacement. 


THE CURRENT plans are designed to 


eliminate any problems that might have 
caused contractors to overlook the proj- 
ect last summer. The bridge will be 
made of precast concrete to reduce the 
amount of time that traffic will be 
unable to cross the creek. 


The bridge is now the only entrance 


and exit from the Meadowbrook West 
subdivision. The village, therefore, will 
not begin work on the project until a new 
roadway is installed at the western end 
of the subdivision to provide a second 
way out 


According to the preliminary plans, the 


bridge would be raised about 18 inches, 
and there will be minor excavation along 
the creek banks. Several large trees will 
be removed, but the engineers now plan 
to plant 12 shade trees, 19 ornamental 
trees and 31 shrubs as replacements. 


Erosion protection along the creek 


banks will be provided by pumping nylon 
blankets with concrete. The bumpy sur- 
face of the concrete will make it easier 
for children to scale the creek banks. 


A NEW WATER mam will be installed 


under the creek bed, providing a loop in 
the Meadowbrook West water system. 
The water line serving the area now 
deadends and provides limited water cir- 
culation. 


An aluminum frame will be used as 


bridge railings, and catch basins will be 
installed at either end of the bridge. 


Trustee William Hein said bids for the 


project will be let as soon as the engi- 
neers make final changes in the plans.

Trustees consider long-term 81.1 million deal 
Buffalo Grove may buy golf course

An agreement allowing the village to 


purchase the Buffalo Grove Golf Club 
course tor $1 1 million will be considered 
bv officials next week. The Herald has 
learned 


Under the proposed agreement, the vil- 


laee would make an initial down pay- 
ment of $1.000 on the course and have 
fne jears to arrange financing At the 
time the agreement is executed and the 
down payment is made, the village would 
take over operation of the course 


Village Afsr. Daniel Larson Wednesday 


said the village probably will gain pos- 
session of the course Nov 1. It was origi- 
nally predicted the course would become 
a municipal facility somewhat sooner. 


Although the actual owners of the 


course ore hidden b> a secret land trust, 
the tax bills on the property are sent to 
Harold Friedman of Glerrcoe Friedman 
was 
instrumental recently in getting 


multi-family zoning on property sur- 
rounding the course for the Phoenix Con- 
struction Co in lieu of the village being 
able to buy the facility. 


IF THE VILLAGE board approves the 


proposed agreement, the village would 
make an annual payment of $1.000 to the 
owners until it decides on a 
method 


of financing th? property. In addition, il 
would be reciuiied to pay the owners 
monthly interest payments on the unpaid 
balance. 


The owners have requested six per 


cent interest on the unpaid balance for 
the first two years of the agreement and 
seven per cent for the three remaining 
years of the agreement. 


Larson said village officials hope to ar- 


range financing of the course within two 
years in order to avoid pa> ing the higher 
interest rate. The agreement js for five 
years. Larson said, so there are no prob- 
lems should there be a delay in arrang- 
ing financing 


According to Larson, there are a num- 


ber of ways the village can go about fi- 
nancing the course. However, the village 
board has not decided which method to 
pursue. The board will look at several 


methods. Larson said, and choose the 
one it considers the most advantageous 
for the village.

through a revenue bond issue or gener- 
aral obligation bond issue- The latter 
would have to be approved by residents 
in a referendum, but would be better be- 
cause the village would get a lower inter- 
est rate. Larson said. 


Other ways of financing the course 


would

lease-purchase 


agreement with the owners or with 
matching funds from the federal govern- 
ment. The village was denied federal 
money last year, but officials say that 
could change. 


Larson said revenue bonds or general 


obligation bonds seem to be the most 
likely route the village will follow. He 
said 
a 
lease-purchase agreement is 


' "doubtful." Under that type of agree- 


ment, the village would lease the course 
from the owners and pay them back over 
a period of years with funds obtained 
through the operation. 


According to Larson, the village can 


afford to buy the course without an in- 
crease in property taxes. The course will 
be obtained at no cost to residents and 
will be self-supporting, he added. 


THE VILLAGE has obtained financial 


statements from the owners which show 
the golf course has in the past been a 
money-making operation. Once the vil- 
lage assumes operation, all revenues col- 
lected at the golf course would be put in 
a special fund and could only be spent 
for the operation and maintenance and 
the principal and interest owed on the 
course. 


Larson said the price being asked for 


the 18-hole, 127-acre course is what it 
was appraised at more than a year ago. 
If anything, Larson said, the purchase 
price is below the fair market value. 


The offer by the golf course owners, he 


said, is "extremely reasonable '' when 
compared with the cost of other land in 
the area. The coarse will cost about 
$8,600 an acre, Larson said, compared to

Endangered species net 


Enforcement of the federal Endanger- 


ed Species Act begins this week. Accord- 
ing to Tony Dean, director of the state 
Department of Conservation, the act pro- 
hibits possession of animals for parts of 
animals) which are in danger of ex- 
tinction. Exceptions include those which 
are registered and secured by permit 
with the department. Violators may be 
fined up to $1,000 and imprisoned up to a 
year. 


Following the March 31 deadline, the 


department can seize articles not regis- 
tered. "Persons who possess rugs, skins, 
furniture, articles of clothing or any oth- 
er products made from rare and endan- 
gered animal species should write to the 
department for an application, list their 
articles and send it back for the free per- 
mit," Dean said. "Citizens need only de- 
clare their items to obtain this permit." 


Among the more commonly owned spe- 


cies of animals protected by the new law 
are: leopard, snow and clouded leopard, 
tiger, cheetah, alligator, caymen. croco- 
dile, vicuna, red and gray wolf, moun- 
tain linn or cougar, ocelot ami kit fox.

In World War 
II, kites were targets for gun practice 
and in the Battle of Hastings, they sig- 
naled the troops. Legend has it that a 
Japanese thief suspended himself from a 
large kite in an attempt to steal some 
golden ornamental fishes from a castle 
tower.' 


NOW, KITE flying is something to do 


with a friend or your children, something 
to do in the spring. 


"We've been selling kites for the last 


month," said Frank Halatek of Olympia 
Toys and Hobbies at Woodfield Shopping 
Center in Schaumburg. "People tend to 
think kite flying went] out of style. It 
didn't. It has grown more and more pop- 
ular." 


The most popular kites, according to 


Halatek, are the plastic High-Flyer mod- 
els (the common diamond shaped kite) 
decorated with pictures of Dracula and 
Jonathan Livingston Seagull and kites 
shaped like bats and birds. Prices range 
from $1 to $2, although you can get tis- 


sue-paper kite kits for as low as 29 cents. 


For the older kite-fliers, there are the 


hardwood and silk span squadron kites 
shaped like bi-planes and tri-planes that 
sell for up to $7 For fliers interested in 
the latest thing, there is the Puffer kite 
that is inflatable. 


YOU DON'T have to depend on the 


store for your kite. Many people make 
their own. For four years Rod Herbin, 
shop teacher at Grove Jr. High School in 
Elk Grove Village, has taught his class 
how to make kites. 


"Size of the kite makes no difference 


as long as the kite is in the right propor- 
tions," Herbin said, "You can make 
most kites from materials from around 
the house." 
< 


For the frame, he recommends a light 


but strong wood like pine, basswood or 
orange crate slats if you have something 
to cut them with. Kite covering can be 
tissue or crepe paper, although plastic is 
usually more resistant to tearing winds. 
Plastic garbage bags make a good cov- 
ering, Herbin said. Lightweight cloth can 
also be used. 


"The toughest part of making a kite is 


cutting the sticks," Herbin said. Books 


on kite-making, with full illustrations, 
can be found in the public library. 


WHETHER YOUR kite is handmade or 


bought, one-plane diamond-shaped kites 
require a tail. Some fliers also like to 
attach tails to their box kites, although 
they aren't necessary. 


George Bauer has been flying kites for 


more than 15 years. "The tail gives the 
kite stability," Bauer said. "The idea is 
to have it long and not too heavy, one 
inch wide cotton cloth or nylon will do. 
Bright colors are nice because it can 
really be a decorative part of the kite." 


When attaching the tail to a kite, it's a 


good idea to tie it with a piece of string. 
Then if the trail becomes tangled in a 
tree or some wires, it will break off and 
you can save your kite. 


YOU DON'T have to be Benjamin 


Franklin to fly a kite In fact, you should 
never fly a kite in a rainstorm like Ben 
did It's dangerous; a kite can conduct 
electricity. The best weather for kite fly- 
ing is a mild steady breeze, about 10 to 
15 miles an hour, a wind that usually you 
wouldn't notice If the wind is too gusty,

the kite will just rip apart or sail out of 
control. 


Your kite should match the wind: a 


heavy and strong box kite for strong 
winds and a light weight one-plane dia- 
mond bhaped kite for slow and steady 
breezes. 


The best place to launch a kite is in an 


open area, free of trees and electrical 
wires "You must remember that ground 
winds are gusty and very changeable," 
said Bauer. "They can be altered by hot 
pavement, trees and buildings. So you 
want to get the kite up above tree level 
quickly so a steady wind can catch It." 


THE BEST way to launch a kite Is 


with two people, although one can do it 
alone. One person holds the kite and the 
other walks away from him into the wind 
with the reel of line, playing out string. 
He should keep the string off the ground 
as he walks because if it picks up dirt, it 
will tangle later. 


The kite should be held above the 


head keeping the tail clear of the ground. 
When the breeze is right, the flier with 
the string runs into the wind and his 
helper lets go. The harder the wind is, 
the faster the line can be played out. 


He should also try to keep the line at 


an angle greater than 45 degrees to the 
ground. The more vertical the line, the 
better. 


Bauer recommends nylon monofila- 


ment fishing line instead of kite string — 
15'pound test for a single large diamond- 
shaped or box kite; 25-pound test for up 
to three kites on a line. It's a good idea 
also to put fishing swivels at regular in- 
tervals along the line to keep it straight 
and 
untangled. The line should be 


wrapped on a big spool. 


Once the first kite is in the air, the fun 


has only begun. You can fly more than 
one kite on a string, which is called fly- 
ing in tandem. Or you can have flights 
with two kites in the air.

Debt payment through ivage cuts 


After a debtor has had his day to court 


and a judgment has been rendered 
against him, the person to whom he owes 
money has the legal right to have his 
attorney attempt to recover payment 
through a series of deductions from the 
debtor's wages, says the Illinois State 
Bar Assn. 


This is accomplished by serving the 


employer with a wage deduction sum- 
mons and affidavit for wage deduction 
order that require that, for a period of 60 
days, the employer withhold nonexempt 
wages and. on the return date of the 
summons, make answer and turn the 
funds over to the fJaintiff. 


The employe, says the ISBA, is entitled 


to an exemption of S65 a week in the case 
of a head of a family, or, 85 per cent of 
gross wages, whichever is greater. The 
federal Truth-In-Lending Act sets up an 
additional exemption but it generally 
docs not apply since the Illinois ex- 
emption is greater. 


If not satisfied with the answer of the 


employer, an attorney can then request 
that a date be set for a hearing on the 
matter and require the employer to pro-

duce his books and records upon which 
he based his answer. 


The ISBA also points out that if the 


employer ignores the wage deduction 
summons and fails to file an answer, the 
plaintiff is entitled to a "conditional 
judgment" against the employer for the 
full amount of the debt. The employer 
would then be equally liable with his em- 
ploye for the full debt. 


In a manner similar to the wage de- 


duction order, Illinois law provides a 
way to reach property other than wages, 
such as bank accounts, which are being 
held by third parties for the benefit of 
the debtor. Legally, this is termed "non- 
wage garnishment." 


If the third party fails to respond to the 


summons, the ISBA warns, a judgment 
may be filed against him in the same 
manner as has been provided for wage 
deduction orders. 


Judging from the reactions received in 


the last week since a series on high 
school discipline started, the subject is 
one which interests almost everyone. 


The series, done by education writer 


Katherine Boyce and me, involved inter- 
views with students, teachers, parents 
and two assistant principals in charge of 
discipline. And I suspect th.at anyone who 
read the series had the feeling we had 
when we wrote it — that easy answers 
when it comes to school discipline are 
hard to come by. 


The easy answers are the ones that arc 


frequently 
offered 
by persons who 


haven't been around schools lately. They 
may say, "Just crack down on those kids 
— that'll give them some respect for au- 
thority." Or, "No school should ever give 
up on any students — saving they have 
problems at home is just a copout." 


BUT WHEN individual cases become 


the issue, those answers, as simple as 
they sound, don't work very well. For the 
believer in a "crackdown" it soon be- 
comes clear that our society and our 
schools have moved, perhaps forever, 
away from a situation where absolute au- 
thority is unquestioned. 


And for the person who believes that 


no child should be "given up," the issue 
becomes more complicated 
when in 


some cases it becomes clear that a stu- 
dent is clearly so troubled by things un- 
related to school as to be uneducable. 


Each school district must then answer 


the philosophical question — how far 
must we go in providing counseling and 
treatment for a child's problems before 
we decide he is no longer in the province 
of education? 


The philosophical question is perhaps 


the place where public debate and dis- 
cussion should center. And High School 
Dist. 214 and Dist. 211 offer interesting 
contrasts in the answers they give to 
those questions. 


Some glimpse of the difference in phi- 


losophy between the two districts is 
shown by the number of special educa 
tion students each district has. In figures 
compiled by the Northwest Education 
Cooperative for another purpose, the 
number of special education students in 
Dist.. 211 is listed as 314 and the number 
in Dist. 214 is 1,113. Dist. 211 has about 
half the number of students as Dist. 214. 


Special education students may be 


mentally retarded, or deaf, or blind. 
Since Dist. 214 has special area-wide pro- 
grams for deaf and blind students that 
probably is one reason 214 has so many 
more students than Dist. 211. 


HOWEVER, SPECIAL education stu- 


dents may also be classified as "emotio- 
nally disturbed" or "socially malad- 
justed." 


Dist. 214 has programs for those kinds 


of students (the kind who are apt to also 
be discipline problems) in its individual 
schools. In addition, the district has the 
Student Thereapeutic Education Pro- 
gram (STEP), which operates out of a 
warehouse in Wheeling, gives help to 
about 90 students who can't get along in

Dist. 211, in contrast, has a program at 


Conant High School for about 70 students 
who need help adjusting to regular 
classes. The pro'gram is held in a school, 
rather than outside it, for precisely the 
reason that, philosophically, the school 
officials there feel it is their job to adjust 
the students to school. 


Along the same line, it should be noted 


that Dist. 214 has expelled students this 


year solely for the sale or distribution of 
drugs, while Dist. 211 expels students for 
''gross disobedience and in- 
subordination," a category that can in- 
clude such offenses as swearing at a 
teacher or being truant. 


YES, IT IS probably true that Dist. 211 


expels students, who, in Dist. 214, would 
be in the STEP program. 


A program like STEP — in fact, any 


program for students who are "trouble- 
makers" — carries a risk for a school 
district. The district may have trouble 
because, to help students, it ends up 
"meddling" with home life. Or the pro- 
gram may fail and the students may for 


one reason or another embarrass the 
school officials. 


BUT THERE are risks in taking the 


approach that students who don't make it 
in the school environment will be ex- 
pelled. Those kids don't go away — they 
stay around the community and may get 
into other trouble later. 


The chances are' that neither Dist. 214 


nor 211 is right in its approach. But it is 
important to look at the approaches and 
to question basic assumptions that are 
made. 


Perhaps the series on discipline that 


began last week can help start the dia- 
log.

Land use bill should pass 


In these days of surprises in 


Washington, the Nixon adminis- 
tration pulled a big one by abruptly 
backing off on a land use bill that 
finally seemed headed for passage. 


It^was a disturbing moment, be- 


cause the bill is one that's badly 
needed, and because the adminis- 
tration's about-face seems tinted 
heavily with politics — the kind in- 
spired by the passion to hold the 
line against impei^hment. 


What happened is this: In late 


February, four years after Pres- 
ident Nixon first called for a na- 
tional land use plan, one month 
after he reaffirmed it as a "high 
priority," and after the bill's twice 
being passed by the Senate and 
once by the House Interior Com- 
mittee, the House Rules Commit- 
tee abruptly shelved it. 


The bill's sponsor — Rep. Morris 


Udall. D-Ariz. — said the measure 
was "sandbagged." and expressed 
the hope that he'd get the votes to 
get it out of committee by the time 
the House breaks for spring on 
April 12. 


But the administration abruptly 


switched its support to a bill spon- 
sored by another Arizona Con- 
gressman — conservative Republi- 
can Sam Steiger —• a bill originated 
with the U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce and already overwhelmingly 
rejected by the House Interior 
Committee. The word on the Nixon 
switch was passed by Steiger and 
yet another Arizona Congressman 


— new House GOP leader John 
Rhodes — and the Rules Com- 
mittee quickly took its baffling ac- 
tion. 


Supporters of the Udall bill and 


environmental lobbyists conceded 
that the original bill was modest at 
best — trying through a system of

federal planning grants to coerce 
states in putting some check on the 
use of open space, woodlands, agri- 
cultural 
territory and natural 


areas now being gobbled up at the 
rate of a million acres a year. 


But it was an unprecedented 


step, and had the backing of the 
National Governor's Conference, 
the National Association of Coun- 
ties, the League of Cities, the Con- 
ference of Mayors, the National 
Legislative Conference, the AFL- 
CIO and the administration itself, 
through such spokesmen as Interi- 
or Secretary Rogers C. B. Morton 
and Environmental Policy Center 
administrator Russell Train — the

Exrnttn-f l'/f- president 


latter both caught off-guard by the 
switch. 


Besides the Chamber of Com- 


merce, it was opposed by the 
American Mining Congress and the 
Forest Industries Association — 
and you can draw your own con- 
clusions on that. 


Backers of the Udall bill have no 


use at all for the Steiger bill, which 
they describe as "an affirmation of 
the status quo." Yet that's what 
the administration now wants, de- 
spite Nixon's long-ago declaration 
in favor of sensible land use plan- 
ning. 


The nation is left with the mak- 


ings of another ringing defeat for 
environmental interests, which al- 
ready have taken a series of beak 
ings in the name of energy-at-all- 
costs. 


But there may be an even bigger 


problem, and that is the question of 
why the turnabout? 


The word in Washington is that 


the more liberal- land use bill was 
bartered 
away to please con- 


servative factions — helping insure 
their support as the minimum 
needed to stop either an impeach- 
ment vote in the House or a con- 
viction vote in the Senate. It's con- 
sidered significant that the princi- 
pals are* conservative Republicans 
from Arizona, home state of pivot- 
al Sen. Barry Gold water. 


Curiously, the story on the land 


use bill switch emerged the same 
time as backers of Consumer Pro- 
tection Agency legislation were 
stunned to learn that they had lost 
what "they believed to be White 
House support — and got the word 
that Nixon would veto it if it wasn't 
made more favorable to business 
and industry. The same underlying 
motive was cited: currying favor 
with conservative senators to pro- 
tect a needed base of 35 to avoid 
Nixon being voted out of office. 


If this all proves true, and if Con- 


gress lets both these pieces of 
people-oriented legislation go down 
the drain, we face staggering new 
implications in the question: What 
price Watergate?

Impeachment: 83 grounds? 


The nation, it appears, is headed for its 


first presidential impeachment hearing 
in 106 years. 


It is an unpleasant prospect, but one 


which even Washingtonians who dread it 
are beginning to acknowledge as inevi- 
table.

and revulsion at disturbing allegations 
that we have all lost track of the scope of 
what an impeachment hearing will em- 
brace. 


We talk, almost constantly, of Water- 


gate. But Watergate is going to be only a 
portion of what the impeachment pro- 
ceedings are going to be all about. 


Dist. 59 superintendent story hit 


Friendship is defined as the act of 


showing kindly interest and goodwill. 
Paddock Publications has certainly dem- 
onstrated a lack of "friendship" in re- 
gards to current personnel problems in 
School Dist. 59. 


A communication sent by the Princi- 


pals' Association to the superintendent 
five weeks ago was made public in Mon- 
day's Herald. How interesting that this 
publication date was exactly one day af- 
ter deadline for candidate filing for the 
school board election and just one week 
before the board of education considers 
action on the employment contract for 
the superintendent. 


The headline and lead sentence of 


Tuesday's article was "Teachers and 
parents support principals." It would ap- 
pear that any such coalition between 
teachers and parents existed in the mind 
of your reporter. In the article, one par- 
ent was quoted. As late as Wednesday 
evening, the Friendship PTO determined 
that it was unable to take an official 
stand of support or rejection of the prin- 
cipals' position because it was un- 
informed. One must then conclude that 
the Tuesday's headline and reporting 
were either specious journalism, wishful 
thinking of your reporter or perhaps, 
even, an indication of ESP on the part of 
your staff. 


My point is that such journalism does 


a disservice to Dist. 59 Friendship 
School, community members and, lastly, 
the principals and the superintendent of 
the district, 


Friendship has been repeatedly singled 


out as a focal point for criticism of the 
present administrator, To set the record 
straight.

DCS Plaines residents, wished it to be 
built. A district-wide community com- 
mittee surveyed the needs of the district 
and recommended to the board of educa- 
tion that an additional junior high school • 
be built. Citizens in the Dempster attend- 
ance area campaigned effectively for the 
passage of the referendum so that over- 
crowding at Dempster could be alle- 
viated. If the school is a monument as 
some have suggested, it is a monument 
to the tenacity of the members of the 
community. Another motivating force be- 


hind the creation of the school was the 
desire of many members of the commu- 
nity to extend the "shared-time" pro- 
gram to another of the junior high 
schools. St. Zachary School and Friend- 
ship have worked out a successful pro- 
gram of integrating St. Zachary students 
into the Friendship School program. We 
resent the use of the construction of 
Friendship School as an indictment of 
the present administrators. 


Anyone who attempts to evaluate the 


productivity of particular employes of 


the district should attempt a com- 
prehensive view. The alleged "issue" 
headlines by the newspaper cannot sub- 
stitute for an overview of the district. As 
recently as March 5, the parents of 
Friendship School were invited to meet 
with the superintendent to discuss "un- 
met educational needs." Five parents at- 
tended. This meeting was typical of the 
21 meetings held in the district. Perhaps 
these meetings give a truer assessment 
of the productivity of the administration 
than that suggested by the Herald report- 
ing. Only five parents were willing to of- 
fer suggestions for inlprovement in the 
job being done by Dr. Erviti and his 
staff. The Herald newspapers did not 
cover these meetings or at least were not 
present at the meeting at Friendship 
School.

The Americans for Democratic Action 


(ADA), through the Independent Voters 
of Illinois (IVI), recently circulated a 
summation of the allegations against 
President Richard M. Nixon. 


Granted that the ADA is suspect in the 


eyes of many, and that the IVI is not 
universally admired, it is still arresting 
to count the offenses which they put forth 
as possible, or probable — in their eyes 
— grounds for removing the 37th Presi- 
dent from office. 


The ADA lists no less than 83 charges 


against Richard Nixon, approximately 12 
of them — depending on interpretation — 
stemming from the burglary at the Wa- 
tergate apartment complex and the sub- 
sequent cover-up by members of the Nix- 
on administration. 


Some of the charges seem slim, almost 


frivolous. But there are others whose im- 
port is difficult to dispute. 


The summary of charges published by 


the ADA must be taken somewhat with a 
grain of salt, first because its very pur- 
pose is to justify the impeachment of the 
President; and secondly because it em- 
braces details, in shorthand forin, which' 
most of us have long forgotten since they 
first made headlines. 


From a purely subjective view this col- 


umn counted 21 allegations which, wheth- 
er true or false, would not seem to merit 
removal of the President. 


Another 23 seemed to amount to "irre- 


gularities" that are censurable, but still 
not of enough import to merit destroying 
the President. 


Then there are about a dozen that are 


deeply disturbing, but which leave a 
question in the mind whether they merit 
impeachment. 


That leaves 27 charges — please be re- 


minded that this is a subjective view — 
Which seem clearly demanding of in- 
spection by the impeachment grand jury, 
the U.S. House of Representatives. 


The ADA classifies the various allega- 


tions against Richard Mi Nixon in the 
following categories: corruption in his 
administration (18); subversion of the 
electoral process (6); Watergate and the* 
cover-up (9); perversion of government 
(16); violations of constitutional liberties 
(12); 
illegalities in foreign policy (6); 


and subversion of the press (6). 


Of those charges, the highest incidence 


of what I believe to be worthy of exam- 
ination by an impeachment panel fall un- 
der perversion of government (using the 
CIA, the FBI and the Departments of

Justice and State, the National Security 
Council, the Securities Exchange Com- 
mission and the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice for political purposes), and viola- 
tions of constitutional liberties (illegal 
wiretaps, the Ellsburg burglary, with- 
holding court evidence, government sur- 
veillance of political foes). 


For the record, only one of the charges 


listed by the ADA under "subversion of 
the press" seems to merit a question of 
impeachment. That is the allegation that 
four reporters were subjected to illegal 
wiretaps. 


Others — such as the phony back- 


ground investigation of CBS reporter 
Daniel Schoer, the subpoenaing of report- 
ers, the attempt to restrain publication of 
the Pentagon Papers — while abhorrent, 
do not in this reporter's mind, constitute 
grounds for removal of the President. 
(Before being devoured by my col- 
leagues in the news business, let me 
hastily point out that newsmen, sales- 
men, 
butchers, bakers and candlestick 


makers are constantly being investigated 
by credit bureaus, divorce lawyers, in- 
surance companies and other agencies 
even more noxious than the White 
House; that the other actions, while iE- 
conceived, at least were carried out with- 
in the scope of the U. S. judiciary.)

on the charges enumerated by the ADA. 
From here it appears that the House of 
Representatives has no choice but to for- 
mally and publicly make its own eval- 
uation.

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Without price controls, medical costs may soar

Health care costs across the country 


could rise £14 billion over the next two 
years if Congress does not reinstate price 
controls ever the health-core industry 
when they expire April 30, Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare Sec. Caspar Weinber- 
ger said yesterday. 


"We will have one of the worst possible 


situations In this country as far as health 
care costs are concerned," Weinberger 
snld at a communications seminar in 
Chicago sponsored by HEW. "HEW then 
would have no effective tools at all to 
hold down costs." 


If controls are lifted Weinberger esti- 


mated that medical costs to the con- 
sumer, including the government, would 
rise $5 billion tills year and possibly $9 
billion in 
1975, 


"It is a serious worry.1' he said. "The 


outlook is not promising that controls 
will be reinstated." he said. Committees 
in both the Senate and the House of Rep- 
resentatives have recommended the con-

trols be dropped. 


COST CONTROLS were included in the 


national health insurance plan proposed 
by President Nixon last February. But 
Weinberger said these controls would not 
be effective until a plan is passed, prob- 
ably not until fall.

this month, health care providers will 
then have an open gap with new controls 
looming in the future," he said. "What

Weinberger said if government cannot

"Inflation soon would eat up any new 


benefits provided under any kind of sys- 
tem," he said. 


THE SECRETARY pointed out that in 


the past year all additional funds for

health insurance for all Americans 
through private insurance companies. 
Costs would be shared by employers, 
state and federal government. 


The plan would help hold down costs, 


Weinberger said, because private insur- 
ance companies would make sure claims 
are "reasonable and proper" before 
reimbursing them..

Congress seeking a cure 
that will bring most votes

WASHINGTON — The group of people 


who have been working harries! and long- 
est to design and establish a com- 
prehensive 
national health insurance 


plan are currently "working very hard to 
forestall action on a national health In- 
surance bill this year." 


It may sound like a strange about-face, 


but it really isn't, according to Max Fine, 
executive director of the Committee for 
National Health Insurance (CNHI). 


CNHI. the group that wrote the Health 


Security Program co-spoiMored by Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, D-McuM,, and Rep. 
Martha Griffiths. D-Mlch., la employing 
delay tactics to prevent the passage of 
what CNHI considers "piecemeal legisla- 
tion really of very little UM that will nev- 
ertheless assuage fears and offer some- 
thing to the consumers." 


In effect, the passage of such a bill 


would "take the heat off Congress" to 
pass more comprehensive and mean- 
ingful legislation. 


EXPERIENCED Capitol Hill observ- 


ers believe that if either the Nixon ad- 
ministration health insurance bill, or the 
Catastrophic Illness Insurance (CH), co- 
sponsored by Sens. Russell Long, D-La., 
and Abraham Ribicoff. D-Confl., make* 
it onto the floor of the House and Senate 
this year, they will probably put. It how 
looks as if the bills will at least reach the 
hearing stage. 


"With all the scandal In government 


today, every incumbent in Congress 
wants something to carry back to the 
constituents this fall." Fine says. 


Thus, the Nbcon bill or the CH could 


become "motherhood issues," unlikely to 
attract more than a few negative votes. 


"It will be a dangerous thing if Con- 


gress acts without full consideration of 
all aspects and passes some piecemeal 
legislation." says Fine. 


He and his group, supported by liter- 


ally all of organized labor as well as fa- 
mous physicians like Drs. Charles Mayo 
II and Michael E. DeBakey and philanth- 
ropist-health expert Mary I,asker, are 
trying hard to hold the fort. 


THROUGH A national network of local 


groups. th» CNHI hopes to be able to 
show the public "the terrible flaws in the 
Long-Ribicoff and administration bills." 
Fine says: 


"We want to make these flaws clear at 


the grassroots level M the consumers 
can tell their representatives In Congress 
they'd rather have nothing than that." 


Both the Nixon ami Long-Riblcoff bills 


basically keep health Insurance In the 
hands of the 900 or so private insurance 
firms that now deliver It.

"Many congressmen don't know that 


people with commercial health Insurance 
have less than ISO a day coverage when 
they're in the hospital. That's about u 
much coverage as a streaker has," Fine 
quips. 


He argues that the fallacy of the Long- 


Rlblcoff bill is that it offers only ca- 
tastrophic coverage, but none for the 
basics. 
. "AND THE NIXON bill says that max- 
imum liability \M 11,600, but that doesn't 
Include Insurance premiums or long-term 
care. There Is only 30-day mental health 
coverage, no coverage for orthodontics, 
no preventive medicine for person* older 
than 13 and no broad coverage for the 
elderly. And you can't even use the Items 
that aren't covered to satisfy the deduc- 
tible. 


"Thus, If a family of three made 30 


visits a year to the family doctor, at $15 
per visit, they'd pay $480 in addition to 
their insurance premiums and none of It 
would be covered. 


"My quarrel," Fine says, "Is not that 


these bills don't cover such items, but 
that they are being sold a» panaceas 
with the maximum liability figures of 
$1,500 and $2,000, and those are phony 
figures. They just don't show what's hap- 
pening." 


In a recent CNHI fund-raising letter, 


Dr. Charles Mayo II says that the Kenne- 
dy-Griffiths bill Is "totally different from 
the so-called national health Insurance 
plan announced by President Nixon. Mr. 
Nixon's plan will be a bonanza for pri- 
vate insurance companies and will mere- 
ly perpetuate the present nonsystem of 


health care under which we wait until 
people become sick before we take care 
of them." 


THE KENNEDY-GRIFFITHS bill 


'would set up a totally new public health 
i n s u r a n c e system to supply com- 
prehensive health Insurance to all resi- 
dents of the United States, It calls for a 
reform of the health care system1 at every 
level. 


Unlike other bills proposed, the Kenne- 


dy-Griffiths bill would require no cut-off 
dates, no co-Insurance, no deductlbles 
and no waiting periods'. The bill would 
create 'an administrative structure within 
the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare to be charged with the adminis- 
tration of the program. Such a set-Up, 
Kennedy says, would help sidestep 
"windfall profits" that the private com- 
panies may enjoy with only state regu- 
lation, as proposed in the Administration 
bill. 


Both organized medicine (mainly the 


American Medical Assn.) and the Insur- 
ance companies would be able to live 
with any of the proposed bills other than 
Kennedy's. 


Surveys show that most Individual doc- 


tors still oppose national health insur- 
ance. But of those doctors who accept 
the idea, the 1972 survey by doctors' 
magazine Modern Medicine showed that 
"the comprehensive cradle-to-grave ap- 
proach embodied in the (bill) sponsored 
by Sen. Kennedy is slightly more accept- 
able to the nation's practicing physicians 
than the three rival plans."

NOISE wants quiet 


Group seeks to help Environmental Protection 


Agency gather comments on noise level by O'Hare 


Written comments on airport and aircraft noise are being 


sought by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency prior to 
making recommendations to the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration. 


Members of the O'Hare chapter of the National Organiza- 


tion to Insure a Sound-controlled Environment (NOISE) are 
conducting three seminars for municipal officials In the 
O'Hare Airport area to help them make comments on noise. 


HENRY GRIMME of DCS Plaincs, an officer of the NOISE 


chapter, said his group will recommend that municipalities 
suggest seme noise abatement procedures to the EPA. 
Among the recommendations NOISE makes arc: 


• Reduced thrust during takeoff until jets reach 3,000 to 


4.000 in altitude. 


• Adoption of the two-segment landing approach, which 


brings planes in on a higher glide slope until they are near 


the airport, thus reducing noise for communities a few miles 
away. This procedure is now being tested by the airlines. 


• Retrofitting existing aircraft engines to make them quiet- 


er, even if a surcharge for passengers, similar to the one 
collected for security procedures, is needed to pay for the 
work. 


Grimme said NOISE also is suggesting that O'Hare be giv- 


en priority in noise abatement planning because it is the 
world's busiest airport and is completely surrounded by resi- 
dences, unlike airports near oceans or bays.

SAN JUAN, P R . — Except for the 


threat that always lurks of a brief out- 
burst of tropical ram, it was a glorious 
day. 


Bright kites soaicd in the blue sky. On 


the green ballfield below, a high-school 
band, all tasked, high-hatted and vvhite- 
bootcd, practiced a merengue to the beat 
of a drum, the toot of a whistle and the 
perky tinkle of a xylophone. In more 
serious matters, youthful Little Leaguers 
warmed up by tossing and chasing base- 
balls and baseball caps. 


And soon, the highlight of this sun- 


splashed morning. Mrs. Vera Clemente 
was scheduled to throw out the first ball 
of the official opening of the new Roberto 
Clemente Little League in the old quar- 
ter ol San Juan. 


Member!) of the nine teams were as- 


sembling. One 11-year-old center fielder 
wearing a floppy Dodgers uniform car- 
ried a tube of Ben-Gay in his back pock- 
et. He explained that the ointment made 
IMS throwing arm feel good. 


Nearby, leaning against a palm tree as 


ho slipped on spikes, was Angel Ramos, 
lire brightly smiling umpiie.' "I grew up 
with Roberto in a barrio in Carolina," he 
said Carolina is a small town just west 
of San Juan. "I remember we were on a 
baseball team together He was 13 years 
old, and he did not play much. We say it 
it. is 'eating bench'. This is very bad, to 
'cat bench.' People fight when you say it 
to them. But one day Roberto was called 
to bat and he hit a double. From then on, 
it was 'Roberto, Roberto, Roberto.' " 


The location of the ballfield in the Old 


San Juan is beside El Morro fortress, a 
16th-century battlement which kept Cor- 
sairs from invading' the island. Today, 
the fortress holds back only the sparkling 
waves, of the Atlantic Ocean. 


It was into this ocean that Roberto Cle- 


mente s plane vanished shortly 
after 


takeoff on New York's Eve, 1972. Cle- 
mente was taking food and clothes he 
had collected to Nicaragua, wliere he 
had once played winter ball, and which 
had jus I suffered a devastating earth- 
quake. 


For days after the plane fell, Vera Cle- 


ments walked the beaches searching for 
a sign of her husband. 


Angel Ramos, the umpire, was asked if 


anything was ever found. 


"Nunca," he said, "not even a shoe." 
Why? 
"The sharks," he said. 
Angel Ramos told how a wreath had 


been placed later on -the waters where 
the plane went under. "And the wreath 
disappears soon too," he said. 


It was getting into raid-morning and 


Mrs. Clemente still had not arrived at 
the ballfield. 


Most of the boys on the nine teams of 


the Roberto Clemente Little League of 
the Old San Juan knew the Pittsburgh 


Pirates Hall-of-Fame outfielder person- 
ally. He often oiganized baseball clinics 
where he taught them the finer points of 
the game. 


What did they learn? Angel Ramos 


called over his young nephew Rieky, and 
asked him. "Cogclo suave," replied 
Ricky. The phrase in Spanish slang for 
"keep cool." Ricky adds, "He tells us 
always to get along with teammates, and 
when we lose, not to fight with someone. 
The most important thing is fun of com- 
petition." 


Clemente had long been a popular fig- 


ure on the island. He was more than just 
a countryman who brought pride because 
he had become a famous baseball player. 
"He grew up poor and he died trying to 
help the poor," said Ricky 


Before he died, Clemente was working 


to realize a dream of his, a sports city 
for Puerto Rican youth. It would house 
about 1,500 boys and girls who would get 
expert instruction not only in sports but 
in crafts, too. "Roberto," said Angel 
Ramos, "felt such activities could help 
unite humanity." 


As the Little Leaguers lined up along 


the foul lines for the opening ceremonies, 
one noticed that no number 21 was worn. 
"No one in Puerto Rico is allowed num- 
ber 21," said Angel Ramos. "It is out of 
national respect." 


The ceremonies began without Mrs. 


Vera Clemente. Sponsors of the teams 
were introduced. Polite applause. The 
lady with sequined glasses who was 
translating the Little League rules from 
English into Spanish was introduced A 
painting showing Roberto Clemente's 
strong, dark face on a baseball in heaven 
was given to Mrs. Clemente's stand-in, 
the secretary of the Clemente Sports 
City project. She bit her lip to hold back 
tears. 


There had been no stir when it was 


announced that Vera Clemente would not 
come this day. It seemed that all under- 
stood. She had been under great strain. 
"Everywhere," explained Luis Mayoral, 
a Sports City official, "it is 'Roberto, 
Roberto, Roberto.' " He related how she 
must go to Pittsburgh to arrange exhibi- 
tion games with major league teams in 
San Juan. She goes to Cooperstown. She 
helps film makers on a Roberto picture, 


spends time with magazine writers and 
book authors, attends dinners to raise 
Sport City money, and sifts requests for 
appearances. 


"She lias long had the virus, maybe for 


three months." said Luis Mayoral. "But 
mostly it is the end of the year, and the 
remembrances of Roberto. So Vera, she 
is in a depression during the holiday sea- 
son. And she knows that she must spend 
more time with the children, Robertito, 
who is 8, Luisita, 7, and Enrinque, 4. For 
a long time they were like a vacuum, 
especially Robertito, who understands 
best what happened. 


"They only have one mommy and one 


daddy and they need a great deal of 
mommy now. She has done all this with 
the marvel of a cliampion — breath- 
taking. And I think the family has finally 
defeated this past year." 


The band again struck up a merengue, 


in the infield dust Kites bobbed in the 
sky. The ocean rolled against the thick 
fortress And a baseball game was about 
to begin in the new Roberto Clemente 
Little League in the Old San Juan.

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Red Cross warns against cold water 


With spring and warm vweather almost 


here, early-season boat users and fish- 
ermen were warned this week that open 
waters are still dangerously cold and can 
be killers if one falls into them. 


Many early spring drownings are 


caused by sildden immersion in cold wa- 
ter, according to William C. Driskill, wa- 
ter safety chairman of the Mid-America 
Chapter, American Red Cross. 


"The water has a numbing effect, pre- 


venting the victim from getting to shore 
quickly. Most rivers arid lakes in the 
metropolitan area don't warm up until 
June, and Lake Michigan doesn't warm 


sufficiently until late summer," Driskill 
emphasized. 


Even expert swimmers can drown if 


near-icy water makes them immobile. 
Immersion in water under 40 degrees 
c a n 
cause 
exhaustion 
and uncon- 


sciousness in less than 30 minutes. 


"During April, for example, the tem- 


perature in Lake Michigan is often below 
40 degrees, and it doesn't go much" above 
50 degrees even in May," Driskill said. 


Fatal cooling of the body is more likely 


to occur in water than' air, because rapid 
immersion decreases the insulating ef- 
fect of clothing. Loss of body heat in cold 


water occurs two to four times faster 
than in air. 


A person who frequently is near the 


water should expect to find himself acci- 
dentally in the water on some occasion. 
More than 60 per cent of the people who 
drown every year had no intention of 
being in deep water. 


, As a general rule, the Red Cross rec- 


ommends that boatmen and fishermen 
stay with their capsized craft. But there 
are exceptions; and the victim of a boat- 
ing accident must decide whether special 
circumstances, such as cold water, jus- 
tifying swimming away from the boat to 
safety.

'The Sting9 dominates Academy Awards 
Jack Lemmon 's Oscar a landmark 


Jack Lemmon, one of the most popular 


figures in the motion picture industry, 
scored a first for actors at the Academy 
Awards Tuesday night. 


Lemmon, who portrayed a guilt-ridden 


businessman in "Save The Tiger," won 
the award for best actor. By doing so he 
became the first actor to hold Oscars for 
both best actor and best supporting ac- 
tor. 


His acceptance speech, a male strea- 


ker and "The Sting" dominated the cer- 
emonies in Hollywood. "The Sting" won 
seven Oscars, including best picture. 


THE STREAKER hit the stage as Da- 


vid Niven was about to introduce Eliza- 
beth Taylor, who was to present the 
award for best picture. A national TV 
audience saw only the top half of his 
body. 


But when it was all over, it was Lem- 


mon who made the lasting impression. 
Instead of eschewing the award as Mar- 
lon Brando had done last year, Lemmon 
said he was honored. But he was open 
enough to say maybe the Academy 
Awards deserved some of the criticism 
directed at them. 


Lemmon, by winning the award, solidi- 


fied his image as an actor who can 
handle most any role. He won his Oscar 
for best supporting actor almost 20 years 
ago, in 1955 for "Mr. Roberts " 


Helen Hayes is the only actress to hold 


both awards. 


While the awards were a success for 


"The Sting," they were a disappointment 
for "The Exorcist," a box office smash. 
The film about demonic possession won 


only two Oscars — for sound and 
screenplay from another medium. 


TEN-YEAR-OLD Tatum O'Neal, who 


played a guileful con girl in "Paper 
Moon," was named best supporting ac- 
tress and John Houseman, the favorite, 
won best supporting actor for his role as 
an intellectually demanding law school 
professor in "The Paper Chase." 


"The Sting," starring Paul Newman 


and Robert Redford, broke a long losing 
streak for Universal Pictures. The studio 
hadn't won a best picture award since 
1929 for "All Quiet on the Western 
Front."

"The Sting," a story about a pair of 


con men during the Depression, took Os- 
cars for best picture, director (George 
Roy Hill), original score and adaptation

He won for all three musical 
categories, sharing "best song" honors 
with lyricists Alan and Marilyn Bergman 
for "The Way We Were," and taking the 
best original'score award for the same 
song, in addition to his Oscar for "The 
Sting" theme.

Under-65s can qualify for retirement income credit 


Q. Can 'anyone under 63 ever qualify 


for the retirement Income credit? 


A. .Yes. If you are under 65, you may 


qualify for the retirement Income credit 
it you receive retirement income from a 
public retirement system, such as those 
set up for Federal, state, or local govern-' 
ment employees, armed forces person- 
nel, public school teachers and police- 
men. 


Remember, if you are eligible to claim 


the retirement income credit, you can 
have the IRS compute it for you. See 
your tax form instructions and Schedule 
R for details. 


Head of household 


Q. I'm divorced and have custody of 


my child. Can I take advantage of the 
lower tax rates for "heads of household" 
or must I file as a single taxpayer? 


A. Generally, you can file as a head of

1) You must be unmarried on the last 


day of your tax year.

married filing jointly) for 1973 and, it 
they did not check off on their 1972 re- 
turn, this may be done on the 1973 return 
also.

Q, I don't live in a county. Do I still 


have to fill in this block on my tax re- 
turn? 


A. Yes, you must fill in the block. But 


see your tax form instructions for infor- 
mation on what to do in these circum- 
stances. 
Need advice? 


Q. What advice can the IRS give me 


about choosing a tax prcparer to fill out 
my return? 


A The IRS offers the following advice 


to taxpaycis seeking assistance from 
commercial income tax preparers; avoid 
the preparer who "guarantees" refunds, 


wants a percentage of the refund, or sup- 
posedly knows all the angles; avoid the 
preparer who advises the overstatement 
of deductions, the claiming of fictitious 
dependents or the omitting of income; do 
not allow your refund check to be mailed 
to the preparer; never sign a blank re- 
turn; and do not sign a tax return pre- 
pared in pencil because it can be 
changed later. Taxpayers should insist 
that the tax preparer sign the return he 
prepares and enter his tax identifying 
number and address in the spaces pro- 
vided. Finally, be sure to keep a copy of 
your return. 


Changes for '74 


Q. Are there any changes in the social 


security tax for 1974? 


A Yes. Although the tax rate remains 


5.85 per cent for both employers and em- 
ployees, the maximum amount of wages 
subject to social security tax has been 
increased to $13,200 for wages paid in 
1974. This means the most any one em- 
ployer should withhold from your 1974 
pay is $772.20 in social security tax — up 
from $631.80 last year 


Excess PICA 


Q. I had two jobs last year, and more 


than tlic maximum amount of Social Se- 
curity tax was withheld from my pay. 
Can I claim the excess? 


A. Yes. If you worked for two or more 


employers during 1973 and more than 
$631.80 in Social Security tax was with- 
held from your pay, you are entitled to 
claim the excess Social Security tax as a 
credit against your income tax. For de- 
tails, see your tax form instructions. 


However, if you worked for only one 


employer during 1973 and more than the 
maximum amount of Social Security tax. 
was withheld, you may not claim the ex- 
cess as a tax credit Your employer 
should adjust this over-collection with 
you. 


State tax refund? 


Q. I received a state income tax refund 


in 1973. Do I have to report this as in- 
come on my 1973 federal income tax re- 
turn?

return, you do not have to report this 
state income tax refund on your 1973 fed- 
eral return. If you did deduct state in- 
come taxes on your 19^2 federal return, 
you must include the state tax refund as 
income to the extent that you derived a 
tax benefit from the prior deduction. 


Of course, a taxpayer who itemizes 


and paid a balance due in 1973 on his 
1972 state income tax return should add 
this amount to his 1973 state income tax 
withheld to determine his deduction for 
federal tax purposes. 


Contributions deductible 


Q. Arc political contributions tax de- 


ductible? 


A. Yes. If you itemize deductions, polit- 


ical contributions are deductible up' to 
$50 ($100, if you are married and filing a 
joint return). Instead of a deduction for 
political contributions, you may claim a 
credit against your income tax of up to 
$12 50 ($25, if married, filing jointly). 


IRS can figure it 


Q. Will the !RS still figure out a per- 


son's tax liability, if he or she wants it 
to? 


A. Yes. If you use Form 1040, the In- 


ternal Revenue Service will figure out 
your tax if your adjusted gross income is 
$20,000 or less and was only from wages 
or salaries and tips, dividends, interest, 
pensions and annuities, you take the 
standard deduction and file your return 
by the due date. If you use the short 
form 1040A, the IRS will compute your 
tax, regardless of the amount of income 
you have, if your income consists only of 
wages or salaries and tips, dividends and 
interest, and you file by the due date. 
For more details, see your tax form in- 
structions.

Return of Peru's anchovy fishing important to world 


by LeROY POPE 


NEW YORK — Peru's decision to re- 


sume anchovy fishing on an ex- 
perimental basis could be of vast impor- 
tance to the world. 


It could bring back a cheap source of 


protein to families in Japan and Europe 
and help chicken farmers in Georgia and 
other southern parts of the United States. 


The anchovy is a tiny fish known to 


most Americans only as a salty tidbit 
surmounting the antipasto plate in Ital- 
ian and Greek restaurants. -Mediterra- 
nean peoples have considered the ancho- 
vy a delicacy since ancient times. 


It also is the chief bait used in catching 


tuna in many seas. 


ALTHOUGH THE anchovy is found in 


schools of hundreds of thousands of tons, 
its habits are not always predictable. Its 
disappearance nearly two years ago from 
the cold inshore waters of the Humboldt 
current nearly wrecked the economy of 
Peru, which was producing about 1.8 mil- 
lion metric tons of fishmeal yearly from 
an annual catch of 10 million tons of an- 
chovies. The industry employed nearly 
15,000 Peruvians in 2,500 boats. 


Since Peru claims maritime jurisdic- 


tion for 200 miles off her coast, no for- 
eign boats were fishing for anchovies. 


Disappearance of the anchovy from 


Peruvian waters forced Japan and some 
European countries and the U.S. poultry- 
men to turn to other protein sources' The 
Japanese and Europeans began buying 
American soybeans heavily and that 
helped run the price of soybeans up spec- 
tacularly last year.

MIGRATION OF the anchovies also 


forced Pacific ships to range much far- 
ther in search of tuna. 


There is much debate among fishing 


experts over what caused the anchovies 
to disappear. Overfismng was a factor 
because, seduced by the big business, the 


Peruvians had gone to all-year fishing 
instead of sticking to the previous April- 
to-August season. But many experts be- 
lieved a slight warming of the inshore 
waters of the Humboldt current was a 
more important cause. 
' The Peruvians say the temperature of 
the waters now appears to be moving 
back to normal and the anchovies are 
back, although not in as great numbers. 


SO AN EXPERIMENTAL anchovy 


fishing season was ordered. Some 4,500 
fishermen in 340 trawlers took to sea, au- 
thorized to fish for four days and catch 
up to 80,000 metric tons of .anchovies 
daily. Another fleet was given per- 
mission to fish the following week. Fish- 
ing can proceed until about 500,000 tons 


have been taken. Oceanographers then ' 
will make a new study to determine if 
the anchovies really have come back in'- 
numbers. 


The first day of the experimental fish- 


ing was highly successful. The nets were 
filled readily and the little fish were big- 
for anchovies. 


When the anchovy disappeared two 


years ago, Peru nationalized its fishing' 
industry to help enforce the fishing ban 
until the anchovies returned. 


The issue is enormously important to 


Peru. The anchovy made her the world's 
biggest fishing nation financially for sev- 
eral years and yielded most of her ex-,, 
port earnings-

Many domestics eligible for benefits soon 


Almost one-third of the nation's house- 


hold workers could be eligible for Social 
Security retirement benefits in seven 
years or less, said Norman D. Jerome 
manager of the Arlington Heights Social 
Security office. 


"Most women household workers are 


in their 40s, but 29 per cent are over 55. 
These are the workers who could start 
getting retirement benefits in seven 
years or less," Jerome said. A household 
worker can get'reduced monthly Social 
Security retirement checks beginning at 
62 — or full benefits beginning at 65 — if 


she has worked long enough in jobs cov- 
ered by Social Security. 


There are nearly 1.7 million household 


workers in the nation, and 1.5 million are 
women, Jerome said. 


A household worker's cash wages 


count for Social Security if she is paid 
$50 or more in a three-month calendar 
quarter from one employer working as a 
maid, cook, cleaning woman, laundress, 
housekeeper, babysitter, etc., in someone 
else's home. 


"This means," Jerome said, "That a 


household worker's wages are covered 
by Social Security if she is paid as much 


as $3.85 per week in cash for 13 con- 
secutive weeks in a calendar quarter- 


"To get the proper Social Security 


credit for her earnings," Jerome said, "a 
household worker should be sure to give 
her employer her correct Social Security 
number. The employer is responsible for 
sending a quarterly report of wages paid 
and the Social Security contributions to 
the Internal Revenue Service."

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More singles purchasing suburban condominiums 
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Single men and women purchased con- 


dominium homes at an accelerating rate 
in 1973 despite the tight mortgage mar- 
kets prevailing throughout most of the 
year. 


Preliminary 1973 sales figures for 


United Development Company's Village 
on the Lake in Elk Grove Village In- 
dicate that approximately 52 per cent of 
the condominium homes sold In the com- 
munity last year were sold to single men 
and women, up from 30 per cent In 1972. 


The preliminary figures also show that 


approximately 40 per cent of the singles 
purchasing homes at Village on the Lake 
last year were women, up from 25 per 
cent in 1972. "Singles In general, and 
single women in particular, were the last 


group to which mortgage money was 


made readily available," Robert S. Rob- 
inson, president of United commented. 
"Thus, we were pleased to see that len- 
ders continued to make commitments to 
them during a period of relatively tight 
money."

Sen. Sparkman differs 


with Administration policy 


Senator John Sparkman, D-Ala.. took 


issue u-ith the Administration's approach 
to solving the nation's housing needs in a 
speech before the National Association of 
Realtors' annual legislative conference. 


"As you well know." Sparkman said, 


"a «ide gap exists between the Adminis- 
tration and the Congress and. I believe, 
the people on what course should be tak- 
en on housing in the months and years 
ahead. I sometimes wonder whether the 
Administration has a 'course.' " 


Sparkman described to the Realtors 


the provisions of Senate Bill 3W6. passed 
last week by the Senate, termed by 
Sparkman as "a landmark housing bill." 
The bill, he said, is a consolidation bill 
bringing together housing programs and 
community development programs, 


In terms of housing, he said, existing 


Federal Housing Administration (FHA) 
programs would be converted to two bas- 
ic programs of housing for low-Income 
families — a home ownership program 
and a rental program. 


As to community development Spark- 


man said, a number of categorical pro- 
grams are being consolidated into a 
s-irgle community development program. 
The principal categorical programs af- 
fected are those for urban renewal, mod- 
el cities and water and s«wer facility 
construction. 


Sparkman had introduced last year 


Senate bill 1744, the Community Devel- 
opment Assistance Act of 1D73, which he 
said constituted the basis of the new pro- 
gram. 


Sparkman described the major 
fea- 


tures of the housing portion of the act as 
including: 


A limitation on eligibility for assis- 


tance to families with incomes of less 
than 80rr of median; 


Counseling for applicants to reduce 


defaults; 


Warranty requirements and provisions 


for reimbursement for defective work- 
manship: and 


Special consideration for the elderly by 


requiring that from 15 per cent to 25 per 
cent of rental assistance contracts be 
earmarked for projects for the elderly. 


Sparkman was also critical of the De- 


partment of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment, questioning its "concern that it 
does not have the capability of managing 
an FHA subsidy program, or for that 
matter, any FHA program. 


"I just cannot believe the program is 


incapable of being administered," he 
continued. Referring to FHA scandals of 
the 1950's. he concluded. "I wonder how 
we have been fortunate relative to the 
public housing programs and the urban 
renewal program, each of which have in- 
volved many billions of dollars, without a 
major scandal involving corruption or 
fraud."

Longing for a little of that warm 


weather we have in the spring? Wishing

erative Extension Service. 


For example, if you are planning on 


landscaping

home, draw the plans for a design now. 
By doing the plans for a design now, you 
will know what kinds of plants you want 
and how many. In addition, you will 
have time to recheck your plan and or- 
ganize our plan so you get an appealing 
design. 


Aim to increase the attractiveness of 


your home rather than make it merely a 


background for the plants. While founda- 
tion plants should have enough variety to 
give interest, they should not be so var- 
ied that they detract attention from the 
house. 


Repeat the balance of the house in the 


planting. If your house is symmetrical 
you will want to repeat this balance in 
the planting. With asymmetrical design, 
you'll want to follow an informal bal- 
ance, with variation in plant heights and 
groupings near corners and entrance. 


Schuster recommends that one tie in 


foundation plantings with other plants in 
surrounding areas. Small 
groups of 


plants along the drive or walk may be 
used to extend the plantings away from 
the house. Then lawn, plants, and house 
all become one unit instead of giving the 
impression that here is a lawn and there 
a house with some plants around it.

Construction activity 
on decline this year 


Construction activity in the six-county 


metropolitan area of Chicago declined 67 
per cent in February from figures re- 
ported for the same month of 1973, ac- 
cording to the Bell Federal Savings sur- 
vey of building. 


According to that survey, the number 


of housing unite, both apartment' and 
single family, for which permits were Is- 
sued last month reached only 1,228 com- 
pared to the 3,702 reported in February, 
1973. 


The significant decrease occurred in 


the suburban areas in multi-family units 
which dropped from 2,542 to only 327 in 
February, 1974. 


Total apartment permits declined 78 


percent (2,558 to 572). 


Single family permits in the six county 


area reported a decline of 44 per cent 
(1.144 to 654). 


The combined totals of permits issued 


for single family and apartment units, in 
the first two months of 1974, decreased 63 
per cent from the permits reported for 
the same period last year reaching only 
2,650 from the 7.174 In 1973.

position to be more liberal In making 
loans for home purchases," said Walters. 
However, there has not been nor is there 
expected to be a significant reduction of 
interest rates on those loans." 


Buyers are pretty much reconciled to 


the cost of credit and ready to go ahead 
with their buying plans. "They seem to 
recognize that the cost of a mortgage 
loan is not going to move much lower 
very soon but the price they will have to 
pay is likely to 'increase," Walters sug- 
gested. 


If all of this adds up to an improved

clude the price of the house, but the av- 
erage homeowner acting as his own 
agent usually is timid about mentioning 
price because he is not' certain of the 
market value of the property.

through the multiple listing service. 


As another significant resource, the

Glenview Naval Air Station Reserve 
force by next month. 


The first two of 18 P-3 Orion planes 


have arrived and are being used for 
training to replace the P-2 Neptunes now 
at the base. The new, four-engine planes 
are adapted from the Lockheed Electra 
and burn cleaner, naptha-based jet fuel. 


Built for long-range, land-based anti- 


submarine warfare, the Orion can fly for 
up to 17 hours and patrol up to 178,000 
square mile,*- of ocean per flight hour, 
according to the U. S, Navy. To conserve 
on fuel, the plane can operate with one 
or two engines shut off, extending its pa- 
trol time.

Alcoholism - no stranger to Europeans 


(This column |s prrsentril by Forest 


Hospital in DM Plaints, devoted to the 
cure of tlip mpntnlly ill.

Alcoholism appears to be a serious 


problem all over the world. It Is in the 
United States and Dr. Lucy Ozarin has 
confirmed that it's a serious problem In 
Europe as well. 


Dr. Ozarin. associate professor in clini- 


cal psychiatry at Georgetown University 
in Washington. D C.. recently conducted 
a study for the World Health Organiza- 
tion of alcohol and drug dependence and 
it* treatment in nine European countries. 
She reported that drugs are more evident 
among the young people in Western Eu- 


rope, but not much of a problem in East- 
ern Europe and even Austria. 


"But alcoholism is a problem every 


place," she said. "And everywhere, in- 
cluding the United States, there's an 
overall drop in the age of alcoholics. 
Also, more women are being treated for 
alcoholism.'1 


Dr. Ozarin noted with interest that the 


spirit or alcoholic beverage most respon- 
sible for alcoholism varies from place to 
place, determined primarily by the cul- 
ture and the beverage produced In a par- 
ticular country. "In 
France, where 


there's a high rate of alcoholism, the 
beverage is wine. In Denmark, it's beer; 
in Sweden, aquavit; in Poland, vodka; 
Austria, wine; Holland, gcnever, and in 
the United States, hard liquor," she said.

which can be presented to all countries 
in terms of planning how to deal with 
alcoholism, Dr. Ozarin noted that Eu- 
ropean countries try to control drinking 
by putting heavy taxes on liquor. "A can 
of Tuborg beer costs twice as much in 
Denmark where it's manufactured than 
it does In the United States," she said. 


As for treatment of thse already ad- 


dicted to alcohol, Dr, Ozarin reported 
some differences among' the countries 
she visited and many similarities. "In 
most countries, an aversive drug such as 
antabuse is used in treatment. The ex- 
ception is Sweden where there is little , 
use of this sort of drug. But in Denmark, 
antabuse is used in 95 per cent of the 
cases, and this is true all over," said Dr. 
Ozarin. Antabuse is a drug which when 
taken in conjunction with any alcohol can 
cause a violent physical reaction. 


"I was surprised," said Dr. Ozarin, "to 


see the emphasis in some countries on 
treatment by use of psychotherapeutic 
methods, such as, group therapy and role 
playing or psychodrama. I hadn't 'ex- 
pected to find this, particularly in a 
country like Poland. 


"POLAND, IN FACT, has a very com- 


prehensive anti-alcohol law since 1959. It 
not only provides for penalties for drunk- 
en driving and the like, but it mandates 
the setting up of clinics and treatment 
centers throughout the country," Dr, 
Ozarin noted. 


"Of course," said Dr. Ozarin, "the al- 


cohol and drug a,buse problem is more 
serious in the urban areas, but that's be- 
cause there's more interaction between 
people who are necessarily closer togeth- 
er. The rural alcoholic may not be a 
bother to anyone because there's no one 
around him." 


IN AIX THE COUNTRIES Dr. Ozarin 


visited, she found the existence of Alco- 
holics Anonymous or a prototype. "In 
Enpland it's called A.A. In the Scandina- 
vian countries, it's called The Rings. It's 
called something else in Poland and Bul- 
garia, but in every case the motive is the 
same: help yourself, help each other and 
provide non-alcoholic activities and so- 
cial situations," she said. 


"As I mentioned," said Dr. Ozarin, 


"drugs are very little problem in East- 
ern Europe, but they are'somewhat of a 
problem in Western Europe. Marijuana, 
for Instance, is used widely in Western 
Europe. However, though it's illegal ev- 
erywhere, there's no prosecution for pos- 
session of marijuana for personal use. 
Unlike in the United States, only those 
possessing marijuana for the purpose of 
trafficking it are prosecuted.

Tite March 19 primary .election prob- 


ably seems like ancient history for the 
candidates and voters, but for about SO 
students from Elk Grove High School, 
it's memorable. 


The students, members of Rich Chier- 


ico's U.S. history and political science 
classes, had a field trip that day — and 
they worked at the polls as poll watchers 
for the parties of their choice^ 


Dave Ray and Scott Scholten, two se- 


niors who worked as Democratic poll 
watchers at a precinct in Arlington 
Heights, stayed at their poll from the 
start of voting until the votes were count- 
ed. One of the judges in their precinct, 
Dave said recently, "thought we were 
from the state's attorney's office, be- 
cause we were the only people who 
stayed around for the vote count." 


The experience, Dave, Scott and sev- 


eral of their fellow students agreed, was 
a pood one. "We learned a lot," Dave 
said. 


ONE OF THE things the students 


learned, according to Pam Sass, who 
worked at a polling place in Elk Grove 
Village, is how few people vote. She had 
a list of registered voters for her pre- 
cinct and checked them off as they came 
in. 


"We had about a 20 per cent turn-out," 


she said, "and It made me realize how 
much power people really have if they 
all came out to vote." 


The election judges were generally ex- 


perienced, the students said, and often 
knew many of the voters personally. Ti-

— I read your column wherever I may 


be and enjoy it very much. I am an over- 
the-road livestock truck driver and have 
worked at hard manual labor from the 
age of 16. I'm now 82,1 still drive a truck 
and break horses to ride in my leisure 
time. I'm bothered very much with my 
fingers going to sleep. Daytime they 
aren't as bad, but at night they get very 
stiff regardless of how I lie. 


I would appreciate it very much if you 


could tell me of any way I could get re- 
lief as I have seen several good doctors, 
and they have been unable to help me. 
Recently, I read an article of yours, 
about the hands falling asleep and it de- 
scribed my case very well. I have been a 
patient in three different veterans hospi- 
tals. 


— You are remarkable. At age 82 you 


are still a very active man, and your 
biggest complaint is numbness in your 
hands. I really do wish I could help you. 


It is almost impossible to tell why a 


person has these symptoms without a 
careful examination. Usually these prob- 
lems are caused by pressures on the 
nerves or circulation to the arms. The 
pressure can be from muscles or ten- 
dons, an extra rib, or even from arthritic 
changes in the neck. To define whether it 
is pressure on nerves or blood vessels 
requires some special tests. 


There is the possibility that your hand 


stiffness is a manifestation of some arth- 
ritic changes. This wouldn't be unusual. 
About the only thing I can suggest to you 
is to try to keep your hands warm. At 
night you might wear some gloves to bed 
and see if that helps to keep them from 
getting stiff. 


I would hope, though, that the next 


time you have the opportunity that you 
would have an examination by a neuro- 
logist or an orthopedic specialist, and

possibly by a cardiologist. Should you be. 
in the VA hospital again, ask for con- 
sultation with these specialists. 


— I read your article on duodenal ul- 


cers, I have been on a strict ulcer diet 
for seven months. 
It would be easier to stick U) the diet if 
it would be explained what reaction 
drinking colas has on an ulcer (or on the 
body). Even after seven months I have 
cravings for a cola. Could you please ex- 
plain? 


— The problem is caffeine. It is a 


drug, and one of its actions is to stimu- 


late the stomach to produce a great deal 
more acid pepsin juice. It is the acid 
pepsin juice that leads to the formation 
of ulcers, and the amount must be con- 
trolled by medication or neutralized by 
alkalizing medicines.- 


Caffeine is found in colas, coffee, tea 


and chocolate. All of these should be for- 
bidden to anyone who has1 an ulcer or has 
ever had an ulcer or has hyperacidity, 
problems. Some people can tolerate the 
decaffeinated products, but this has to be 
evaluated on an individual basis. The fla- 
vor oils are irritating to the digestive 
system of some people.

Makers of applesauce may use U S. 


grade standards as guides to quality. 
These grade standards ore based on fla- 
vor, color, consistency, texture, and free- 
dom from seed particles, peel, and other 
defects. 


The best quality applesauce — US 


Grade A or Fancy — tastes the best and 
can be used when looks count the most. 
In a high quality product, there's very 
little separation of liquid from the sauce 
when it's removed from the can. 


Grade A or Fancy also will have a 


pleasing natural color (light golden, 
creamy white, or slightly greenish tinge) 
and a distinct "fruity" flavor.

FOR THE EGG dish, peel a fresh to- 


mato, remove seeds and cut into very 
small cubes. Beat 4 eggs, add 1 table- 
spoon milk, 1 tablespoon minced green 
pepper, 1 tablespoon minced parsley, 1 
small green onion finely chopped, and 
salt and pepper to taste.

Cook 10 to 15 minutes then set aside. 


Fry lightly in oil (about 30 seconds each 
side) 12 corn tortillas. These are easily 
made at home or can be purchased can- 
ned or frozen When tortillas are heated, 
cut into eighths 


As you prepare to assemble the dish 


have sauce, tortillas, Vz cup grated par- 
mesan cheese, \v pound of cubed Monte- 
rey Jack or American cheese, 1 pint sour 
cream, and some additional coarsely 
grated American cheese 


Butter a 2-quart casserole and place 


alternately layers of tortillas, sauce, par- 
mesan, cheese cubes and sour cream, re- 
peating until all ingredients have been 
used Bake 30 to 40 minutes at 325 de- 
grees and for the last 10 minutes of bak- 
ing, sprinkle top with the grated Ameri- 
can cheese.

In the Dick losso household 


Italian cooking is family 
affair 


by LOIS SEILER 


Everyone in the losso household in 


Mount Prospect enjoys puttering in the 
kitchen. Of Italian-descent, both Grace 
and Dick losso are experts on Italian 
cuisine. Even their daughters, Marianne, 
14, and Christine, 12, have enjoyed cook- 
ing since they were little. 


Dick is noted as the family fettucini 


maker. Not content with the fettucini 
served in restaurants nor cookbook 
methods, Dick devised his own version of 
Fettucini Alfredo. 


Secrets to the success of his recipe in- 


clude heating the serving bowl and coat- 
ing the cooked noodles well with butter. 
This prevents curdling of the egg mix- 
ture and cheese which are stirred into 
the noodles. The use of butter and whip- 
ping cream makes a thick sauce that 
holds well with the noodles and gives 
them a richer flavor. It is also important 
to use freshly-grated important Romano 
cheese, according to Dick. 


Fettucini should be served immediate- 


ly while hot and may be served as an 
entre accompanied by a green salad 
tossed with a vinegar and oil dressing, 
garlic bread and either a white or red 
wine Or it may be served as a side dish 
for meat entrees such as Flank Steak, 
Veal or Pork Parmesan, liver and on- 
ions, or beef roast. 


One of Grace's favorites is Flank Steak 


Roll-Ups with a Spinach Dressing. She 
has the butcher cut a flank steak in half 
lengthwise, so she has two thin pieces of 
meat to work with. Each is filled with a 
well-seasoned spinach mixture, rolled up 
and baked in red wine. Much of the liq- 
uid evaporates, but the meat and spinach, 
retain the flavor. 


WHEN SERVING this entree with Fet- 


tucini Alfredo, Grace suggests red wine 
and a light dessert such as sherbet or ice 


cream topped by a liqueur. 


Although Grace enjoys all types of 


cooking, including Mexican and Canto- 
nese food, she resigns herself to pre- 
paring Italian dishes for guests because 
they have come to expect it. 


Mrs. losso used to make pizza from 


scratch until her sister devised an easier 
method using frozen bread dough for the 
crust. This way you can make pizza any 
time you want to as it's easy to keep 
dough in the freezer, according to Grace. 


The recipe makes a thick crust 12-inch 


pizza. Tomatoes, ground beef, Italian 
sausage, green pepper, mushrooms, Sca- 
morza and Romano cheeses and season- 
ings top the crust. Other ingredients, 
such as onion or anchovies, may be 
added, if desired. 


Accompanied by green salad and red 


wine, the pizza will serve four amply for 
a supper or may be used as hearty late 
evening snack. 


While Dick often assists Grace in the 


kitchen, Grace, In turn, works as a book- 
keeper for Dick's International Process- 
ing Co. Long active in Campfire work, 
she also enjoys sewing and gardening. 


FETTUCINI ALFREDO 


10 ounces fettucini noodles 
1 stick melted butter 


(no substitutes) 


2 egg yolks 
1 ounce dry vermouth 
% cup whipping cream 
1 cup fresh grated imported 


Romano cheese 
Cook noodles in large pot of boil- 


ing salted water according to package di- 
rections.

1 large flank steak

Sliced mushrooms 
(fresh preferred)

Fresh broccoli casserole 
especially good with ham 


Broccoli is served as a solo vegetable 


by many and is delicious as such. How- 
ever, it combines well with a variety of 
food to make exciting new dishes. BrocJ 
cob* has been popular since it was first 
introduced into England in the early 18th 
century. For a spring treat try a Broc- 
coli Spoon Bread, a casserole dish using 
fresh broccoli. It is particularly good 
with ham. When cooking fresh broccoli, 
slit the stem in a couple places to hasten 
its cooking otherwise the delicate flowers 
will cook more quickly than the stems. 


BROCCOLI SPOON BREAD 


1 bunch broccoli

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Rising food prices greet spring 


^PRIME 


Sweet corn, asparagus, white and yel- 


low onions, peppers and cucumbers will 
soon be coming to market as spring ap- 
proaches. These early vegetable crops 
will 
certainly brighten tired winter 


menus but the effect will not be as sunny 
for family food budgets, 


Rising food prices is the word from the 


U. 
S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture's 


(t'SDA) marketing forecasters, Price in- 
creases during April and June, however, 
may not equal those from January to 
March, when 
food prices at super- 


markets and restaurants averaged about 
five per cent higher than last fall. 


USDA cites tightening meat supplies as 


one of the reasons for the continuing 
price increase. Dairy products are cost- 
ing more due to heavy demand and a 
downturn in milk supplies. Prices of pro- 
cessed fruits and vegetables, or those 
drawn from cold storage, tend to rise 
this time of year, and supplies are gener- 
ally below those of recent years. 


Spiralling fuel costs and general in- 


flation which add to the expense of pro- 
cessing, shipping and retailing food are 
;ilso contributors to price increases. 


There are exceptions to the pattern of 


rising prices. A decrease in egg prices is 
expected this spring, especially after 
Eiister. Thougn January egg prices were 
nearly as high as last summer, poultry- 
men are expanding flocks for greater 
production. Egg prices have dropped 
sharply since early 1973 and by mid-year 
yini may pay zo cents less for a dozen 
CS*E:S. according to USDA. 


CHICKEN and turkey will be

on the markets this spring. However, as 
beef and pork supplies tighten there will 
be a rising demand for the products. A 
whole fryer may cost around 60 cents a 
pound this spring. Turkey prices, down 
slightly from the peaks of last summer 
and fall, are expected to ease further. 
Prices may average around 65 to 70 
cents a pound of last year. 


Further price increases for dairy prod- 


ucts — especially for milk are predicted. 
Currently, dairy product prices stand a 
fourth higher than in early 1973. While 
consumer demand has increased for 
dairy products as good protein sources, 
milk production has been slipping and 
prices rising. Even doubling of imports 
hasn't met the growing demand. But the 
big increases are probably behind us, re- 
ports USDA. A recent boost in U. S. 
cheese output, plus more imports, may 
stabilize prices of American cheese and 
cheese foods this spring. Butter prices 
have already dropped noticeably. 


Retail meat prices are expected to be 


as high or higher this spring than their 
peaks of last August. Retail beef prices, 
averaging all cuts nationwide, peaked at 


$1.45 per pound last summer; pork cuts 
were $1.32. Though pork and beef prices 
eased last fall, they rose again in 
January. 
'The shifting consumer demand from 
costlier to cheaper cuts of meats pushed 
up the prices of the cheaper cuts. Thus, 
those cheaper cuts are bearing the brunt 
of current cost increases. Some of the 
largest hikes per pound hit franks, can- 
ned and fresh ham, bacon, pork sausage 
and luncheon meats last year as price 
rises for hamburger and chicken out- 
distanced those for steak. 


With meat prices high, sales of soy- 


meat blends have increased sharply. The 
"blend-burger" — hamburger and tex- 
tured soy protein — usually retails 15 to 
20 cents less per pound than pure ham- 
burger. 


BY PLANTING MORE acres for win- 


ter harvest, growers have- managed to 
keep retail fresh vegetable prices com- 
parable to those of last winter. In fact, 
lettuce, carrots, celery and onions have 
been priced lower than last winter. Both 
fresh and processed 
mushrooms 
are 


plentiful. In general, many fresh vege- 
tables should continue in good supply this 
spring, helping to minimize price in- 
creases.

fall's disappointing harvest of dry beans 
was followed by huge demands at home 
and overseas because of rising prices for 
other protein-rich foods. Thus, the cost 
has soared. 


Bice prices have also doubled- during1 


this time%. Much U. S. rice is being ex- 
ported to stem shortage occurring in 
many. less-developed countries, tight- 
ening domestic supplies. 


Consumer demand for canned and .fro- 


zen vegetables has been very strong: 
Canned vegetables are in tight supply, 
and prices will continue increasing this

Frozen vegetables expected to be in 


good supply this spring include snap 
beans, corn, spinach and peas. 


FRUIT PRICES wilt be generally high- 


er this spring. Farm prices are higher 
and processing and retailing costs are , 
up. Only moderate increases have been 
cited for orange juice, both frozen con- ' 
centrate and fresh chilled. 


• More apples, raisins and dried fruit' 
are expected following near-scarcity a 
year ago. Harvests of walnuts, pecans 
and filberts also proved more generous 
than last fall. Grocery store freezers are 
better stocked, too, with frozen blue- 
berries, peaches and strawberries lead- 
ing the list. 


Somewhat higher prices are expected 


for canned non-citrus fruits. Only purple 
plums and apricots are not considered in 
short supply from this group. 
' Further bread price increases are ex- 
pected this year. Prices will rise, mainly 
as the bakers and retailers cope with 
higher fuel costs, wage increases and 
other inflationary .factors. Wheat prices 
are expected to drop some after mid- 
year. 


Honey-Orange Baba is an easy-to-pre-

Mushroom sales down after recalls

The fourth canned mushroom recall of 


the new year and an official warning of 
more to come is scaring consumers away 
from fresh, frozen and canned ones, even 
though they are safe to eat. 


Tho American Mushroom 
Institute, 


Kennett Square; Pa., snys sales of the 
fresh, frozen and dehydrated types have 
dropped sharply following Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) recalls of 
thousands of cans whose contaminated 
contents could lead to botulism poison- 
ing. 


In its Jan. 17 recall of mushrooms 


packed in Ecuador for United States dis- 
tribution, the FOA said more could be 
expected during the next few weeks. 


But cultivated mushrooms — raw or 


cooked, fresh, frozen or dehydrated — 
are not involved and not likely to be. 
They are no more dangerous to eat than 
any other fresh vegetables that are han- 
dled safely at home, the institute said in 
response to growing consumer inquires. 


Botulln toxin needs an airless environ- 


ment for growth. A sealed, airtight can 
provides ideal conditions, 


And the FDA said that no health prob- 


lems have developed from fresh, frozen 
or dehydrated mushrooms, Others vouch- 
ing for their safety — when properly 
handled — include the Institute of Food 
Technologists Expert Panel on Food 
Safety and Nutrition, and the U.S. De- 
partments of Agriculture (USDA) and 
Health, Education and Welfare (HEW). 


Four types of food poisoning can occur. 


Botulism is the deadliest, but also the 
rarest, A statement prepared 
for a 


USDA-FDA food safety campaign says 
only five deaths have been reported in 
the past 49 years from botulism In com- 
mercially ranned foods, During the same 
period, about 700 persons died of the 
same disease caused by eating home 


canned products. 


THE 
MOST COMMON causes 
are 


home-canned meat and other low-acid 
foods, such as green beans, beets and 
corn that are not pressure canned, the 
USDA said. 


Undercooking is the real culprit in 


home-canned foods, the experts agree. 
Only foods with a high acid, sugar or salt 
content can be packed safetly without a 
pressure canner. 


They include fruit juices, sauerkraut, 


many tomato products but not those us- 
ing low-acid tomatoes, heavily salted 
hams, jams, jellies and preserves. 


Dozens of simple, easy precautions in- 


food handling at home are the best insur-.

And some individuals have a 
greater degree of tolerance than others 
to disagreeable odors and flavors.

One of the better ways to stretch the 


meat or poultry dollar is to cook large 
quantities of a roast, for example, or 
cook a whole turkey and use leftovers in 
imaginative and tasty dishes. Two such 
dishes that will help vary the leftovers 
from Easter entertaining are an Easy 
Cranberry Cassoulet and a Cranwich 
Casserole. Even portions of these dishes 
may be frozen as an added money and 
energy-saving step.

Pour tomato paste over bean mix- 
ture. Stir to blend. Bake in a preheated 
300-degree oven for 2 hours or until 
brown and crusty. Mix crumbs and but- 
ter in a small skillet and stir over low 
heat until crumbs are brown and crisp. 
Sprinkle some crumbs over each serving 
of cassoulet. This bean dish also can be 
prepared more quickly by simmering in a 
covered Dutch oven or saucepan for 30 
minutes, stirring occasionally. Serve 
s p r i n k l e d with crumbs. Makes 6 
servings.

Daily product survey 


Obviously, there is much misunder- 


standing about the percentage of fat in 
dairy foods — according to a nationwide 
sample survey as reported by the Statis- 
tical Research Service of U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Regular whole milk, which is about 3.5 


per cent fat, was incorrectly described 
as containing 20 per cent or more fat by 
seven in 10 liomemakers. Low-fat fluid 
milk was the only product for which 
many homemakers gave an accurate an- 
swer in the recent report. Perhaps, the 
reason for that is the label on some low- 
fat milk indicates the fat content. 


A majority of homemakers credited 


regular whole milk with building strong 
teeth and bones and labeled it high in 
calcium and important in a balanced 
diet. Surprisingly, 8 in 10 respondents 
said adults should drink at least two 
glasses of milk a day — the amount rec- 
ommended by USDA. 


These opipions from homemakers as 


interviewed for this survey included 2,219 
homemakers from a cross section of pri- 
vate households throughout the United 
States.

CAR trains youth to be better citizens

They're average youth. Some have 


long hair. Some have mustaches. Some 
wear platform shoes and some wear blue 
jeans. They're members of the Children 
of the American Revolution (CAR), a 
youth organization for the benefit of the 
country, which prepares young people to 
be better American citizens. 


"This may seem like a very backwards 


organization but it's not," said Randy 
Kuch, national chairman from Home- 
wood, 111., and former state CAR presi- 
dent. "We study history but we compare 
the past with the present. We view what 
has been gained and lost," he said. 


The Children of the American Revolu- 


tion could be a stuffy organization, but 
it's not. The members don't wear pioneer 
bonnets or overalls and they do not dwell 
on yesterday. Nothing is secret. Rather, 
they use the past as the key to relevance 
today. 


THEY CALL IT constructive patri- 


otism. Working under this year's nation- 
al project theme, "Today's Work, To- 
morrow's Future," CAR groups across 
the nation have pooled their efforts- in 
campaigns to save endangered species, 
help the American Indians, support 
schools in Appalachia and contribute to 
many other worthwhile causes. 


At the state CAR conference in Elk 


Grove Village last weekend, a few of the 
members talked about the group, its pur- 
pose and goals. 


CAR was originated in 1895 in Mas- 


sachusetts and today has some 15,000 
members nationwide. It is one of the old- 
est nationwide youth organizations hi the 


United States. Jointly founded by the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 
Sons of the American Revolution and 
Sons of the Revolution, CAR is open to 
young people from birth to 22 who can 
prove lineal descent from a man or wom- 
an who assisted in the struggle for Amer- 
ican independence.

that the group is a family thing. "Some 
of the parents aren't even eligible to join, 
but they help out driving and organizing

activities. We call them the travel agen- 
cy. Everyone takes part." 


According to Grace Luttrell, a former 


national officer and now an adviser to 
the youth group, "The older the kids get, 
the more responsibility in the organiza- 
tion they take on. It's a training ground 
where they learn the good and bad about 
the process of government, first-hand." 


Although the group is non-political, 


each youth has definite ideas on patri- 
otism and the state of the country today. 


"We are all looking for a more perfect 


society," said Randy Kuch. "We have to 
each put forth effort. This organization 
seeks to rebuild what hasn't worked out 
in the past." 


CHERYL ANDERSON summed it up 


this way. "It's not America love it or 
leave it—it's America love it and help to 
make it better. We want to do what's 
best for America and this takes on a dif- 
ferent meaning for each of us in CAR," 
she said. 


Do they have hope for the future? 


"There have always been bad times all 
through history," said Cheryl. "But they 
always seem to work themselves out. 
There's a consciousness right now that is 
good. People are mistrusting government 
and taking a good look." 


"Americans do care about their coun- 


try and the blind trust of the past was 
not good. People are more aware now," 
she said. 


RANDY AGREED. "Things slide by. I 


never lived during the Depression, but it 
was a downfall like what's happening 
now in our country We must pick up the 
pieces and rebuild." 


At the state convention, the youths 


voted to buy land in southern Illinois for 
use as an eagle nesting ground. They 
recently cleaned up more than 7,000 cans 
from roadsides and preserves. They're 
youths working toward a better America 
through constructive means and they're 
making friends and having a good time 
all the while. Their motto: Happiness is 
CAR.

But today, Dad may instead 
head for the sewing machine and whip 
up a homo'sewn original, guaranteed to 
dazzle the competition. 


Nor will he stop at making a dress for 


his wife He's perfectly capable of mak- 
ing a jacket, shirt and slacks for himself, 
clothes for the kids, draperies for the liv- 
ing room and a winter cover for the boat. 
Sewing is no longer labeled "for women 
only " Men have equal opportunity to In- 
vade fabric shops, select patterns and 
join the sewing spree. 


Take the ca<-e of Burton Gerke of Balti- 


more. Md. In less than a year, he com- 
pleted the following items: 


3 suits, size 43 ftwo with extra 
pants) 
2 sports jackets, size 36 
5 pairs slacks. Z8" waist 
1 white bikini, girl's size 8 
1 women'., fyke fur coat 
1 women's crushed velveteen 
blazer 
1 women's polyester blazer 
1 women's white velvet blazer 
1 man's all-weather topper 
Some of Gerke's creations are for him- 


self, some for his wife. Catherine, and 
sone for his youngsters,' David, 17, Deb- 
bie, 13 and Linda. 11, 


ACCORDING TO Mrs. Gerke, it all be- 


gan just a year ago last Christmas when 
her husband had a week's vacation. He 
spotted a pile of mending by the sewing 
machine, tackled It and discovered that 


sewing is both easy and fun. Then he 
ventured into a local fabric shop, dis- 
covered the wonderful world of double- 
knits and a book which promised to set 
him on the road to successful sewing for 
himself. 


This book, a straightforward spiral- 


bound volume, is titled "Sewing Knits — 
Menswear," by Judy Lawrence of Boul- 
der, Colo. It gave Gerke the basic infor- 
mation he needed concerning fabrics, 
patterns, sewing techniques and con- 
struction details for slacks, vests and 
golf shirts. Now, he can turn out a per- 
fect pair of slacks for David (28 waist, 33 
length) in four hours and is currently tai- 
loring a suit for himself. 


Gerke does his sewing in the "back 


room," which also holds the TV, a piano 
and an organ. He averages a day-and- 
a-half per weekend, plus a couple of eve- 
nings, at the machine. Mrs, Gerke sews, 
too, and likes to crochet and knit. Debbie 
is learning to sew, and the family works 
together on draperies and other house- 
hold Items. 


What makes Gerke such a sewing 


whiz? He says that his work with a tool 
firm has nothing to do with it, "It's not 
the machine I enjoy — it's the saving, 
and the accomplishment." 


MRS. GERKE SAYS that his patience 


has a lot to do with 'his success — "He 
loves little tedious things." He applies 
the same precision to woodworking and 
is currently building closets for a neigh- 
bor. Last summer, he installed a swim- 
ming pool himself. 


There's just one item he wishes he 


could buy — a male dress form, to help 
fit his suit jackets. 


The dress form problem was solved by 


a 
95-year-old 
former 
cabinetmaker, 


James B. Tripp of Garden Grove, Calif. 
When he began to sew his own jacket- 
shirts about 10 years ago, he, too, needed 
a form. He put on an old knit turtleneck; 
covered it with a layer of masking tape, 
cut it off, taped it back together, stuffed 
the stiffened shirt and mounted it on a 
stand. 


What makes a man invade the traditio- 


nally feminine arena of home sewing? 


Relaxation is the reason given by Rich- 


ard Washington of Savannah, Ga., head 
football coach for the Johnson High 
Atomsmashers. After a tough practice 
session, he relaxes by stitching himself a 
flashy pair of doubleknit bells. Working 
on a vintage Singer, with guidance from 
his wife, Clem, he has created jump 
suits, dashikis, vest suits and lots of 
slacks. 


THE MALE EGO, or anything-you-can- 


do-I-can-do-better syndrome, 
accounts 


for quite a bit of manly stitching. Forrest 
Hodge of Roanoke, Va., made himself a 
pair of yoked slacks — "just to prove to 
my wife that a man can sew." 


There are men who simply enjoy the 


intricate machinery of a sewing ma- 
chine, which can certainly do more 
tricks than the most advanced power 
drill, lawnmower or outboard motor. To 
Joe Sammons of Norfolk, Va,, "It's more 
complex and exciting than a sports car." 


Fashion-conscious males turn to sew- 


ing just because they can't find what 
they want in the stores. Says Joe Winters 
of Raleigh, N. C., "I want to make suits. 
Something 
different. Mod. My own 


thing." 


MEN THE COUNTRY over are discovering sewing as a 
new lejsure-time hobby. Burton Gerke of Baltimore 
stitches up a skirt for his wife as son David observes, 
wearing a pullover and slacks sewn by his dad. 


Economy is often mentioned. As Coach 


Washington asks., "Why should I pay $14 
for a pair of slacks when I can invest a 
dollar in a pattern and produce the same 
thing for around $5?" 


Then there's *he competitive factor, 


which causes boys to enter and win sew- 
ing contests. The Singer Company re- 
ports that two boys sewed their way to 
the national semifinals of their annual 


World Stylemaker Competition, placing 
among the top 75 in a field of 71,000 en- 
tries. Both are from North Carolina — 
Charles Pruitt of Winston-Salem, and 
Gary Smith of Concord. 


A N O T H E R SOUTHERN boy, 14- 


year-old Nathan Kincaid of Fairmont, W. 
Va., won in the local level of the com- 
petition. 


In high schools across the country, 


boys are enrolling in cooking and sewing 
classes, while the girls learn shop and 
metalwork. In St. Louis, Mo., 23 boys 
were enrolled in an all-male home ec 
course. Mrs. Rosemary Seidel, their in- 
structor, plans to make all the home ec 
classes co-ed, so boys and girls can learn 
together. 


In Spearman, Tex., sewing instructor 


Beth Bourland says this of her boy stu- 
dents: "They are as good as girls are 
when first introduced to sewing. They've 
shown themselves to be every bit as dex- 
trous. And the boys seem to catch on 
faster to the reasons why a sewing oper- 
ation must be done a certain way." 


Do the boys take a ribbing from their 


nonsewing pals? Not as much as you 
might expect — possibly because the 
sewing classes often number football 
players and track stars among the stu- 
dents. 


Women's Wear Daily, noting the new 


phenomenon, predicts that more and 
more men will join the 45-million women 
who sew. "Only the stigma of femininity 
has kept more men from sewing," ob- 
serves WWD, "and the younger gener- 
ation doesn't seem to have such hang- 
ups."

Runs adoption agency for blacks only

Mrs. Jane Edwards modestly says she 


guesses she was "blessed with a great 
deal of energy." She needs it. 


Executive director of Spence-Chapin 


Adoption Service, in N'ew York since 
19S7. Mrs. Edwards oversees and ap- 
proves every case in the files of one of 
the country's largest adoption agencies. 


Then there are meetings with govern- 


ment agencies, boards of directors, pro- 
fessional groups and work with the Com- 
munity Council of N'ew York and the 
Child Welfare League, who cooperated 
with her in pioneering the Indian Adop- 
tion Project in mir southwestern states. 


The accomplishment that eives this at- 


tractive, dynamic black woman the most 
satisfaction, however, is the Harlem- 
Howling Children's Service, established 
by her in t!)K!) through Spencer-Chapin to 
serve \ew York's black Harlem commu- 
nity. 


"Spcncer-Chapin lias always accepted 


a great number of black babies." Mrs. 
Edwards said. "But the more I got into 
tliis thins, the more I became convinced 
that we were only making a dent in the 
problem: laree numbers of healthy black 
babies were being left in hospitals to 
await homes or shelters and their unwed 
mothers were going without counseling 
or care." 


THROi (lit FRIENDS in the black 


community. Mrs. Edwards Interviewed 
young pregnant women and found they 
were reluctant to come "downtown to the 
white man's agency." 


"They would say to me 'how do you 


know how 1 feel, how can you understand 
my problems1?'". Mrs. Edwards said. 
"Wpll 1 did understand their problems, 
and I was ashamed that I was unable to 
reach them. 1 investigated and found 
t h a t 
although 
there 
are 
Catholic 


agencies. Jewish agencies and white 


Protestant agencies, all of whom care 
for black babies, there was no agency 
devoted solely to them." 


Mrs. Edwards envisioned that the only 


way to reach these neglected mothers 
and babies was to come to them. With 
the approval of the Spence-Chapin board 
of directors under its president Mrs. 
Alice Hall Dowling, Mrs. Edwards went 
into Harlem and Bedford-Stuyvesant to 
begin spadework for her project. 


"We had to convince black leaders that 


this was truly a black project for their 
community," Mrs. Edwards said. "They 
have become very cynical about white 
agencies coming in with lots of money 
and schemes that bring very little con- 
crete benefit to them. We told them that 
although initial funding would come from 
Spence-Chapin and from foundations, the 
agency would become an independent 
community center as soon as possible," 
(Harlen-Dowling will become completely 
Independent by the end of 1974.) 


ONK OK THE problems confronting 


counselors at Ilarlcm-Dowling is drugs. 
A large percentage of the unwed mothers 
who come to the center arc drug addicts. 
"If a mother is trying to rehabilitate her- 
self iind wants to keep her baby, we try 
to help her do so," Mrs. Edwards said. 


"We keen the baby at the home or in 


foster care indefinitely. There are cases 
where the mother is only 13 or 14 years 
old and wants to finish school or take 
training to enable her to support her 
child. We help counsel her through all of 
this." 


To help drug addicted' mothers, the 


clinic employs two 
para-professionals 


who arc former drug addicts and who do 
counseling. 


Now that Harlem-Dowling is on its own 


under its competent black director, Jo- 
seph P. Smith, Mrs. Edwards has under- 
taken the establishment of an early 
childhood development school, for chil-

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Gas crisis raises auto efficiency issue 


Automibole dealers seem to have 


grabbed a lion by the tall. 


With sales lagging due to the gas short- 


age and with the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency telling the public just how 
few miles to the gallon (mpg) American 
cars get, many dealers have begun using 
mpg figures as a selling point in their 
ads. 


But there are two problems with that. 


First, some of these ads are shaving the 
figures, which is reportedly being looked 
into by the Federal Trade Commission. 
For example, one Cadillac commercial 
puts the mpg at 15.8 on the road and 13 
around town. But the highest mileage 
any Cadillac model gets, according to the 
EPA. is 10.4. 


Consumers may obtain the EPA mile- 


age figures by writing Consumer Infor- 
mation. Pueblo, Colo. 81009. 


The second problem with that particu- 


lar commercial is, of course, that even 
12 and 15 miles per gallon is nothing to 
brag about, when gas is up near 60 cents 
a gallon and when other kinds of cars 
are getting 20 to 30 mpg. 


But consumers who realize that the 


smaller cars — and particularly, many 
foreign-made cars — guzzle much less 
gasoline than Cadillacs, Oldsmoblles, 
Pontiacs. etc. are about to be frustrated 
once again. 


The United Auto Workers union has 


asked for enactment of temporary quotas 
on shipments of foreign-made cars into 
the U.S. Union president Lenard Wood-

cock fears that the foreign cars could 
capture as much as 30 per cent of the 
market, compared to their current 17 per 
cent But, he added, the recommendation 
was made "reluctantly" because "we 
have no permanent interest in sheltering 
the American automobile industry from 
more efficient foreign producers." 


So why doesn't somebody suggest that 


American auto makers finally start pro- 
ducing more efficient products? 


Actually, there is no indication that 


U.S. consumers are flocking en masse to 
the foreign cars — even though maybe1 


they should be. According to Newspaper 
Advertising Bureau, Inc., over SO per 
cent of men ages 18 to 30 still expect to 
buy domestic make cars, despite the 
energy crisis. The figure has remained 
unchanged since before the crisis, NAB 
said.

Ammonia, ivhite vinegar 
treatment for dog stains 


Dear Dorothy: Our dog had an acci- 


dent on the rug. I have heard that the 
granules used to line kitten boxes will 
remove the odor but don't know how long 
to leave the material on. Is there a bet- 
ter remedy? — Evelyn M. Walker 


The best thing with accidents of this 


sort is to get to the stain immediately 
with the following remedy: Mix a table- 
spoon of ammonia with half a cup of wa- 
ter, using small amounts on the spill, 
blotting frequently until no more staining 
material shows on the absorbent mate- 
rial. 


Then mix one-third cup of white vine- 


gar with two-thirds cup of water. Use 
small amounts, blotting frequently, con- 
tinuing until no stain shows. After you've 
absorbed as much moisture as possible, 
put about a half-inch layer of absorbent 
white material on the area, weight it 
down and allow at least six hours to dry> 


As for the granules, many people use 


them for old stains which have developed 
odors. The rug is dampened very lightly 
(so as not to go through to the padding) 
and the granules sprinkled on and 
allowed to stay 24 to 48 hours. Then the 
rug is vacuumed. Commercial shampoo- 
ing doesn't work much on this kind of 
odor so it's worth trying. But there's one 
catch: Don't be surprised if humid 
weather brings it back.

Illinois starts monitoring 
endangered species law 


You could go to jail for a year in Illi- 


nois for carrying an unregistered purse 
— if it happens to be made of alligator 
skin. 


Illinois conservation officers this week 


began enforcing a new Illinois "endan- 
gered species act." which requires per- 
sons who own or sell animals or animal 
byproducts from a long list of endanger- 
ed breeds to register with the state or 
face fines up to 91,000 and a year in pris- 
on. 


The list of creatures threatened by ex- 


tinction includes alligators, leopards, ti- 
gers, cheetahs, panthers, cougars, gray 
wolves, red wolves, polar bears, kit foxes 
and green turtles. 


"Animal products" refers to such 


things as teeth, fur. claws, hides, feath- 
ers, "the body or any portion thereof." 


The Illinois General Assembly passed 


the law and former Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie signed it in 1972. But enforcement 
was delayed uftil Monday while con- 
servation officials geared up for the 
strange task of monitoring the buying 
and selling of animal products. 


"WE ARE CONCERNED mostly with 


the large scale commercial importers," 
William 0. Brey, chief of law enforce- 
ment 
for 
the 
Department 
of Con- 


servation, 
told 
United Press 
Inter- 


national's Springfield bureau. 


"But individuals who own such things 


as alligator purses or rare hunting 


trophies must also register with the 
state," he said. 


Brey said although conservation offi- 


cers are now under orders to make ar- 
rests for violations of the law, "We will 
precede very carefully until people get a 
chance to catch on to what is happen- 
ing." 


Since April of last year, the depart- 


ment's division on wildlife resources has 
Issued some 1,100 permits to people who 
reported they own furs, purses, shoes, 
souvenirs and other objects derived from 
rare animals. A few fur retailers have 
also applied for permission to sell what 
furs they have in stock. 


The new law seems to have caught lo- 


cal dealers by surprise. Spokesmen at 
Des Plaines Furs and Chuduk Furs in 
Mount Prospect did not appear to be 
aware of the law and declined to com- 
ment on it, but when asked if they stock 
any endangered species furs they said 
no. 


AT MARSHALL FIELD'S in Woodfield, 


a saleswoman in the fur department said 
the store stocks "a few fox and musk- 
rat" furs, but the majority are mink, a 
farmed animal. 


A salesman hi Field's shoe department 


said the store hasn't sold alligator shoes 
"for at least two years" because "it's 
against the law."

I had called to 
find out why I have twice been prohibit- 
ed from walking through the mall after 
store hours to exit near my car. 


It happens when I've gone to Fan-ell's

By the 
time I finish, the.mall is "closed" and I 
have to exit by Farrell's and walk all the 
way around on the outside — which also 
entails scrambling up and down embank- 
ments between - parking levels, since, 
there are no steps provided.

p.m. during the week, 7 on Saturday, and 
6:30 on Sunday.

Getting a head start on gardens 
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Want to save $200 to $300 on your food 


bill this year? 


Millions of people who have never gar- 


dened in their lives will attempt to plant 
vegetable and flower gardens this year, 
according to a recent national survey. 


if you are starting seeds indoors for 


later transplant outside, start them now 
i* you haven't already gone ahead with 
the project. Seeds started indoors need a 
minimum of six weeks head start on the 
growing season. 


After soaking seeds in water to speed 


germination, sow them in a wet news- 
paper-iined wooden flat box, or a clay 
pot. peat pot or even cottage cheese or 
margarine tubs or milk cartons. Dis- 
carded Styrofoam cups from the coffee 
machine at work are also used by many 
Tiome gardeners. Fill containers with 
vermiculite, perlite, shredded peat moss 
or a synthetic soil mix like Jiffy Mix, 
Pro-Mix or Redi-Earth, and moisten. 
Also recommended Is a do-it-yourself 
mix of one-third vermiculite. one-third 
peat moss, one-third sand. Notice that 
seedling soil is very light and fine, not 
Like regular pot plant soil. Don't use a 
heavy, coarse soil dredged from outside, 
if you want to get best results. 


IF FUSSING WITH soil mixtures frus- 


trates you, buy peat pellets (they are wa- 
fers of compressed peat that expand and 
look like balls of earth in hairnets when 
moistened). Drop the seed right in the 
damp peat pellet and forget seeding mix- 
tures. Or buy a practically goof-proof kit 
if you have no confidence at all in your 


ability to grow anything. 


Cover your growing containers with a 


large plastic bag to seal in moisture and 
heat for quick germination. (The quicker 
the seeds sprout, the better.) Put the 
seeds in a warm room and once they 
sprout, give them your sunniest spot —

12 hours a day if possible. If not, you 
make do with the available sun. 


Best vegetables to start indoors are 


peppers, tomatoes, broccoli, cabbage, 
cauliflower, celery, eggplant, Brussels 
sprouts — those that require a little long- 
er growing season. Do not start indoors 
plants that don't take well to trans- 
planting — radishes, carrots, onions, 
beans, peas, corn, unless you can trans- 
plant them container and all without dis- 
turbing roots. 


YOUNG 
PLANTS should' not 
go 


straight from the house to their per- 
manent home outdoors in the open gar- 
den. The shock of instant moving may 
kill them. What you do is take them out- 
side in their flats or pots to a shady spot 
next to the house during the day, and 
bring them indoors for the night. Gradu- 
ally expose them to sunlight. Do this for 
two weeks. They will gradually build up 
a resistance to the lower temperatures 
outdoors. 


If you prefer to sow seeds directly out- 


doors — I admit starting seeds in the 
house is messy And space-gobbling — 
you can plant the following as soon as 
the soil is thawed and workable: onion 
sets, parsley, peas, spinach, radishes, 
turnips, broccoli plants, cabbage, endive, 
kale, lettuce, kohlrabi, lettuce. 


Water seeds or seedlings and rig up a 


plastic greenhouse with Visqueen or oth- 
er clear plastic sheeting and support 
with metal or wooden splints. This will 
ward off frost and warm the ground.

Leave this on until the weather is warm- 
er. Or use Hotkaps. With protection like 
this, you can plant as early as April 20 
and not lose plants to the elements, 


IF BY CHANCE your plants become 


uncovered and accidentally get frozen 
with the leaves on, you can still salvage 
them if the temperature has not dipped 
below 25 degrees above zero by doing 
this: Get out the garden hose immediate- 
ly and set the sprinkler on the garden. 
Cold water and a cover of darkness will 
revive them. But you must do this early 
before the sun hits them or the plants 
will surely go kaput. This idea is along 
the lines of plunging a frostbite victim in 
a tub of cold water and gradually bring- 
ing the water up to normal. 


If you are a first-time gardener, per- 


haps you should try the very easiest to 
grow and wait until the ground is warm 
(about May 10) to avoid beginner's luck- 
out. 
Bush beans, carrots, collards, cu- 


cumber, dill, kale, leaf lettuce, pumpkin, 
rutabaga, squash are a snap to grow, 
even for novices.

really piques my interest is the wealth of 
human interest material generated at 
f jre stations on a day to day basis. 


My curiosity began with a fire call 


monitored in the office of C. F. (Clar- 
ence) Lehmann, director of personnel at 
United States Gypsum Test Laboratories 
in Des Plaines, who is a volunteer mem- 
ber of the Mount Prospect Fire Depart- 
ment. 


This particular call mentioned that the 


reporting party was a child, that the 
child had presence of mind to dial Oper- 
ator, that the operator was holding the 
child's line open while the operator 
called a fire department and that fire 
department relayed the emergency infor- 
mation to a fire station closest to the 
clu'ld's address. Equipment was at the 
scene within minutes of the child's call 
for help. 


I truly was impressed by the incident, 


and began asking questions that perhaps 
your readers might be curious about, too, 
such as: Do a lot of calls come from 
children? Do phone company operators 
help often? What time of day do the most 
calls come in? What type of emergencies 
are reported most often? What is the in- 
cidence of arson, particularly arson of 
abandoned buildings (frequently juvenile 
crime locations)? Does the general pub- 
lic know that emergency medical assis- 
tance is provided at no cost other than 
taxes? (That point makes me nervous, 
because of the many deadbeat-type.) The 
last point, I especially didn't know, and 
delayed being admitted to the hospital 
over the holidays, as I had no trans- 
portation and couldn't afford a taxi or 
ambulance to take me from Palatine to 
Lutheran General, where my doctor is on 
staff. 


Of course, there are people who take 


advantage of such public service oper- 
ations, and call for the slightest thing, 
like the woman a few weeks back, who 
called because she'd locked herself out of 
the house. A crew happened to be out on 
the truck at the time, and answered a 
relayed call. They were able, finally, to 
pry open a second-floor storm window 
enough to let one of their members 
wedge through, just in time to be "met by 
a large and defensive dog of the house,

that the woman had forgotten to men- 
tion. When the disgruntled crew finally 
returned to the station, successful, they 
were told that the same woman had 
pulled the same situation just 24 hours 
earlier. 


Another thing I didn't know and 


wouldn't have considered for my fami- 
ly's emergency training, was mentioned 
by Mr. Lehmann, that the public should 
be told NOT to hang up the phone after 
reporting a fire, just to lay the phone 
down, if the caller has to vacate the 
area. That way the call can be traced if 
it's necessary to recheck the address, if 
the caller was too excited to give it, or 
didn't give it clearly, etc. 


This made a great deal of sense to me, 


remembering a prominent (and usually 
imperturbable) attorney I had known, 


who got so excited when his wastebasket 
caught fire, that he called the operator, 
shouted Fire! Help!, slammed down the 
phone, snatched his framed high school 
diploma from among several dozen na- 
tional and university awards on the wall 
(ignoring completely his original art col- 
lection and nearly $50,000 dollars in 
checks in his desk) and rushed out to 
pace the sidewalk in pure shock. Fortu- 
nately, his secretary made a second call 
for help, and the men arrived in time to 
prevent much loss. Apparently, fire pro- 
duces weird reactions quite often 


I also wonder how much it costs to an- 


swer false alarms, and about how often 
they happen. And what kind of man 
(woman??) becomes a volunteer fire 
fighter'? They certainly don't get much 
out of it, for the time and energy in- 
volved. 


In other words, I'm beginning to real- 


ize there's a lot more to the fire depart- 
ment than just elementary school chil- 
dren visiting the station, calling when the 
broiler fat catches fire or even the arriv- 
al of the life saving equipment 


Your reporters could really collect 


faqts and color for such a community 
service story. Here's hoping they do!

He started work there on October 3 


and had already

He was able to save a considerable 
amount of money in the three months 
that he lived out there. This he had in- 
tended to use as a down payment on an 
automobile of his own. He had never 
been able to use the family car as we felt 
that the added money for insurance 
could better be used to help educate him. 


He dearly loved to be able to come 


home. He was able to get home for four 
days at Christmas and felt so proud at 
being ablfe to finally buy gifts for every- 
body and to visit his grandparents, too. 
He thoroughly enjoyed teasing his two 
youngest sisters as well as having them 
crawl all over him when he was able to 
gel home. 


Charlie died the day before his moth- 


er's birthday. The day of his funeral, 
January 7, Faith told him goodbye in 
sign language. No, she is not deaf and 
dumb, but slightly retarded. She had 
learned this in the school she attends and 
on her own thought this a fitting way to 
tell Charlie goodbye. 


The day after the funeral, my wife re- 


ceived a birthday card from Charlie. I 
am sure that it was late due to circum- 
stances, as he was almost religious in his 
remembrance of birthdays and such.

More im- 
portantly, however, the law now forbids 
active euthanasia, the active intervention 
to terminate life, whether by injecting an 
air bubble into the veins or poisoning or 
whatever. In the wake of the Supreme 
Court's abortion decisions, efforts are 
being intensified to change the law so as 
to allow active euthanasia and passive 
euthanasia through the withholding from 
patients of clearly ordinary treatments. 
The euthanasia drive is first put in vol- 
untary terms: a person should have the 
right to decide when to die. But it will 
immediately be extended to those who 
cannot communicate but who we pre- 
sume would ask to be killed if they could. 
And it will be extended to those who are 
not even sick and who do not want to die 
but who would if they' knew what was 
good for them. The retarded, the senile 
and the simply aged are the obvious tar- 
gets of euthanasia. But it will predictably 
be extended to other "undesirables" as 
well. It is significant that the Nazi ex- 
termination of the Jews grew out of the 
euthanasia program initiated for the sup- 
posed benefit of mental patients in 1939. 
It is fair to say that the euthanasia drive 
is no more than five years behind the. 
abortion drive. We will have euthanasia, 
active and compulsory, unless we adopt 
the Human Life Amendment." 


The very fact that your publication 


gave featured front page coverage to the 
topic highlights the prominence of this 
mentality, or at the very least, a passive 
interest in the subject.

The article states the farmers 
were "grateful, anxious to please, coop- 
erative — as long as the PCV was there 
to urge them on. But traditions of rice 
farming in Sierrra Leone are strong, and 
the work he set for them was hard. When 
Muran left, the new techniques went un- 
heeded. "I decided there was no point in 
me doing the work for them," and all 
this expert advice after a total of "about 
10 days" of "effort." 


The job of being a PCV is a 25-hour- 


a-day effort. In many cases the actual 
specific skill assigned to a volunteer is 
the least amount of his involvement with 
the people he serves, I think it was wise 
for Mr. Muran to leave when he did so 


that he might not do any more harm to 
the people in his village and not make ft 
any harder for the next volunteer who 
might be a little more enthusiastic about 
the job to be done.

Nixon follows public opinion—he'll pay his back taxes

Reactions varied Wednesday to a con- 


gressional committee's staff report that 
Richard 
Nixon owes the government 


nearly a half million dollars In unpaid 
taxes, but there was unanimity on one 
point: The President should pay his 
taxes like you and me, 


The Joint Congressional Committee on 


Internal Revenue Taxation Wednesday 
made public a report that concluded that 
the President and his wife owe a min- 
imum of $476.431 in back taxes and inter- 
est for the years 1969 through 1972, Nixon 


said yesterday he will pay the taxes. 


Reactions gathered by Herald report- 


ers ranged from the opinion of a Wheel- 
ing man that the tax matter is "the clin- 
cher on impeachment," to a Schaumburg 
woman who declared, "I think he's a 
very maligned man who has been tried 
and convicted by the press." 


NORTHWEST suburban congressmen, 


Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, and Rep, 
Samuel H. Young, R-lOth, agreed how- 
ever that the committee report would 
have little initial impact on members of 
the House as far as the possible im- 


peachment or resignation of the Presi- 
dent is concerned. 


C r a n e 
said 
Rep.

D-Arkansas, vice chairman of the joint 
committee emphasized on the floor of the 
House that the committee had made no 
judgment on whether there was any 
fraud or negligence involved in the tax 
returns.

made.

Young, who has considerable experi- 


ence as a tax attorney, said, "There are 
reasonable legal arguments supporting 
the President's position, just as there are 
reasonable arguments opposing it." 


ANOTHER ATTORNEY, Richard Cow- 


en, recently retired Wheeling Township 
Republican committeeman, agreed with 
Young's assessment, but pointed out a 
possible adverse reaction on the part of 
the public. 


"From a legal perspective," said Cow- 


en, "it is a question of whether the mat- 
ters involved are the subject of an honest 
legal dispute. If they are, there should 


not be any adverse reaction to the Presi- 
dent." 


But Cowen said the sum named by the 


congressional committee is "a pretty 
staggering amount of money," and said 
he anticipated that the public reaction 
"is going to be very strong" against Nix- 
on. 


CARL HANSEN, Elk Grove Township 


GOP committeeman, said the impact of 
the report would depend somewhat on 
the vote it received by the full com- 
mittee. "If it was unanimous, there 
would probably be a strong reaction. But 


if it were a split vote that locked parti- 
san, it will be questioned." 


The joint committee is composed of six 


Democrats and four Republicans, in- 
cluding Rep. Harold Collier, R-Riverside. 
Neither the committee staff nor Collier's 
office was able to report Wednesday 
whether the committee had voted on ap- 
proval of the staff report.

A bill of particulars of the govern- 


ment's case disclosed $149,000 of alleged- 
ly extorted money, in addition to,the pre- 
v i o u s 1 y listed $141,000 extorted by 
Stavros, according to Indictments re- 
turned against him. 


Stavros. 3705 Whirlaway Dr., North- 


brook, was indicted Jan. 31 by a special 
federal grand jury on 10 counts of ex- 
tortion and conspiracy- He-has been a 
behind-the-scenes influence in 
village 


government for more than a decade. 


THE U.S. ATTORNEY'S office also 


disclosed it has evidence that: 


• Stavros forced Northern Illinois Con- 


struction Co. to contribute $2,500 to Sec. 
of State Michael Hewlett's campaign in 
August 1972 and another $2,500 payable 
to former State's Atty. Edward Hanra- 
han's campaign in September 1972. 


• Four developers were each required 


to purchase 10 cases of liquor from Mark 
Drugs, 303 E. Dundee Rd., Wheeling, 
with the liquor being delivered 
to 


Stavros1 home. The purchases totaled 
$2,507.23 


• The Clayton House Restaurant, 1090 


S. Milwaukee Ave., was the site where 
Stavros collected $48,000 from three de- 
velopers between February, 1970 and 
April, 1971. The payoffs were made both 
In the parking lot and inside the restau- 
rant. 


Did shakedown money reach campaign coffers?

Illinois Secy, of State Michael Hewlett 


and former State's Atty. Edward Hanra- 
han each received a $2,500 campaign 
contribution extorted from a developer in 
1972 by James Stavros, the U.S. Attor- 
ney's Office charged Wednesday. 


The charge was contained in a bill of 


particulars filed in U.S. District Court 
and made public for the first time 
Wednesday. 


Stavros, former Wheeling' Township 


Democratic committeeman, was indicted 
Jan. 31 on 10 counts of extortion and con- 
spiracy in>connection with shakedowns of 
builders and developers in the Village of 
Wheeling. 


Among the revelations in the bill of 


' particulars, which added $149,000 to the 


total Stavros allegedly extorted, are: 


• A $2,500 check, dated Aug. 9,1972, to 


the Michael Howlett Campaign for Secre- 


Edward V.

the Edward Hanrahan Campaign for 
Cook County State's Attorney. The chefik 
was mailed to Stavros' home by Harold 
Feierb'erg, an attorney for Northern Illi- 
nois Construction. 


THE COMPANY, headed by Richard 


and Ralph Harwood, developed Shadow 
Bend townhouses on Milwaukee Avenue 
in Wheeling. An additional $25,000 ex- 
torted from Northern Illinois Construc- 
tion was picked-up by an unknown bag- 
man Dec. 29, 1972 at Feierberg's Chicago 
office, the bill of particulars also dis- 
closed. 


Hanrahan and a spokesman for Howl- 


ett said they could not Immediately con- 
firm receipt of the contributions. State 
and county candidates are not legally re- 
quired to report contributors. 


Howlett's finance chairman in 1972, 


, Harold Dash, said that Stavros held a 


campaign party at his Northbrook home 
for the secretary of state before the fall 
election. "We had a party out there — in 
Wheeling. It's not unusual to receive 
checks for $50, $100 or other amounts. 
It's very possible. 


"We wouldn't know if any coercion was 


used," Dash said. "Hundreds of people 
were there (at the Stavros party). Hun- 
dreds, 'thousands contributed to the cam- 
paign." 


HANRAHAN SAID, "I don't know the 


details of .particular contributions. I don't 
know if that (the $2,500 contribution) is 
accurate or not. I'm not sure about cam- 
paign records. I'll check." 


Hanrahan lost the 1972 election to Re- 


. publican State's Atty. Bernard Carey. 
Hanrahan now is a Democratic candi- 
date for Congress in the 6th Congression- 
al District. 


Stavros is accused of extorting a total 


of $ 3 7 , 0 ^ 0 0 from Northern Illinois 
Construction in 1968 and 1972. The U.S. 
Attorney's 
office 
has 
now accused 


Stavros of shaking down builders for a 
total of $290,000, plus land, and numerous 
other goods and services in the past 16 
years. 


• The Tekton Corporation paid Stavros 


$40,000 in 1970, the second largest alleged 
payoff cited in the case against Stavros. 
Tekton officials previously denied paying 
off Stavros for zoning and building fa- 
vors, although they admitted being pres- 
sured by Stavros. 


• ,An unidentified bagman picked up 


$25,000 from the office of Harold Freier- 
berg, attorney for Northern Illinois Con- 


struction Co., in December 1972. Nicholas 
Phillips, a Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals employe and Stavros' cousin, 
has been identified by a government wit- 
ness as the bagman that collected $50,000 
extorted from Wickes, Inc. in 1971. He 
was also indicted along with Stavros and 
four others Jan. 31. 


• Zale Construction Co., developer of 


Lakeside Villas, was required to hire a 


painter named Sal Parent! to paint 
Stavros' $100,000 house in 1971. 


THE BILL OF particulars was filed in 


answer to a motion by Stavros' attorney. 
It outlines the date and place of all pay- 
ments alleged in the indictment, and dis- 
closes several payments not included in 
the indictment. , 


The government plans to use evidence 


of the nine additional alleged payoffs to 


bolster its case against Stavros. 


The additional payoffs date back to 


1958, when. Stavros allegedly .extorted 
$25,000 from Hollywood Builders. The 
company was then working on plans for 
the 350-acre Hollywood Ridge subdi- 
sion, approved by the village in 1959. 


At the time, Hollywood Builders was 


represented by attorney Harold Feier- 
berg, who was named Wednesday by the 


U.S. Attorney's Office as participating in 
two payoffs made by the Northern Illi- 
nois Construction Co. in 1972. 


Two developers not named in the Jan. 


31 indictments appear in the U.S. Attor- 
ney's list of additional shakedowns. The

nesses and industries. Some of the places 
to be visited include a newspaper, hospi- 
tal, florist, the Schwinn bicycle factory, 
local police and fire departments. There 
is a $15 fee for the course to cover trans- 
portation expenses. 


Boys as well as girls may enroll in a 


crafts class concentrating on home arts 
that is also available at Field School. De- 
signed for students in grades three to 
five, the course Is intended to develop 
beginning skills In sewing, cooking, knit- 
ting and needlework. 


In a moviemaking class offered 
at 


Cooper Junior High School, students will 
learn how to handle a movie camera, 
stage scenes and go on location around 
the community to shoot material. Proj- 
ects, field trips and other movies will be 
used in the course. 


Students in grades four through six 


with a special interest in science will be 
able to work on projects in a creative 
science class at Alcott School. Students 


will be able to use laboratory equipment 
to develop concepts, attitudes and skills 
in science. 


AN INTRODUCTORY course in Span- 


ish will be offered at Cooper Junior High 
School. The class will emphasize prac- 
tical, everyday phrases. Correct sentence 
structure and vocabulary development 
will be achieved by oral drills and class 
participation in dialogues and skits. 


A variety of art courses will be offered 


allowing students to work in such media 
as paint, chalks and pastels, construction 
paper, papier macho, crayons, clay, bur- 
lap, colored paper and paste. 


Upper elementary and junior high girls 


may enroll in a gymnastics class at 
Holmes Junior High School in Wheeling. 


The gymnastics class is designed for 


girls with an interest in gymnastics who 
want to begin or improve skills in floor 
exorcises, tumbling, vaulting, and on the 
balance beam, uneven parallel bars and 
the trampoline. 


Physical education classes at Holmes 


for boys will include basketball, voi- 
le ball, floor hockey and wrestling. 


i.l.ARJORIK BEU, assistant superin- 


tendent for instruction, said summer 
school sessions will be divided so that 
students have time for individual study, 
small group work and some large group 
instruction. Students will also be given 
time, she said, to participate in library 


reading, art, music and physical educa- 
tion. 


In addition to the academic and enrich- 


ment courses, students may also choose 
to enroll in band and orchestra courses. 
Both classes will meet half sessions, so 
students may participate in concert band 
and concert orchestra. 


Student instrumentalists may attend a 


four-hour morning session for a $5 fee or 
a two-hour session. The fee for the two- 
hour session will be $10 because Dist. 21 
will not receive state aid for these stu- 
dents, Miss Beu said. 


Wheeling has received 
preliminary 


plans for the long-talked-about replace- 
ment of the Jeffery Avenue bridge. 


The project Is designed to relieve flood- 


ing along the Wheeling Drainage Ditch 
caused by a back up of water at the 
bridge. The bridge's center support col- 
lects debris and acts as a dam when wa- 
ter is high. 


The plans for the new precast concrete 


bridge are on display at the village hall, 
and will be returned shortly to the engi- 
neers for final corrections. 


Work on the project was first delayed 


in the summer of 1972 when Meadow- 
brook West residents protested the re- 
moval of many large trees for the bridge 
replacement project and creek widening. 


The village tried again in the summer 


of 1973 to have plans for one bridge re- 
placement approved. Contractors, how- 
ever, failed to return bids on the project, 
and the village had to redraw its plans 
for the bridge replacement. 


THE CURRENT plans are designed to 


eliminate any problems that might have 
caused contractors to overlook the proj- 
ect last summer. The bridge will be 
made of precast concrete to reduce the 
amount of time that traffic will be 
unable to cross the creek. 


The bridge is now the only entrance 


and exit from the Meadowbrook West 
subdivision. The village, therefore, will 
not begin work on the project until a new 
roadway is installed at the western end 
of the subdivision to provide a second 
way out. 


According to the preliminary plans, the 


bridge would be raised about 18 inches, 
and there will be minor excavation along 
the creek banks. Several large trees will 
be removed, but the engineers now plan 
to plant 12 shade trees, 19 ornamental 
trees and 31 shrubs as replacements. 


Erosion protection 
along the creek 


banks will be provided by pumping nylon 
blankets with concrete. The bumpy sur- 
face of the concrete will make it easier 
for children to scale the creek banks. 


A NEW WATER main will be installed 


under the creek bed, providing a loop in 
the Meadowbrook West water system. 
The water line serving the area now 
deadends and provides limited water cir- 
culation. 


An aluminum frame will be used as 


bridge railings, and catch basins will be 
installed at either end of the bridge. 


Trustee William Hein said bids for the 


project will be let as soon as the engi- 
neers make final changes in the plans.

Wheeling burglaries up 
by 176% so far in 74

The number of burglaries in Wheeling 


hftf increased by about 176 per cent over 
the first three months of this year as 
compared with the same three months 
last year However, almost half of the 
burglaries have been solved, mainly by 
arrests 


Police Set. William Ralston, of the de- 


tective division, said Tuesday that 20 
burglaries have been cleared so far this 
year. 
He reported 
30 burglaries in 


January and February and an estimated 
17 in March (Official police figures for 
March 
will not be available for two 


weeks.) 


In the same three-month period last 


year, only 17 burglaries were reported. 
Both Ralston and Police Lt. Thomas 
Conte said the rise in the number of bur- 
glaries is of concern to the police depart- 
ment 


Ralston said the increase in burglaries 


can be attributed in large part to new 
apartment construction in the village. 
' The community has grown the past 
couple of years," he said. And many of 
this year's burglaries have occurred in 
the new apartment buildings, even be- 
fore they are completely built some- 
times 


CONTE SAID HE feels it take the com- 


munity a while to stabilize after a build- 
ing boom brings a large influx of new 
residents "The crime rate seems to be 
higher at first." he said. He added that 
the greater 
construction and

crime appear to follow a five-year pat- 
tern 


This year's 
burglaries 
have 
been 


spread around the village fairly evenly, 
Rakton said. "We've been hit pretty 
hard all over." But two particularly vul- 
nerable areas were the apartments in the 
vicinity of Buffalo Grove and Hintz roads 
and the Meadow-brook East subdivision 
(east of Wolf Road), Ralston said. 


The Meadowbrook East problems were 


only temporary, however, and cleared up 
after three persons were arrested for the 
various burglaries in that neighborhood, 
Ralston added. 


THE MEADOWBROOK East situation 


exemplifies one of the means used by po- 
lice to combat the rash of burglaries. Pa- 
trol was concentrated in the area until 
the burglaries stopped. 


Conte said the department will also 


send unmarked patrol cars into an area 
that is being heavily hit by burglaries. 
"The men will wear painters' clothes or 
whatever," he said. 


Few of the burglaries committed in 


Wheeling are what Ralston would consid- 
er "professional." Ralston said a profes- 
sional burglar is one who makes his liv- 
ing by breaking in and stealing. He said 
some of the burglaries are committed af- 
ter the burglar has "cased" (watched for 
some time) the victimized property, but 
their "take" usually is not enough that 
they could live off it. For example, he 
said, a $250 stereo will be stolen and then 
sold for only $25. 


Most burlgaries in Wheeling, Ralston 


said, are committed by those between 
ages 15 and 21. "As a rule, they don't 
plan a job, but when they leave they 
have the idea to rip off some place," he 
said. "Generally, the jobs are done with 
two or three persons involved."

lected at the golf course would be put in 
a special fund and could only be spent 
for the operation and maintenance and 
the principal and interest owed on the 
course. 


Larson said the price being asked for 


the 18-hole, 127-acre course is what it 
was appraised at more than a year ago. 
If anything, Larson said, the purchase 
price is below the fair market value. 


The offer by the golf course owners, he 


said, is "extremely reasonable " when 
compared with the cost of other land in 
the area. The course will cost about 
$8,600 an acre, Larson said, compared to 
515,000 to $30,000 being asked for other 
land. 


However, much of the golf course is in 


the flood plain which could have an ef- 
fect on the value of the property. The 
land is acceptable for use as a golf 
course, but would need extensive work in 
some places in order to be suitable for 
building 


ALONG WITH the course, the village 


will obtain the existing clubhouse and 
maintenance facility. Larson estimates 
the value of the two structures at about 
$130,000 


After the bolf course becomes part of 


the village, officials have said they will 
consider adding other facilities so it will 
be more like a country club than just a 
golf course. Facilities that will be consid- 
ered are tennis courts, swimming pools 
and picnic areas. 


Officials have said they plan to meet 


with the park district, after the property 
is obtained, to discuss additional recrea- 
tion facilities. 


The proposed agreement will be con- 


sidered by village trustees Monday night 
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in a workshop following the regular 
board meeting. The agreement was pre- 
pared by Village Pres. Gary Armstrong, 
Larson, the village attorney and golf 
course owners and will be subject to re- 
vision by the board. 


Early this year, the village board ap- 


p r o v e d a multi-family development 
fronting the course on the condition the 
village would be given the opportunity to 
purchase it and retain it as open space. 
Final approval of the development will 
not como until the village executes an 
agreement for the purchase of the golf 
course. 


The Phoenix Construction Co. plans to 


build 849 townhouses, townhomes and 
condominiums on 61 acres surrounding 
the course.

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Hair-raising news 


Lack of locks can make you look older., 


but good hairpiece restores youthf illness 


Youth-oriented men are getting further 


ahead these days because of a switch to 
hairpieces. 


"Hair is the thing today, If you haven't 


got it you look outdated, older," said 
Keith Bachtell, owner of Keith's Ltd., a 
combination hairstyling business and 
men's hair replacement studio. 


Bachtell is prospering from the search 


for the youthful, dominant image that 
has escaped millions of men because 
they are bald or have thin hair. He ob- 
liges his customers by fitting them with 
hairpieces that suit their personality 
and lifestyles. 


HIS DBS PLAINES business caters to 


suburbanites-on-the-go. He matches man 
to rug, taking into account the type of 
work he does, what kind of physical ac- 
tivities he participates in and what social 
circles he revolves around. 


"Hair is the main feature in a man's 


appearance. It frames the face. 'A hair- 
piece is like wearing a new suit. It can 
change a man's whole attitude toward 
life." 


Bachtell explained that a good hair- 


piece is one nobody notices. 


"The only hairpieces seen on the street 


are done improperly or worn wrong," he 


said. "That's why people get a bad im- 
pression of hairpieces. The nice stuff is 
never seen. Eighty per cent are so good 
nobody knows one is being worn." 


The hair business has been good to 


Bachtell (it's been doubling every month 
for the past few months) and he said he 
strives to return the favor. "I'm dedi- 
cated to the idea that the work I do 
should be done right," he said. 


THAT WORK includes styling, custom 


designed hairpieces, h'air bonding and 
the services and repairs needed to up- 
keep his products one they are sold, 
that is, cleaning and reshaping hair- 
pieces. 


The bonding method is becoming popu- 


lar and Bachtell is pushing the Apollo 
Hair Bond to his customers, though he 
makes a concerted effort to find the al- 
ternative that best suits the individual 
customer. 


Basically, the bonding method consists 


of attaching hair to hair. The base or the 
hairpiece is round mesh with hair around 
that. With >a crochet needle the fake hair 
is attached to the real hair. 


The cost of this method is between $250 


ane $500 depending'on the quality of the 
hairpiece used, said Bachtell. It takes 
anywhere from 2 to 2% hours to put on 
and is expected to last a couple of years, 
if it is cared for properly. It costs anoth- 
er $15 to have the hairpiece rebonded ev- 
ery six weeks to two months. This pro- 
cess takes about 30 minutes. 


AS THE demand for hairpieces has 


grown so has the material used to make 
them. Two years ago, said Bachtell, 90 
per cent of all hairpieces were made 
from human hair. Today, 80 per cent are 
made from synthetic materials, which 
lasts longer and wears better than hu- 
man hair. 


Bachtell, who also wears a hairpiece, 


is secretary of the 'Hair Goods Institute 
for Men of America and his statistics 
show that $200 million worth of hair- 
pieces were sold in this country last year 
with estimates ranging up to $1 billion by 
1980; 


And when more men get wind that 


such personalities as Burt Reynolds, 
Lome Greene and thousands of other ce- 
lebrities have resorted to wearing hair- 
pieces sales their desirability will prob- 
ably increase dramatically.

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Nixon follows public opinion—-he 'II pay his back taxes

Reactions varied Wednesday to a con- 


gressional committee's staff report that 
Richard Nixon owes the government 
nearly a half million dollars in unpaid 
taxes, but there was unanimity on one 
point: The President should pay his 
taxes like you and me. 


The Joint Congressional Committee on 


Internal Revenue Taxation Wednesday 
made public a report that concluded that 
the President and his wife owe a min- 
imum of $476.431 in back taxes and inter- 
est for the years 1969 through 1972. Nixon 


said yesterday he will pay the taxes. 


Reactions gathered by Herald report- 


ers ranged from the opinion of a Wheel- 
ing man that the tax matter is "the clin- 
cher on impeachment," to a Schaumburg 
woman who declared, "1 think he's a 
very maligned man who has been tried 
and convicted by the press." 
i , 


NORTHWEST suburban congressmen, 


Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, and Rep. 
Samuel H. Young, R-lOth, agreed how- 
ever that. the committee report would 
have little initial impact on members of 
the House as far as the possible im- 


peachment or resignation of the Presi- 
dent is concerned. 


C r a n e said Rep. Wilbur Mills, 


D-Arkansas, vice chairman of the joint 
committee emphasized on the floor of the 
House that the committee had made no 
judgment on whether there was any 
fraud or negligence involved in tlje tax 
returns. 


Crane said he believed the great ma- 


jority of congressmen would reserve 
. judgment until such a determination is. 
made. 


Young, who has considerable experi- 


ence as a tax attorney, said, "There are 
reasonable legal arguments supporting 
the President's position, just as there are 
reasonable arguments opposing it." 


ANOTHER ATTORNEY, Richard Cow- 


en, recently retired Wheeling Township 
Republican committeeman, agreed with 
Young's assessment, 'but pointed out a 
possible adverse reaction on the part of 
the public. 


"From a legal perspective," said Cow- 


en, "it is a question of whether the mat- 
ters involved are the subject of an honest 
legal dispute. If they are, there should 


not be any adverse reaction to the Presi- 
dent." 


But Cowen said the sum named by the 


congressional committee is "a pretty 
staggering amount of money," and said 
he anticipated that the public reaction 
"is going to be very strong" against Nix- 
on. 


CARL HANSEN, Elk Grove Township 


GOP committeeman, said the impact of 
the report would depend somewhat on 
the vote it received by the full com- 
mittee. "If it was unanimous, there 
would probably be a strong reaction. But 


if it were a split vote that looked parti- 
san, it will be questioned." 


The joint committee is composed of six 


Democrats and four Republicans, in- 
.eluding Re*p. Harold Collier, R-Riverside. 
Neither the committee staff nor Collier's 
office was able to report Wednesday 
whether the committee had voted on ap- 
proval of the staff report. According to

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Fines for overtime parking may be 
doubled if downtown report OKd

Des Plaines drivers may find them- 


selves paying twice as much for over- 
time parking tickets in the future if the 
city council adopts recommendations in- 
cluded in an engineer's analysis of the 
downtown parking situation. 


The proposal would bike fines to $1 for 


the first shopper parking violation which 
would be tripled to $3 if not paid within 
48 hours. A second 13 fine would be lev- 
ied if a vehicle is still parked illegally 
two hours after the first violation is giv- 
en. 


Present shopper parking fine Is 50 


cents initially, $2 if the vehicle remains 
illegally parked two hours after the first 
violation, and a $3 penalty if the fine is 
not paid within seven days. Commuter 
parking fines are $2 with a $6 penalty for 
nonpayment. 


The recommendation on fines is con- 


tained in a report prepared by the H. W. 
Lochner Co. engineering firm on the im- 
provement of parking in downtown Des 
PUinea. 


THE HIKE in parking fines and a 


crackdown on violators is charaterized 
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as a key to successfully funding a $3.5 
million revenue bond parking lot im- 
provement program. 


The program includes funds for con- 


struction of a multi-deck parking garage 
on Ellinwood Street adjacent to the Su- 
perblock building. 


The program also calls for the con- 


struction of several parking lots in the 
downtown area to improve parking for 
both shoppers and commuters. 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel 


said he intends to call a city council com- 
mittee of the whole meeting next Thurs- 
day to discuss the Lochner report and 
the proposed Ellinwood Street garage, 
which has a $1.6 million price tag. 


CURRENT CITY plans call for'all of 


the parking improvements to be paid for 
through funds paid by motorists who use 
the parking facilities. Behrel is also in 
the midst of negotiating an agreement 
with the developers of the Superblock fa- 
cility to lease 406 spaces in the Ellinwood 
Street garage. 


Behrel said recently the tentative 


agreement calls for the developers to 
pay $20 per month per space. However 
some aldermen apparently will raise ob- 
jections to this rate and attempt to seek 
a higher charge for the lease agreement.

sent revenue received from fines in- 
dicates a low level of enforcement and a 
low scale of fine charges.

Plaines has the lowest fine collection 
rate per parking meter in the suburban 
areas which Lochner also studied. 
. "However with enforcement rate now 
being achieved there is no motivation 
for payment of meter charges and cer- 
tainly 'no significant revenue produc- 
tion," the report states.

'Cooperation? called key to end flooding

Two Des Plaines officials said Wednes- 


day that cooperation between community 
officials throughout the area may be the 
key to s o l v i n g regional flooding 
problems. 


Both City Engineer Robert Bowen and 


Michael Richardson, director of.planning 
and zoning, indicated that an individual 
community cannot do much by itself to 
correct flooding problems. 


Bowen noted that Des Plaines has 
enacted the same water retention-provi- 
sions as the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict. Bowen also noted that the city has 
allocated a major portion of the nearly 
$900,000 in federal revenue funds on 
storm sewer and water retention pro- 
grams. 


Bowen said part of the problem affect- 


ing the city is sanitary sewers backing 
up into private homes (surcharging). 


He indicated this problem would not be 
solved until major improvements are 
.made by the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict. The proposed Deep Tunnel Plan 
and a major water treatment plant in 
Des Plaines are two projects planned by 
the MSD which would help the city, he 
said. 


BOWEN SAID that the city's new shut- 


off-valve program could help relieve

Stavros extorted $290,000 in Wheeling: U.S.

James Stavros, former Wheeling Twp. 


Democratic 
Committeeman, 
extorted 


1210,000 from developers in Wheeling, ac- 
cording to a new list of federal evidence 
against him disclosed Wednesday in U.S. 
District Court 


A bill of particulars of the govern- 


ment's caw disclosed $149,000 of alleged- 
ly extorted money, In addition to the pre- 
v i o u s l y listed $141,000 extorted by 
Stavros, according to indictments re- 
turned against him. 


Stavros, 3705 Whirlaway Dr., North- 


brook, was indicted Jan. 31 by a special 
federal grand jury on 10 counts of ex- 
tortion and conspiracy. He has been a 
behind-the-scenes influence in village 
government for more than a decade. 


THE U.S. ATTORNEY'S office also 


disclosed it has evidence that: 


• Stavros forced Northern Illinois Con- 


struction Co. to contribute $2,500 to Sec. 
of State Michael Hewlett's campaign in 
August 1972 and another $2,500 payable 
to former State's Atty. Edward Hanra- 
ban's campaign in September 1972. 


• Four developers were each required 


to purchase 10 cases of liquor from Mark 
Drugs. 303 E. Dundee Rd., Wheeling, 
with the liquor being delivered to 
Stavros' home. The purchases totaled 
$2,507.23 


• The Clayton House Restaurant, 1090 


S. Milwaukee Ave., was the site where 
Stavros collected $48,000 from three de- 
velopers between February, 1970 and 
April, 1971. The payoffs were made both 
In the parking lot and inside the reatau- 
rant.

Illinois Secy, of State Michael Howlett 


Edward Hanra- 
han each received a $2,500 campaign 
contribution extorted from a developer in 
1972 by James Stavros, the U.S. Attor- 
ney's Office charged Wednesday. 


The charge was contained in a bill of 


particulars filed. in U.S. District Court 
and made1 public for the first time 
Wednesday. 


Stavros, former Wheeling Township 


Democratic .committeeman, was indicted 
Jan. 31 on 10 counts of extortion and con- 
spiracy in connection with shakedowns of 
builders and developers in the Village of 
Wheeling. 


Among the revelations in the bill, of 


particulars, which added $149,000 to the 
total Stavros allegedly extorted, are: 


• A $2,500 check, dated Aug. 9, 1972, to

• The Tekton Corporation paid Stavros 


$40,000 in 1970, the second largest alleged 
payoff cited in the case against Stavros. 
Tekton officials previously denied paying 
off Stavros for zoning and building fa- 
vors, although they admitted being pres- 
sured by Stavros. 


• An unidentified bagman picked up 


$25,000 from the office of Harold Freier- 
berg, attorney for Northern Illinois Con-

problems until the MSD facilities are 
completed. The city is presently in- 
stalling valves to be used to close off 
sewer lines to prevent surcharging. 


Richardson said he believes the city 


will be able to get into more sophis- 
ticated flood control planning as soon as 
the U.S. Department of Housing and Ur- 
bun Development (HUD) finishes de- 
tailed maps outlining the flood hazard 
areas in Dos Plaines. 


Recently approved federal regulations 


outlines those areas which are prone to 
flooding and requires persons purchasing 
property on those areas to have flood in- 
surance as a condition of obtaining a fed- 
erally insured mortgage. 


RICHARDSON SAID as soon as those 


maps and others which are being pre- 
pared by the Cook County Soil and Water 
Conservation District are completed, the 
city will be able to determine in what 
areas development will be allowed. 


"It may be that we can allow devel- 


opment around the fringe of some areas 
which are considered flood prone, but we 
need more sophisticated information be- 
fore that decision can be made," Rich- 
ardson said. 


Richardson said he does not know if 


the city council has any present plans to 
adopt regulations regarding storm water 
retention more stringent than the MSD's. 


He also noted that completion of the 


Salt Creek Water Treatment Plant in 
Schaumburg should take a load off some 
of the MSD interceptors which now flow 
through DCS Plaines. He added this could 
ease the surcharging problem that Some 
people are now experiencing. 


RICHARDSON AGREED with Bowen 


that flooding problems require coopera- 
tion between towns if a solution is to be 
found. 


"The problem has to be looked at on at 


least a drainage basin region level, rath- 
er than individual towns.'' he said. 


He indicated that officials must look at 


what happens in other towns, because 
flood control measures that are taken in 
one community could be nullified by un- 
solved problems created upstream from 
them.

IN AN INTERVIEW yesterday, May- 


field, 46, cited better communications be- 
tween the homeowners and the fire dis- 
trict as a major reason for seeking a 
trusteeship. 


"We just want to keep those lines of 


communication open," he said. "The dis- 
' ict has taken a standoffish attitude and 
was not making us aware of what they 
were planning in the district until just 
recently." 


Mayfield also said he would like to see 


the district become more involved in 
township zoning matters. 


Homeowners contend that increasing

New approach should make 
social studies interesting 


Social studies classes in Dist. 59 prom- 


ise lo be a lot more interesting next year 
thanks to a new teaching approach in- 
volving extensive use of films, records, 
games and other activities. 


The school board officially has ap- 


proved adoption of the >new program, fol- 
lowing the recommendation of a teach- 
ers' committee which has been studying 
and preparing the new program since 
September. 


Adopted was (he Holt, Rinchart and 


Winston "Databank" series for grades 
one through six. New texts, emphasizing 
Canada, Latin America and American 
history, were approved for grades seven 
and eight. 


"THE.DATABANK SYSTEM has three 


components and is more than just a text- 
book approach to the teaching of social 
studies," said a report filed by the com- 
mittee. "It is a multimedia informational 
source for children to use." 


According to the report, the databank 


itself, including filmstrips, recordings, 
data-cards, foldouts and games, makes 
ufj the first component. 


The textbook is the second component. 


Texts are written to the reading level of 
each grade. According to the report, so- 
cial studies texts have traditionally been 
written above grade level. 


The third component is the teacher's 


guide, a comprehensive aide which de- 
velops strategies for instruction and has 
a variety of teaching techniques designed 
to motivate students. 


BOTH THE SLOW and rapid learner 


are taken into account by the databank 
system, according to the report. The 
slow learner benefits from the variety of 
information sources. He's able to use 
more of his senses while learning and 
does not lose interest because of low 
reading ability, according to the report. 


The rapid learner is challenged by the 


varied data sources offered and is en- 
couraged to proceed in independent ac- 
tivities, the report states. 


"The approach is for children to take 


the information, and make their own de- 
cisions, 
rather 
than 
just 
memorize 


facts," said Mary Lou Hoeksema, a Dist. 
59 teacher who is co-chairman of the So- 
cial Studies Committee. Mrs. Hoeksema 
added that all the materials used in the 
program, such as filmstrips, come with 


the program and are right where they 
belong — in the school at all times. 


THE SEVENTH-GRADE program will 


center around two basic areas of study. 
The first semester deals with Canada 
and Latin America; the second semester 
will review the founding of the United 
States. 


The eighth grade, which traditionally 


studies American History, <vill continue 
to, according to Mrs. Hoeksema. The 
book used will be Rand McNally's "Free 
and the Brave" which is already in use 
at three of the district's five junior highs. 


The eighth-grade text is written at the 


seventh grade reading level, compared 
to many others which are written at 
grade levels of nine to 12, according to 
Mrs. Hoeksema. 


AS A HELP IN setting up the new pro- 


gram in grades 1-6, the publishing com- 
pany will send .a representative who will 
meet with selected teachers from each 
school. The teachers will serve as a link 
between the publishing company' repre- 
sentative and other classroom teachers. 


The new program will be adopted next 


year at a cost of about $55,000, according 
to Erwin Stevenson, assistant superin- 
tendent for curriculum.

up of teachers representing each school 
in the district.

Parents, many of whom were unaware

ing this way to let the children go," Hu- 
lett said. 


Children were kept in the school halls 


until the all clear was sounded at 4 p.m.

School switchboards were jammed in 


many cases, with calls from parents call- 
ing to check on their children. 


The tornado warning is much more in- 


frequent 
than a tornado watch. The 


warning is sounded when tornadoes have 
actually been sighted in the area. A 
watch only indicates that conditions for 
tornadoes exist.

Nixon follows public opinion—he'll.pay his back taxes 


by BOB I.AHEY 


Reactions varied Wednesday to a con- 


gressional committee's staff report that 
Richard 
Nixon owes the government 


nearly a half million dollars in unpaid 
taxes, but there was unanimity on one 
point: Tlit; President should pay his 
taxes like you and me. 


The Joint Congressional Committee on 


Internal Revenue Triw'ion Wednesday 
made public a report that concluded that 
the President and his, wife owe a min- 
imum of $476.431 in back taxes and Inter- 
est for the years Ifltis through 19V2. N'lxon 


said yesterday he will pay the taxes. 


Reactions gathered by Herald report- 


ers ranged from the opinion of a Wheel- 
Ing man that the tax matter is "the clin- 
cher on impeachment." to a Schaumburg 
woman who declared. "I think he's a 
very maligned man who has been tried 
and convicted by the press.1' 


NORTHWEST suburban congressmen, 


Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, and Rep. 
Samuel H. Young, R-lOth, agreed how- 
ever that the committee report would 
have little initial impact on members of 
the House as far as the possible im- 


peachment or resignation of the Presi- 
dent is concerned. 


C r a n e said Rep. Wilbur Mills, 


D-Arkansas, vice chairman of the joint 
committee emphasized on the floor of the 
House that the committee had made no 
judgment on whether there was any 
fraud or negligence involved in the tax 
returns. 


Crane said he believed the great ma- 


jority of 'congressmen would reserve 
judgment until such a determination is 
made. 


Young, who has considerable experi- 


ence as a tax attorney, said, "There are 
reasonable legal arguments supporting 
the President's position, just as there are 
reasonable arguments opposing it." 


ANOTHER ATTORNEY, Richard Cow- 


en, recently retired Wheeling Township 
Republican committeeman, agreed with 
Young's assessment, but pointed out a 
possible adverse reaction on the part of 
the public. 


"From a legal perspective," said Cow- 


en, "it is a question of whether the mat- 
ters involved are the subject of an honest 
legal dispute. If they are, there should 


not be any adverse reaction to the Presi- 
dent." 


But Cowen said the sum named by the 


congressional committee is "a pretty 
staggering amount of money," and said 
he anticipated that the public reaction 
"is going to be very strong" against Nix- 
on. 


CARL HANSEN, Elk Grove Township 


GOP committeeman, said the impact of 
the report would depend somewhat on 
the vote it received by the full com- 
mittee. "If it was unanimous, there 
would probably be a strong reaction. But 


if it were a split vote that looked parti- 
san, it will be questioned." 


The joint committee is 'composed of six

Grove Village, said Don Ciaglia, village 
engineer 


"We are not completely immune to the 


threat of flooding, but when other com- 
munities around u» were half under wa- 
ter during "the last big flooding, wo had 
only two trouble spots," Ciaelia said. 
"Hardly a big problem, but one we are 
concerned with." he added 


The engineer disputes a recent Metro- 


politan Sanitary District report that files 
Elk Grove Village as lacking in flood wa- 
ter retention area-; 


CIAGIIA SAID the village has. since 


the MSD put its retention ordinances Into 
effect, cooperated fully by asking all de- 
velopers to provide water storage when 
building 


"But. we did this well before the MSD 


asked us to, and continue to impose this 
ruling in our industrial park even though 
it and other portions of the village he In 
DuPage County and out of the MSD ju- 
risdiction." Ciaglia said 


"Several homes had flooded yards and 


the Elk Grove Village Library' at Cypress 


Street 
and 
Kennedy 
Boulevard 
was 


flooded when Salt Creek went wild with 
flood water lasl year," he said. 


"To my knowledge that was the first 


Salt Creek bank overflow recorded in our 
town and we. as a village, were pow- 
erless to stop the flooding," Ciaglia said. 


SINCE THAT TIME the Division of 


Waterways is working on a flooding solu- 
tion to benefit all suburbs the creek flows 
through, he added. Residents living near 
the creek arc eligible to purchase flood 
insurance through a federal plan 


"The Shadywood and Wildwood Street 


storm sewer was found to be lacking dur- 
ing heavy rains and the village I? now in 
the process of obtaining an easement 
from Commonwealth Edison to install a 
larger storm sewer to handle water that 
floods streets in the area," Ciaglia said. 


"The most serious problem we have is 


with sewage backup in that same area," 
said the engineer. "Only MSD can help 
us with that problem." 


Ciaglia explained that sewage from the 


area goes to the MSD Oakton Street in- 
terceptor. "Our village is at the head of 
the line and the line goes on to collect 


Des Plaines and Park Ridge sewage. 


"Theoretically, it sounds as if we 


should have no problems, but actually 
our sewage can't get into the interceptor 
during heavy rainfall because sewage 
and storm water from downstream is 
backing up." 


CIAGLIA SAID parts of D-.o Plaines 


have combined sanitary and storm water 
sewers. "It's my belief that this burdens 
the interceptor line unmercifully and it 
can't handle the flow." he said. 


"I'm not blaming Des Plaines, this is a 


line put in by the MSD and they are well 
aware of the problem, and plan to build 
a new facility called the O'Hare plant In 
Des Plaines. 


"The new plant would accept the Oak- 


ton interceptor sewage and other lines 
and would cure us of our sewer prob- 
lem," Ciaglia said. 


Ciaglia said upstream communities do 


not create a storm water problem for 
Elk Grove Village. 


"In the almost three years I've been 


engineer here I could count flooding com- 
plaints on one hand," Ciaglia said. 


Ciaglia said he believes the MSD re- 


port did not take all types of water reten- 
tion or detention into consideration. 


As an example, he cited the Chrysler 


plant built before 1972 at the Devon Ave- 
nue and Busse Road intersection. "The 
plant has an extensive 
underground 


storm water detention system. We asked 
the developer for this protection," he 
said. 
* 


OTHER FACTORIES in the industrial 


park have deep ditches and swale areas 
behind the plants. "Perhaps this is not 
pond retention but it should count for re- 
tention as a holding area. And I don't 
think the MSD took it into consid- 
eration"," said Ciaglia. 


Elk Grove Village recently formed a 


flood control committee. Its members 
are presently working on an ordinance 
that would seek flood control from devel- 
opers no matter what the size of the de- 
velopment. "The MSD ordinance just ap- 
plies to the big developers," said Ciaglia. 


The committee is also looking at flood 


control measures for undeveloped areas 
of Elk Grove Village and will review all 
new areas considered for annexation.

Stavros extorted $290,000 in Wheeling: U.S.

$290,000 from developers in Wheeling, ac- 
cording to a new list of federal evidence 
against him disclosed Wednesday in U.S. 
District Court 


A bill of particulars of the govern- 


ment's case disclosed $140,000 of alleged- 
ly extorted money. In addition to the pre- 
v i o u s l y listed $141,000 extorted by 
Stavros, according to indictments re- 
turned against him. 


Stavros, 3705 Whirlaway Dr., North- 


brook, was indicted Jan. 31 by a special 
Federal grand jury on 10 counts of ex- 
tortion and conspiracy. He has been a 
behind-the-scenes influence In village 
government for more than a decade. 


THE U.S. ATTORNEY'S office also 


disclosed it has evidence that: 


• Stavros forced Northern Illinois Con- 


struction Co. to contribute $2,500 to Sec. 
of State Michael Hewlett's campaign in 
August 1972 and another $2,500 payable 
to former State's Atty. Edward Hanra- 
han's campaign in September 1972. 


• Four developers were each required 


to purchase 10 cases of liquor from Mark 
Drugs.

Stavros' home. The purchases totaled

Did shakedown money reach campaign 
coffers?

Democratic committeeman, was Indicted 
Jan. 31 on 10 counts of extortion and con- 
spiracy in connection with shakedowns of 
builders and developers in the Village of 
Wheeling. 


Among the revelations in the bill of 


particulars, which added $148,000 to the 
total Stavros allegedly extorted, are:

Parents, many of whom were unaware 


of the policy, showed up at the schools 
creating minor traffic jams, the worst of 
which was reported to be at Grove Ju- 
nior High. 


Although the actual tornado warning 


wasn't sounded until 3:33 p.m.. Hulett 
said he recommended the children be 
kept in school when he was contacted by 
Dist. 59 sometime before 3 p.m.

Manuel's forte: Tae Kwon Do 
Conant sophomore teaches self defense

"Ayee!" 
In 
one 
motion, 
Manuel 
Rodriguez 


whirls around, kicks above the head of 
his opponent and with one quick slice of 
his outstretched hand he hurtles him to 
the mat. 


Rodriguez, a sophomore at Conant 


High School, is teaching an art of self- 
defense called Tae Kwon Do, a com- 
bination of karate and judo, to fellow stu- 
dents. They meet in the gymnasium 
three days a week after school. 


The 35 students in the group, which in- 


cludes three girls, practice side by side 
with the wrestling, track, volleyball and 
badminton teams. Rodriguez, who stud- 
ied Tae Kwon Do for nearly three years 
in New York, says it is just as safe as 
any of the other sports and the students 
probably benefit more from it. 


"It's no more dangerous than wres- 


tling," says Rodriguez. "You learn con- 
trol. You learn when to strike hard and 
when to strike soft," he says. 


Cartoons, play set

In actual fighting the blow is 
struck witli the ball of the foot, says Rod- 
riguez, but when it is done as a sport it is 
struck with the top of the foot and is 
nothing more than a slap. 


The students practice Tae Kwon Do 


only as a sport. Nevertheless, they must 
have their parents' signature on a per- 
mission slip to join the group. The stu- 
dents hope to get their group recognized 
by the board of education as an official 
school club which would qualify them for 
insurance through the school, says Rodri- 
guez. Their sponsors, teachers Josephine 
Riccardo and Bill William Myers, are 
backing them up, he says. 


The group is open to all students who 


are interested in learning this art of self 
defense, says Rodriguez. The lessons are 
free. Rodriguez says he decided to teach 
Tae Kwon Do to other students when he 
moved here last summer because he had 
learned so much from it himself. "I'd 
like to give them the same chance I 
had," he says. 


Rodriguez thinks of Tae Kwon Do as an 


art, not just a sport. The movements are 
smooth, almost graceful. "The beauty of 
it is almost like a ballet," he says. "Ev- 
erything you do you picture in your head 
a split second before you do it." 


BUT THE philosophy of Tae Kwon Do 


is even more important to Rodriguez and 
his students than the physical move- 
ments. It teaches self-discipline, says 
Rodriguez and is almost like a religion. 
"By teaching it the right way you can 


teach 'people to respect each other," he 
says. 


Mike Gale, member of the group, 


agrees. "The more you learn it the more 
you learn respect for other people." 


"You don't practice Tae Kwon Do to 


fight but to improve your way of think- 
ing, to give yourself a discipline," says 
Rodriguez. It helps develop an "inner 
strength," he says. "It's mind over mat- 
ter." 


Some students who can't get into other 


sports, gets interested in Tae Kwon Do, 
says Mike. All it takes is "knowledge 
and patience," he says. "You don't have 
to be physically strong." 


"It gives a person a feeling of accom- 


plishment," says Mike. "Anybody can do 
it if they put their mind to it. It doesn't 
take a superman."

Stavros, 3705 Whirlaway Dr.. North- 


brook, was indicted Jan. 31 by a special 
federal grand jury on 10 counts of ex- 
tortion and conspiracy. He has been a 
behind-the-scenes influence in village 
government for more than a decade. 


THE U.S. ATTORNEY'S office also 


disclosed it has evidence that:

A revamping of the Northwest Munici- 


pal Conference to provide the manpower 
to implement regional service programs 
has been recommended by Village Pres.

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Hair-raising news 


Lack of locks can make you look older, 


but good hairpiece restores youthfulhess 


Youth-oriented men are getting further 


ahead these days because of a switch to 
hairpieces. 


"Hair Is the thing today. If you haven't 


got it you look outdated, older," said 
Keith Bachtell. owner of Keith's Ltd., a 
combination hairstyling business and 
men's hair replacement studio. 


Bachtell is prospering from the search 


for the youthful, dominant image that 
has escaped millions of men because 
they are bald or have thin hair. He ob- 
liges his customers by fitting them with 
hairpieces that suit their personality 
and lifestyles. 


HIS DBS PLA1NES business caters to 


suburbanites-on-the-go. He matches man 
to rug, taking into account the type of 
work he does, what kind of physical ac- 
tivities he participates in and what social 
circles he revolves around. 


"Hair is the main feature in a man's 


appearance. It frames the face. A hair- 
piece is like wearing a new suit, It can 
change a man's whole attitude toward 
life." 


Bachtell explained that a good hair- 


piece is one nobody notices. 


"The only hairpieces seen on the street' 


are done improperly or worn wrong," he 


said. "That's why people get a bad im- 
pression of hairpieces. The nice stuff is 
never seen. Eighty per cent are so good 
nobody, knows one is being worn." 


The hair business has been good to 


Bachtell (it's been doubling every month 
for the past few months) and he said he 
strives to return the favor. "I'm dedi- 
cated to the idea that the work I do 
should be done right," he said. 


THAT WOKJt includes styling, custom 


designed hairpieces, hair bonding and 
the services and repairs needed to up- 
keep his products one they are sold, 
that is, cleaning and reshaping hair- 
pieces. 


The bonding method is becoming popu- 


lar and Bachtell is pushing the Apollo 
Hair Bond to his customers, though he 
makes a concerted effort to find the al- 
ternative that best suits the individual 
customer. 


Basically, the bonding method consists 


of attaching hair to hair. The base 01 the 
hairpiece is round mesh with hair around 
that. With a crochet needle the fake hair 
is attached to the real hair. 


The cost of this method is 'between $250 


ane $500 depending on the quality of the 
hairpiece used, said Bachtell. It. takes 
anywhere from 2 to 2% Hours to put on 
and is expected to last a couple of years, 
if it is cared for properly. It costs anoth- 
er $15 to 'have the hairpiece rebonded ev- 
ery six weeks to two months. This pro- 
cess tafces about 30 minutes. 


AS THE demand for hairpieces has 


grown so has the material used to make 
them. Two years ago, said Bachtell, 90 
per cent of all hairpieces were made 
from human hair. Today, 80 per cent are . 
made from synthetic materials, which 
lasts longer and wears better than hu- 
man hair. 


Bachtell, who also wears a hairpiece, 


is secretary of the Hair Goods Institute 
for Men of America and his statistics 
show that, $200 million worth of hair- 
pieces were sold in this country last year : 
with estimates ranging up to $1 billion by 
1980. 


And when more men get wind that 


such personalities as Burt Reynolds, 
Lome Greene and thousands of other ce- 
lebrities have resorted to wearing hair- 
pieces sales their desirability will prob- 
ably increase dramatically. 
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Take heart. Here's a 
fre'sh idea — color 
will liven up walls;

Nixon follows public opinion—he'll pay his back taxes 


LAHEY 


Relictions varied Wednesday to a con- 


gressional committee's staff report that 
Richard Nixon owes the government 
nearly a half million dollars in unpaid 
taxes, but there was unanimity on one 
point: The President should pay his 
taxes like you and me. 


The Joint Congressional Committee on 


Internal Revenue Taxation Wednesday 
made public a report that concluded that 
the President and his wife o\ve a min- 
imum of $47(j, (31 in back taxes and Inter- 
est for the years, 1969 through 1972. Nixon 


said yesterday he will pay the taxes. 


Reactions gathered by Herald report- 


ers ranged from the opinion of a Wheel- 
ing man that the tax matter is "the clin- 
cher on impeachment," to a Schaumburg 
woman who declared, "I think he's a 
very maligned man who has been tried 
and convicted by the press." 


NORTHWEST suburban congressmen, 


Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, and Rep. 
Samuel H. Young, R-lOth, agreed how- 
ever that the committee report would 
have little initial impact on members of 
the House as far as the possible im- 


peachment or resignation of the Presi- 
dent is concerned, 


C r a n e said Rep. Wilbur 
Mills, 


D-Arkansas, vice chairman of the joint 
committee emphasized on the floor of the 
House that the committee had made no 
judgment on whether there was (any 
fraud or. negligence involved In the tax 
returns. 


Crane said he believed the great ma- 


jority of congressmen would reserve 
judgment until such a determination is 
made. 


Young, who has considerable experi- 


ence as a tax attorney, said, "There are 
reasonable legal arguments supporting 


. the President's position, just as there are 


reasonable arguments opposing it." 


ANOTHER ATTORNEY, Richard Cow- 


en, recently, retired Wheeling Township 
Republican committeeman, agreed with 
Young's assessment, but pointed out a 
possible adverse reaction on the part of 
the public. 


"From a legal perspective," said Cow- 


en, "it is a question of whether the mat- 
ters involved are the subject of an honest 
legal dispute. If they are, there should 


not be any adverse reaction to the Presi- 
dent." 


But Cowen'said the sum named by the 


congressional committee is "a pretty 
staggering amount of money," and said 
he anticipated that the public reaction 
"is going to be very strong" against Nix- 
on. 


CARL HANSEN, Elk Grove Township 


GOP committeeman, said the impact of 
the report would depend somewhat on 
the vote it received by the full com- 
mittee 
"If it was unanimous, there 


would probably be a strong reaction. But 


if it were a split vote that looked parti- 
san, it will be questioned." 


The joint committee is composed of six 


Democrats and four Republicans, in- 
cluding Rep Harold Collier, R-Riverside. 
Neither the committee staff nor Collier's 
office was able to report Wednesday 
whether the committee had voted on ap- 
proval of the staff report. According to 
United Press International, the vote to 
make the report public was 9-1.

A bill of particulars of the govern- 


ment's case disclosed $149.000 of alleged- 
ly extorted money, in addition to the pre- 
v i o u s l y listed $141,000 extorted by 
Stavros. according to indictments re- 
turned against him. 


Stavios, 3705 Whirlaway Dr., North- 


brook, was indicted Jan. 31 by a special 
federal grand jury on 19 counts of ex- 
tortion and conspiracy. He has been a 
behind-the-scenes 
influence In village 


government for more than a decade. 


THE U.S. ATTORNEY'S office also 


disclosed it has evidence that: 


• Stavros forced Northern Illinois Con- 


struction Co. to contribute $2,500 to Sec. 
of State Michael Hewlett's campaign in 
August 1972 and another $2,501) payable 
to former State's Atty.

Did shakedown money reach campaign coffers?

Democratic committeeman, was indicted 
Jan. 31 on 10 counts of extortion and con- 
spiracy in connection with shakedowns of 
builders and developers in the Village of 
Wheeling. 


Among the revelations in the bill of 


particulars, which added $149,000 to the 
total Stavros allegedly extorted, are: 


• A $2,500 check, dated Aug. 9,1972, to 


the Michael Howlett Campaign for Secre- 


Edward V.

the Edward Hanrahan Campaign for 
Cook County State's Attorney. The check 
was mailed to Stavros' home by Harold 
Feierberg, an attorney for Northern Illi- 
nois Construction. 


THE COMPANY, headed by Richard 


• The Tekton Corporation paid Stavros 


$40,000 in 1970, the second largest alleged 
payoff cited in the case against Stavros. 
Tekton officials previously denied paying 
off Stavros for zoning and building fa- 
vors, although they admitted being pres- 
sured by Stavros. 


• An unidentified bagman picked up 


$25,000 from the office of Harold Freier- 
berg, attorney for Northern Illinois Con- 


struction Co., in December 1972. Nicholas 
Phillips, a Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals employe and Stavros' cousin, 
has been identified by a government wit- 
ness as the bagman that collected $50,000 
extorted from Wickes, Inc. in 1971. He 
was also indicted along with Stavros and 
four others Jan. 31. 


• Zale Construction Co., developer of 


Lakeside Villas, was required to hire a 


painter named Sal Parenti to paint 
Stavros' $100,000 house in 1971. 


THE BILL OF particulars was filed in 


answer to a motion by Stavros' attorney. 
It outlines the date and place' of all pay- 
ments alleged in the indictment, and dis- 
closes several payments not included in 
the indictment. 


The government plans to use evidence 


of the nine additional alleged payoffs to

Flood-insurance 
ruling won't have 
wide impact here 


by TON! GINNETTI 


A new federal requirement that would 


make the purchase of federally subsi- 
dized flood insurance mandatory for 
mortgages on homes built on flood-prone 
areas probably will affect only a small 
section of Rolling Meadows. 


The requirement, which means a Fed- 


eral Housing Authority (FHA) or Veter- 
ans Administration (VA) mortgage loan 
cannot be issued unless flood risk homes 
carry flood insurance, will ^apparently 
pertain to homes within "special flood 
hazard areas" near Central Road. 


The area is approximately bounded by 


East Frontage Road, Bobwhite Court to 
Owl Drive, Peacock Lane to Central 
Road, Peacock Court to Barker Drive, 
Brookmeade Drive to Central Road and 
back to East Frontage. 


Other special flood hazard areas, as 


outlined on maps issued by the U.S. De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment, are confined to park lands run- 
ning along the banks of Salt Creek. 


ACCORDING TO the federal require- 


ment, homes lying within the flood areas 
and which are purchased with FHA, VA 
or other federally subsidized loans will 
be required to carry federally under- 
written flood insurance. 


The insurance coSts 25 cents for each 


$100 of coverage on property damage and 
35 cents for each $100 coverage on home 
contents. Total cost at maximum cov- 
erage would be about $122. 


The 
flood-insurance purchase 
also 


would be required of homeowners taking 
out a new loan on their property or modi- 
fying an existing loan. 


The effect of the new ruling on home 


sellings will not be known for a while, 
according to Joe Stramaglia, a real es- 
tate broker with Kole Realty in Rolling 
Meadows. "I don't really know how it 
will affect things," he said. "Actually we 
have gotten the word on it but we still 
have not been notified as to what areas 
are involved." 


Stramaglia said the ruling apparently 


only applies to federally subsidized 
loans. Loans acquired through con- 
ventional banks or lending institutions 
may not be contingent on the purchase of 
flood insurance, he said. 


HOWEVER. Paul Downing, a senior 


vice president and secretary of Uptown 
Federal Savings and Loan Assn. of 
Chicago said Tuesday the requirement 
will extend to all mortgage financing. 


"We have only several FHA mortgages 


pending," Stramaglia said. "At this point 
we have not been required to buy it (the 
flood insurance)." 


He added the new ruling may "make it 


less desirable to sell an FHA or VA 
mortgaged home." 


Stramaglia said the flood insurance re- 


quirement 
might be "a 
reasonable 


thing." He said in portions of the city 
where flooding is a problem, it would be 
beneficial to notify prospective buyers of 
the problem. "It will be a protective 
measure for the buyer."

ers ranged from the opinion of a Wheel- 
ing man that the tax matter is "the clin- 
cher on Impeachment," to a Schaumburg 
woman who declared, "I think he's a 
very maligned man who has been tried 
and convicted by the press " 


NORTHWEST suburban congressmen, 


Rep Philip M Crane, R-12th, and Rep 
Samuel H Young, R-lOth, agreed how- 
ever that the committee report would 
have little initial impact on members of 
the House as far as the possible im- 


peachment or resignation of the Presi- 
dent is concerned 


C r a n e said Rep 
Wilbur Mills, 


D-Arkansas, vice chairman of the joint 
committee emphasized on the floor of the 
House that the committee had made no 
judgment on whether there was any 
fraud or negligence involved in the tax

Crane said he believed the great ma- 


jority of congressmen would reserve 
judgment until such a determination is 
made 


Young, who has considerable experi- 


ence as a tax attorney, said, "There are 
reasonable legal arguments supporting 
the President's position, just as there are

Nixon follows public opinion—he'll pay his back taxes 


by BOB LAHEY 


Reactions varied Wednesday to a con- 


gressional committee's staff report that 
Richard Nixon owes the government 
nearly a half million dollars in unpaid 
taxes, but there was unanimity on one 
point: The President should pay his 
taxes like you and me. 


The Joint Congressional Committee onr 


Internal Revenue Taxation Wednesday 
made public a report that concluded that 
the President and his wife owe a min- 
imum of $478,431 in back taxes and inter- 
est for the years 1969 through 1972. Nixon 


said yesterday he will pay the taxes. 


Reactions gathered by Herald report- 


ers ranged from the opinion of a Wheel- 
ing man that the tax matter is "the clin- 
cher on impeachment," to a Schaumburg 
woman who declared, "I think he's a 
very maligned man who has been tried 
and convicted by the press." 


NORTHWEST suburban congressmen, 


Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, and Rep. 
Samuel H. Young, R-lOth, agreed how- 
ever that the' committee report would 
have little initial impact on members of 
the House as far as the possible im- 


peachment or resignation of the Presi- 
dent is concerned. 


C r a n e said Rep. 
Wilbur 
Mills, 


D-Arkansas, vice chairman of the joint 
committee emphasized on the floor of the 
House that the committee had made no 
judgment on whether there was any 
fraud or negligence involved In the tax 
returns. 


Crane said he believed the great ma- 


jority of congressmen 
would reserve 


judgment until such a determination is 
made. 


Young, who has considerable experi- 


ence as a tax attorney, said, "There are, 
reasonable legal- arguments supporting 
the President's position, just as there are 
reasonable arguments opposing it." 


ANOTHER ATTORNEY, Richard Cow- 


en, recently retired Wheeling Township 
Republican committeeman, agreed with 
Young's assessment, but pointed out a 
possible adverse reaction on the part of 
the public. 


"From a legal perspective," said Cow- 


en, "it is a question of whether the mut- 
ters involved are the subject of an honest 
legal dispute. If they are, there should 


nol. be any adverse reaction to the Presi- 
dent " 


But Cowen said the sum named by the 


congressional committee is "a pretty 
staggering amount of money," and said 
he anticipated that the public reaction 
"is going to be very strong" against Nix- 
on. 


CARL HANSEN, Elk Grove Township 


GOP committeeman, said the impact of 
the report would depend somewhat on 
the vote it received by- the full com- 
mittee. "If it was unanimous, there 
would probably be a strong reaction. But 


if it were a split vote that looked parti- 
san, it will be questioned " 


The joint committee is composed of six 


Democrats and four Republicans, in- 
cluding Rep. Harold Collier. R-Riverside. 
Neither the committee staff nor Collier's 
office was able to report Wednesday 
whether the committee had voted on ap- 
proval of the staff report. According to 
United Press International, the vote to 
make the report public was 9-1.

Hendricks-board rift flares up again

The growing rift between Mount Pros- 


pect Village Trustee Richard N. Hend- 
ricks and other members of the village 
board came out into the open this week 
in two clashes during the board meeting. 


Hendricks and Mayor Robert D. Tei- 


c h e r t exchanged sometimes heated 
words over efforts to obtain a federal 
grant toward village purchase of the Rob 
Roy Golf Course and also over Hend- 
ricks' proposal to offer vehicle stickers 
at a discount when purchased promptly. 


In an unusual outburst, Village Mgr. 


Robert J. Eppley became involved in the 
dispute, referring to Hendricks' sugges- 
tion that Eppley pursue one avenue of 


possible Rob Roy funding that he consid- 
ers remote as "a wasle of time " 


Other members of the village board 


sided with Teichert and Eppley in reject- 
ing Hendricks' suggestions by a 5 to 1 
vote. 


The growing split between Hendricks 


and other board members was first cited 
by The Herald in a news analysis March 
18. Tuesday night's conflict concerned 
similar issues — Rob Roy and vehicle 
stickers. 


HENDRICKS INSISTED that the vil- 


lage should apply for a grant that other 
trustees and Eppley say is not available. 
The controversy centers on a letter from 
Pat Dennis of the Illinois Department of 


Conservation which stated that it is 
"generally" nol the policy of the state to 
give money to buy golf courses. Hend- 
ricks interprets the letter as encouraging, 
while other board members say it's a po- 
lite refusal to give funds. 


Trustee E F Richardson said the let- 


ter to him meant "almost an emphatic 
no" to available funds. 


To Hendricks' proposal that Eppley 


.submit a detailed application for funds. 
Eppley replied that "writing a thesis 
when you have a sure 'no' at the end is 
an exercise in futility and a waste of 
time I don't think I should do it." 


Teichert accused Hendricks of "com- 


ing on strong as if the board is negli- 


gent" in efforts to secure funds to buy 
the golf course. "I want to speak my own 
piece," the mayor said "I'm getting 
tired of reading in the paper all the 
time" of Hendricks' comments that the 
outlook for obtaining a grant is encour- 
aging 


!N THE OTHER disagreement. Hend- 


ricks asked the village attorney, John J. 
Zimmermann, to look into the legality 
under home rule authority of penalty 
clauses and discounts as they relate to 
vehicle stickers Both Zimmermann and 
Teichert, however, said the board has al- 
ready taken a policy stand against 
Hendricks' earlier suggestion that the 
rates be lowered when the stickers are 
purchased promptly.

turned against him. 


Stavros, 3705 Whlrlaway Dr., North- 


brook, was indicted Jan. 31 by a special 
federal grand jury on 10 counts of ex- 
tortion and conspiracy. He has been a 
behind-the-scenes influence in village 
government for more than a decade. 


THE U.S. ATTORNEY'S office also 


disclosed it has evidence that: 


• Stavros forced Northern Illinois Con- 


struction Co. to contribute $2,500 to Sec. 
of State Michael Hewlett's campaign in 
August 1972 and another $2,500 payable 
to former State's Atty. Edward Hanra- 
han's campaign in September 1972, 


• Four developers were each required 


to purchase 10 cases of liquor from Mark 
Drugs, 303 E. Dundee Rd.. Wheeling,

$25,000 from the office of Harold Preier- 
berg, attorney for Northern Illinois Con- 


struction Co., in December 1972. Nicholas

ness as the bagman that collected $50,000 
extorted from Wickes, Inc. in 1971. He 
was also indicted along with Stavros and 
four others Jan, 31.

man Mid-West Corp., Mount Prospect. 


The project is regarded as a com- 


promise move that appears to get the 
village out of one lawsuit but into anoth- 
er. The village had been sued last fall by

However, in agreeing to the com-

Park Dr., told Teichert. 


Teichert said the homeowners could se- 


cure an attorney, but said, "You wo 'd 
find what we found: You would sit with 
this lawyer and not like his advice." The 
village was told by i*s course! "we could 
win or we could lose," Teichert said. 
"We've fought our shsre (of zoning 
cases) and we've lost most of them." 


TEICHERT SAID he was "convinced" 


that the court would side with Brickman, 
mainly because the property had been 
zoned for commercial and multi-family 
use when it was in 
unincorporated 


Wheeling Township, before being an- 
nexed by Mount Prospect. By accepting 
the compromise agreement, he indicated, 
the village could avoid a lengthy and.

itself, including fllmstrlps, recordings, 
data-cards, foldottts and games, makes 
up the first component. 


The textbook is the second component. 


Texts are written to the reading level of 
each grade. According to the report, so- 
cial studies texts have traditionally been 
written above grade level. 


The third component is the teacher's 


guide, a comprehensive aide which de- 
velops strategies for instruction and has 
a variety of teaching techniques designed 
to motivate students. 


BOTH THE SLOW and rapid learner 


are taken into account by the databank 
system, according to the report. The 
slow learner benefits from the variety of 
information sources. He's able to use 
more of his senses while learning and 
does not lose interest because of low 
reading ability, according to the report. 


The rapid learner is challenged by the 


varied data sources offered and is en- 
couraged to proceed in independent ac- 
tivities, the report states. 


"The approach is for children to take 


the information, and make their own de- 
cisions, 
rather 
than 
just memorize 


facts," said Mary Lou Hoeksema, a Dist. 
59 teacher who is co-chairman of the So- 
cial Studies Committee. Mrs. Hoeksema 
added that all the materials used in the 
program, such as filmstrips, come with 
the program and are right where they 
belong — in the school at all times. 


THE SEVENTH-GRADE program will 


center around two basic areas of study. 
The first semester deals with Canada 
and Latin America; the second semester 
will review the founding of the United 
States. 


The eighth grade, which traditionally 


studies American History, will continue 
to, according to Mrs. Hoeksema. The 
book used will be Rand McNally's "Free 
and the Brave" which is already in use 
at three of the district's five junior highs. 


The eighth-grade text is written at the 


seventh grade reading level, compared

Children were kept in the school halls 


until the all clear was sounded at 4 p.m. 

59 schools usually dismiss between 
3:05 and 3:25 p.m. 


School switchboards were jammed in 


many cases, with calls from parents call- 
ing to check on their children. 


The tornado warning is much more in- 


frequent than a tornado watch. The 
warning is sounded when tornadoes have 
actually been sighted in the area. A 
watch only indicates that conditions for 
tornadoes exist.

Nixon follows public opinion—he 9ll pay his back taxes 


by BOB LAHEY 


Reactions varied Wednesday to a con- 


gressional committee's staff report -that 
Richard Nixon owes the government 
nearly a half million dollars in unpaid 
taxes, but there was unanimity on one 
point: The President should pay his 
taxes like you and me. 


The Joint Congressional Committee on 


Internal Revenue Taxation Wednesday 
made public a report that concluded that 
the President and his wife awe a min- 
imum of $476,431 In back taxes and Inter- 
est for the years 1969 through 1972. Nixon 


said yesterday he will pay the taxes. 


Reactions gathered by Herald report- 


ers ranged from the opinion of a Wheel- 
ing man that the tax matter is "the clin- 
cher on impeachment," to a Schaumburg 
woman who declared. "I think he's a 
very maligned man who has been tried 
and convicted by the press." 


NORTHWEST suburban congressmen, 


Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, and Rep. 
Samuel H. Young, R-lOth, agreed how- 
ever that the committee report would 
have little initial impact on members of 
the House as far as the possible im- 


peachment or resignation of the Presi- 
dent is concerned. 


C r a n e said Rep. Wilbur Mills, 


D-Arkansas, vice chairman of the joint 
committee emphasized on the floor of the 
House that the committee had made no 
judgment on whether there was any 
fraud or negligence involved in the tax 
returns. 


Crane said he believed the great ma- 


jority of congressmen would reserve 
judgment until such a determination is 
made. 


Young, who has considerable experi- 


ence as a tax attorney, said, "There are 
reasonable legal arguments supporting 
the President's position, just as there are 
reasonable arguments opposing it." 


ANOTHER ATTORNEY. Richard Cow- 


en, recently retired Wheeling Township 
Republican committeeman, agreed with 
Young's assessment, but pointed out a 
possible adverse reaction on the part of 
the public. 


"From a legal perspective," said Cow- 


en, "it is a question of whether the mat- 
ters involved are the subject of an honest 
legal dispute. If they are, there should 


not be any adverse reaction to the Presi- 
dent." 


But Cowen said the sum named by the 


congressional, committee is "a pretty 
staggering amount of money," and said 
he anticipated that the public reaction 
"is going to be very strong" against Nix- 
on. 


CARL HANSEN, Elk Grove Township 


GOP committeeman, said the impact of 
the report would depend somewhat on 
the vote it received by the full com- 
mittee. "If it was unanimous, there 
would probably be a strong reaction. But 


if it were a split vote that looked parti- 
san, it will be questioned." 


The joint committee is composed of six 


Democrats and four Republicans, in- 
cluding'Rep. Harold Collier. R-Riverside. 
Neither the committee staff nor Collier's 
office was able to report Wednesday 
whether the committee had voted on ap- 
proval of the staff report. According to 
United Press International, the vote to 
make the report public was 9-1. 


Frcnd Yonkers, Cowen's successor as

ment's case disclosed $149.000 of alleged- 
ly extorted money, in addition to the pre- 
v l o u s l y listed $141,000 extorted by 
Stavros, according to indictments re- 
turned against him. 


Stavros. 3705 Whirlaway Dr,. Nortti- 


brook, was indicted Jan. 31 by a special 
federal grand jury on 10 counts of ex- 
tortion and conspiracy. He has been a 
behind-the-scenes influence In village 
government for more than a decade. 


THE U.S. ATTORNEY'S office also 


disclosed it has evidence that: 


• Stavros forced Northern Illinois Con- 


struction Co. to contribute $2,500 to Sec. 
of State Michael Hewlett's campaign in 
August 1972 and another $2,500 payable 
to former State's Atty. Edward Hanra- 
han's campaign in September 1972. 


• Four developers were each required 


to purchase 10 cases of liquor from Mark 
Drugs, 303 E. Dundee Rd., Wheeling, 
with the 
liquor being delivered to 


Stavros' home. The purchases totaled 
$2.507.23 


• The Clayton House Restaurant, 1090 


S. Milwaukee Ave.. was the site where 
Stavros collected $48.000 from three de- 
velopers between February, 1970 and 
April, 1971. The payoffs were made both 
In the parking lot and inside the restau- 
rant.

The charge was contained in a bill of 


particulars filed in U.S. District Court 
and made public for the first time 
Wednesday. 


Stavros, former Wheeling Township 


Democratic committeeman, was indicted 
Jan. 31 on 10 counts of extortion and con- 
spiracy In connection with shakedowns of 
builders and developers in the Village of 
Wheeling. 


Among the revelations in the bill of 


particulars, which added $149,000 to the 
total Stavros allegedly extorted, are: 


• A $2,500 check, dated Aug. 9,1972, to 


the Michael Howlett Campaign for Secre- 


Edward V.

The check was delivered to 
Stavros' house, 3705 Whirlaway Dr., 
Northbrook, by George Lambert, a build- 
ing superintendent for Northern Illinois 
Construction Co. 


• A $2,500 check, dated Sept. 7,1972, to

the Edward Hanrahan Campaign for 
Cook County State's Attorney. The check 
was mailed to Stavros' home by Harold 
Feierberg, an attorney for Northern Illi- 
nois Construction. 


THE COMPANY, headed by Richard 


and Ralph Harwood, developed Shadow 
Bend townhouses on Milwaukee Avenue 
in Wheeling. An additional $25,000 ex- 
torted from Northern Illinois Construc- 
tion was picked-up by an unknown bag- 
man Dec. 29, 1972 at Feierberg's Chicago 
office, the bill of particulars also dis- 
closed. 


Hanrahan and a spokesman for Hewl- 


ett said they could not immediately con- 
firm receipt of the contributions. State 
and county candidates are not legally re- 
quired to report contributors. 


Hewlett's finance chairman 
in 1972, 


Harold Dash, said that Stavros held a 
campaign party at his Northbrook home 
for the secretary of state before the fall 
election. "We had a party out there — in 
Wheeling. It's not unusual to receive 
checks for $50, $100 or other amounts. 
It's very possible. 


"We wouldn't know if any coercion was 


• The Tekton Corporation paid Stavros 


$40,000 in 1970, the second largest alleged 
payoff cited in the case against Stavros. 
Tekton officials previously denied paying 
off Stavros for zoning and building fa- 
vors, although they admitted being pres- 
sured by Stavros. 


• An unidentified bagman picked up 


$25,000 from the office of Harold Freier- 
berg, attorney for Northern niinoia Con- 


struction Co., in December 1972. Nicholas 
Phillips, a Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals employe and Stavros' cousin, 
has been identified by a government wit- 
ness as the bagman that collected $50,000 
extorted from Wickes, Inc. in 1971. He 
was also indicted along with Stavros and 
four others Jan. 31. 


• Zale Construction Co., developer of 


Lakeside Villas, was required to hire a 


painter named Sal Parent! to paint 
Stavros' $100,000 House in 1971. 


THE BILL OF particulars was filed in 


answer to a motion by Stavros' attorney. 
It outlines the date and place of all pay- 
ments alleged in the indictment, and dis- 
closes several payments not included in 
the indictment. 


The government plans to use evidence 


of the nine additional alleged payoffs to 


bolster its'case against Stavros. 


The additional payoffs date back to 


1958, when Stavros allegedly extorted 
$25,000 from Hollywood Builders. The 
company was then working on plans for 
the 350-acre Hollywood Ridge subdi- 
sion, approved by the village in 1959. 


At the time, Hollywood Builders was 


represented by attorney Harold Feier- 
berg, who was named Wednesday by the

Charlie Brown cartoon books rather than 
listen to what was being taught In class, 
His teacher often surprised him with a 
question to see If he was paying atten- 
tion 


His parents tried to find out what was 


wrong. Lack of discipline? Emotional 
conflicts9 Physical problems? The specu- 
lations spun around In their heads until 
they found out that their son was aca- 
demically gifted. 


MORE THAN A YEAR ago, Mary 


Fran Zarmer. a parent of a gifted stu- 
dent, formed a mother's group with oth- 
er mothers of gifted children. 


At first the group was "to provide fel- 


lowship among mothers of gifted chil- 
dren," but members felt they could pro- 
vide activities for the children that the 
school district did not. 


"We know that the district has been 


doing some things, but I'm looking for 
more to come." said Mrs. Zarmer. "1 
euess I'm impatient but In this mothers' 
group we're doing something for our- 
selves and not looking for the schools to 
provide everything." 


Mrs. Zarmer believes that the district 


has "been behind" in bringing about pro- 
grams and activities for gilted children. 
' ' T h e y 'school administrators) say 
thev ve been doing things and they have, 
hut when you compare specific programs 
in other communities, we've been be- 
hind " 


THE MOTHERS1 group is planning 


mini-courses for the gifted children. The 
sessions \vill be taught by members of 
the group "There's a terrific potential 
for parents to offer," said Mrs. Zarmer.

"We should be more organized because 


of the numbers in the group," Mrs. Zar- 
mer said. The meetings are held once a 
month with about 20 mothers attending 
each session. 


"The goal for School Dist. 25 is to have 


a coordinated and more organized gifted 
program," said Norm Soderstrom, coor- 
dinator of the gifted program for Dist. 
28. 


SODERSTROM said he has talked with 


Mrs. Zarmer about the mothers' group 
and the programs that are being drafted 
for the next school year. 


"We still want to improve things," said 


Soderstrom. "We have a long way to go 
but we've made some progress, too." 


The major considerations for improve- 


ment are to provide a "workable identi- 
fication" of the gifted children and to 
have teachers be more aware of these 
particular children, Soderstrom said. 


The first step In identifying gifted chil- 


dren is taken by the teacher. The district 
provides a list of criteria or some traits 
of intellectually gifted children for teach- 
ers to check in spotting a gifted child. 
Does he exhibit great curiosity? Does he 
elaborate well? Does he display lead- 
ership? These are a few of the many 
traits teachers look for. The list is kept 
in the child's file as information for his 
next teacher. 


TEACHERS ALSO, at their discretion 


or the principal's, may give intelligence 
tests to some students, but not all. The 
district has been using the Slossan In- 
telligence Test, which is reputed to be a 
valid test. 


"This is just another source of infor- 


mation we can get about the child," said 
Soderstrom. The tests are oral, given in- 
dividually and take about 30 to 45 min- 
utes to administer. 


To date there have been approximately 


400 children identified as gifted in School 
Dist. 25. This represents more than 4 per 
cent of the total school enrollment. 


"We encourage teachers to tell parents 


they have gifted children In parent-teach- 
er conferences," said Soderstrom. If a 
parent calls the administration 
office, 


the information would be readily given To 
the parents, he added. 


SOME PARENTS, however, say they 


haven't been informed. One mother, who 
wished not to be identified, said it was up 
to the district to inform parents/ of gifted 
children. 


"We shouldn't have to ask." she said. 


"We support the school and the adminis- 
trators with our taxes," 


Jan UUenius, a mother, said that per- 


haps a lot of parents like herself, who 
suspect they have gifted children, are re- 
luctant to call the district office to see if 
their children are on the gifted list. 


"I did not ask," said Mrs. UUenius, 


who thinks she might have a gifted child, 
"because there was no time at the par- 
ent conference and for a combination of 
other reasons. Perhaps it's rather pre- 
sumptuous for a parent to ask because 
the percentage of gifted Is ultra small."

Police station planning OKd 


The village board finance committee 


has approved budgeting $96,000 for the 
planning of a new police headquarters 
building in Arlington Heights. 


Plans will be drawn only if agreement 


can be reached with Cook County Circuit 
Court over use of the building, according 
to Finance Committee chairman Frank 
Paimatier. 


The village board will have to approve 


the actual expenditure of any of the plan- 
ning money. 


The new building is being con- 


templated to relieve crowding in the Mu- 
nicipal Building, which is used as a cir- 
cuit court branch five days a week. 


If constructed, the police-courts build- 


ing would be located near the Municipal 
Building, 33 S. Arlington Heights Rd., 
and would probably be the headquarters 
for 2d District juvenile, civil, traffic and 
criminal courts. It would also house the 
village police department. 


THE ESTIMATED cost of constructing 


the building is $2.5 million, according to 
Arlington Heights Village Mgr. L. A. 
Hanson. Proposed financing would come 
from rent the county pays for courtroom 
space, the sale of bonds and tbe village 
utility tax. 


Preliminary planning for a public safe- 


ty building has been going on since 1970. 
Possible locations include the vacant 


land south of the Municipal Building 
along Arlington Heights Road, the park- 
ing area behind the municipal building, 
or the parking lot directly west of the; 
village hall. 


The finance committee has also voted 


$2,500 to fund tbe Turning Point tele- 
phone hotline. The organization original-, 
ly had been dropped from the village's 
1974-75 budget, but a second plea to the 
committee this week resulted in the 
$2,500 allocation. 


Arlington Heights' $14 million budget is 


now virtually complete and is scheduled 
to be adopted by the village board.at its 
next meeting April 15.

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Village board wrapup 
Price of auto, 
dog licenses up 


The Village Board has officially raised the price of next 


year's auto licenses from $10 to $15, and boosted the price of 
dog licenses from $3 to tS.

Village must respond to appeal 


Village Atty, Jack Siegel has been formally instructed to 


reply to a notice of appeal filed by the Metropolitan Housing 
Development Corp., latest move in a two-year legal battle 
over a low and moderate-income housing proposal next to St. 
Viator High School. 


MHDC is contending that the village board's 1971 rejection 


of its low and moderate income housing proposal was racially 
discriminatory. 


The project is planned for 15 acres next to St. Viator High 


School, land which the village board has refused to rezone 
from its single family classification. 


The case is now pending before the U. S. Court of Appeals 


for the northern district of Illinois. 


Prospect residents exempted 


In an effort to overcome objections to the planned repaving 


of Arthur Avenue between Central Road and Davis Street, the 
village board has agreed to exempt the residents of Mount 
Prospect from any costs arising out of a special assessment 
now anticipated In connection with the project. 


The Bruning Division of Addressograph-Multigraph Corp., 


Mount Prospect, has blocked efforts to schedule the repaving 
under a private contract and may force a special assessment 
court fight over the project. 


Arthur Avenue is the border between Arlington Heights and 


Mount Prospect, but is considered wholly an Arlington 
Heights street. 


Therefore, while the Village of Mount Prospect has agreed 


to support Arlington Heights in a special assessment fight, it 
asked to be exempted from any cost a court might assign as 
public benefit. 


In the meantime, Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 


Walsh said he would contact officers at the Bruning company 
to see if its objections to the repaving can be overcome.

concentrate on localized activities and in- 
structions. 


Ronald Dodd, district recreation super- 


intendent, said the shift in emphasis was • 
necessary because of limited park funds 
and an attempt to bring a few quality 
programs within reach of residents who 
might have to curtail their summer va- 
cations because of the energy situation. 


The programs, primarily centered on 


organized activities and instruction, will 
be organized along the lines of clubs and 
day camps, Dodd said, 


THE SIMMER programs being of- 


fered this year include: 


• Safety Town, a course in pedestrian 


and traffic safety for four-and five-year- 
olds, cosponsored by the Arlington 
Heights Junior Women's Club. The fee 
for the two courses is $8. 


• Nature Camps, instruction about na- 


ture and man's role, for children 6 to 13 
years old. The camp will have field trips. 
The camp sessions meet afternoons for 
two weeks. 


• Drama Camps for children 5 to 12 


years old, will meet three times a week 
during the three week sessions. The 
classes will be divided by age groups., 


• Tumbling and trampoline instruc- 


tions will be held at Pioneer, Recreation 
and Heritage parks. 


• Tennis lessons at local park courts 


will be given mornings and afternoons. 


• The RovuV Recreation Wagon will 


visit Volz and Flente Parks on Mondays, 


Greene and Evergreen parks on Tues- 
days, Patriot and Carefree parks on- 
Wednesdays, Raven and Klehm parks on 
Thursdays and Riley and Dryden parks 
on Fridays. The wagon will be open from 
noon until 5 p.m. and then from 6 p.m. 
until 8 p.m. so adults can utilize it.
